Incumbent McCain worked hard to raise 
the profile and funding level of this south- 
west office in one of the fastest-grow- 
ing areas of Travis Co. He has a 
proven record and deserves a sec- 
ond term. 

Travis Co. Constable, 

Precinct 5: Bruce Elfant 

Incumbent Elfant has been a 
stalwart of both constabulary effi- 
ciency and progressive action for 
many years. We welcome the oppor- 
tunity to endorse him. 

City of Austin, Proposition 1: Yes 

A fixed five-year term for the city auditor, 
with removal only by a super-majority. 

Proposition 1 (which originated from a 
council proposal) is designed to insulate the 
city auditor from political pressure. 
Proposition 1 is a commonsense way to bet- 
ter government at little cost. 

City of Austin, Proposition 2: No 

Prohibit the City from entering into or honor- 
ing agreements for financial incentives to devel- 
opments that include one or more retail uses. 

While we were not unanimous, as an edi- 
torial board we’re recommending a “no” vote 
on this broad amendment that rejects any 
and all retail development incentives. 
Punishing the Domain mall is not worthy of 
a charter amendment, and the murky amend- 
ment language will likely generate other 
negative consequences. 


In hindsight, the 2003 deal the city of 
Austin made with the Domain’s original devel- 
oper, Endeavor, gave away too much while 
asking for too little. But the city did get the 
benefits that council contractually demanded. 

This amendment will not affect only the 
Domain. With some exemptions, it would 
eliminate incentives for any project that 
includes a retail component. Used well, 
incentives of various kinds have been a valu- 
able planning tool. 

The current council has already enacted a 
policy that forbids future Domain-style sub- 
sidies. While we respect the frustration of 
proponents who want to end large-scale 
retail subsidies and who don’t trust City Hall 
to hold the line of its own accord, most of us 
believe this charter amendment is not the 
right solution. 

AISD, Tax Ratification Election: Yes 

The real no-brainer on this ballot is the 
3.9-cent property-tax raise for education 
funding. Education Austin made a sensible 
argument that the district should have 
asked for the maximum 13 cents allowed 
by the state, saving it from having to come 
back next time it has any additional expen- 
diture. Until the Legislature has the spine 
to separate school funding from the politi- 
cal kick ball of property tax, the staff and 
students of AISD should not be penalized 
for a flawed funding system. We strongly 
endorse the tax increase. 

Williamson County 

U.S. House, District 31: Brian Ruiz 

Incumbent Republican John Carter is an 
embarrassment to Austin and Texas. 

About the only thing good we can 
say - and it’s a mixed blessing - 
is that he opposed the Wall 
Street bailout. Otherwise, he’s 
a staunch Iraq war supporter, 
even engaging in demagoguery 
by questioning the patriotism 
of those who oppose it. We sus- 
pect Ruiz, son of former Austin 
Independent School District board 
member Abel Ruiz, has little hope in this 
very conservative district that includes the 
Williamson County portion of Austin, but 
his opposition to the war and support for 
renewable energy and for health care for all 
children deserve your vote. 

Texas House, District 32: 

Diana Maldonado 

Round Rock Independent School District 
trustee Maldonado, a strong education advo- 
cate, will bring an often-missed voice for 
Hispanic- owned and female- owned busi- 
nesses and coalitions. Her hands-on under- 
standing of the legislative and budget trau- 
mas facing school districts can be an essen- 
tial addition to the next session. ■

Proposition 2 and other economic quandaries

“When I use a word,” Humpty Dumpty said, 
in a rather scornful tone, “it means just what I 
choose it to mean - neither more nor less.” 
“The question is,” said Alice, “whether you can 
make words mean so many different things.” 
“The question is,” said Humpty Dumpty, 
“which is to be master - that’s all.”

In so many ways, it’s all about words: 
That’s where the devil is and the details are. I 
used to think words were easy. Images (even 
though I was fluid in many of their languag- 
es), music, noise, sounds - they could hook 
you up and hang you out. Often, I’m so slow 
on the uptake that almost anything, no mat- 
ter how carefully put or patiently explained, 
escaped my understanding. But words - I 
could control that speed. 

I was wrong.

l) Regarding the ‘Chronicle’s 
Proposition 2 endorsement: 

Endorsements are rarely easy, most involv- 
ing the commitment of time, energy, and 
thought, with endless discussions followed 
by multiple drafts. Citizen-initiated proposi- 
tions are often the most controversial; when 
it seems very likely that our position will be 
unpopular with many readers, it becomes 
even more intense. As with Proposition 2 this 
election, our dissent rarely has to do with 
a serious philosophical disagreement but is 
more often about execution: the wording of 
the proposition, its scope, and potential unin- 
tended consequences. 

Even if one is completely sympathetic with 
the ideas driving the legislation, there are 
problems in that it will be implemented as 
it is written, not as intended. If deciphering 


this meaning proves unduly controversial, 
then often the exact meaning ends up being 
determined within the judicial system, by 
lawyers and judges very removed from the 
creation. The proposition might do exactly 
what is intended, but all too regularly that 
is not the case. It can impact present and 
future projects (that are not even mentioned), 
establish unwelcome precedents, and be dif- 
ficult to implement, and always there is the 
possibility of litigation (including potential 
associated costs). 

There are some of us who feel, for example, 
that getting specific laws in place by crafting 
them as City Charter amendments is a very 
bad way to make laws. 

As the endorsement process begins, we 
ponder, meet, argue, break for lunch, and 
then meet some more. We are not engaged 
in a popularity contest but trying to be 
straight with our readers. When we have 
genuine concerns, we share them. We may 
be flat-out wrong, or wrongly focused on 
doomsday scenarios that will never happen, 
or exaggerating or underplaying the potential 
range of consequences. We do not sell out; 
most of the time, there is no one to sell out 
to. Ironically, this go-round we have been 
accused of selling out by alienating our core 
advertising base. This seems like a contradic- 
tion. Being at odds with those advertisers 
who have been in the family for so long is not 
good business. 

Proposition 2 has caused some genuine, 
far-reaching concerns. The pro-proposition 
supporters assure all of us that, after it passes, 
there may be stomping and yelling, threaten- 
ing and damning, but that it will end in resig- 
nation (even if bitter) and compromise rather 
than in storm- the-ramparts litigation. Those 
against the proposition practically guarantee 
that there will be a season of litigation like 
none we’ve ever seen before. Either could be 
right. Either could be wrong. 


This time, however, there is even more divi- 
sion than usual, even among Chronicle staff. 
There seems to be general agreement that the 
proposition has some serious and unresolved 
problems. Those most fervently supportive of 
Proposition 2, however, care more about the 
message it sends than the details that might 
not be fine-tuned. They think the time for cau- 
tion is over: Better an incendiary proposition 
than nothing, and better a screaming demand 
for consideration than easy-to-ignore decorum. 
They are hoping the proposition ends up work- 
ing exactly the way that its key supporters are 
predicting, but they don’t really care. They are 
fed up; they are angry. They want to take chanc- 
es; they want to send a message. More power to 
each and every one of them and their causes. 

Unfortunately, I’m an old, nervous, maiden 
aunt, fretting over every pos- 
sible consequence. Over 
the decades, I’ve moved 
faster and further than 
most, always crouched 
and usually after dark. 

It isn’t due to any affec- 
tion for taking chances, 
but because circles inter- 
est me not at all, and, if 
one is just running in place, 
well, why not sleep instead? 

My nerves are shot. There were bad years 
here - bad years that I took as even worse 
than they were. The rituals of mundane 
bloodletting never ended, while at least once a 
day my nerve endings became so wrapped up 
together that the whole system shorted out. 

Caution is not just my co-pilot but in my 
lap, with unintended consequences an ever- 
present obsession. I didn’t weigh in on this 
one, but if I had, I would have brought noth- 
ing different to the table. Not this time. Sure, 
I’ve lived in different lands, with new ways, 
my whole fife - but always holding back, tak- 
ing note, watching, waiting. 


Now, we are used to the damnation of 
the street-comer, ideologue messiahs: Little 
do they care for our effort and even less for 
our opinion, unless it is in perfect agreement 
with their thoughts. But with so many others 
chiming in with such hostility, really, does 
this paper and its ongoing coverage really 
deserve to be so harshly dismissed because 
of disagreement over one issue? Do readers 
and advertisers really want us not to express 
our concerns and opinions but simply reflect 
theirs? Is more than 27 years of coverage 
transformed into mere glitter and garbage by 
one endorsement? 

2) John McCain’s innovative plan 
for a redistribution of debt: 

Do not be fooled. Certainly it brought 
more than a single tear to my eye to see that 
community-organizing pioneer Saul Alinsky 
is still considered dangerous by some. These 
days, the only times Republican candidate 
Sen. John McCain shows joy is when he is 
introduced at rallies (either by his wife or run- 
ning mate) and when he initiates a new per- 
sonal assault on Democratic candidate Sen. 
Barack Obama - whether slurring Obama’s 
character, ladling guilt by association over 
him while denying doing it, detailing his 
inexperience, or labeling his policies with 
carefully chosen terms that may have no 
relevance but are certainly loaded. In 
the last few days, McCain has seemed 
almost genuinely beside himself with 
delight as he’s accused Obama of being a 
socialist and labeled his tax plan essentially 
a Marxist redistribution of wealth. 

This is ludicrous and untrue in any num- 
ber of different ways. The United States 
Congress passed a graduated income tax 
in the 1890s. This became a progressive (a 
variation on graduated) tax with the passage 
of the 16th Amendment in 1913 (on behalf 
of my conspiracy-theory brethren, I’ll point 
out that they, at least, contend that it was 
never ratified). The kind of progressive tax 
that Obama is proposing, which has been 
the main tax-rate structure for more than 90 
years, is neither socialist nor Marxist. McCain 
is certainly hoping to scare Americans into 
believing otherwise, but it’s just not true.

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Still, how can an old lefty’s blood not run just 
a tiny bit quicker to hear “socialist” used as a 
slur and “redistribution of wealth” as a purely 
demonic condemnation? It’s like hearing a love 
song from the first summer you were in love, 
one you haven’t heard in decades. 

Despite McCain’s pained awe at the thought 
of increasing taxes for any American, he has 
left out of the equation Bush and the current 
administration’s budgetary “new math.” This 
involves cutting taxes, spending like crazy peo- 
ple, ignoring any kind of regulation of monetary 
markets and financial institutions, and blaming 
anything gone wrong on the Democrats. 

Perversely but also almost brilliantly, McCain is 
not only running very separately from Bush but 
also running away from the latter’s administra- 
tion while also attacking its failures and policies, 
although he does this without ever getting spe- 
cific. Without missing a step, when convenient, 
he aligns himself with it. What brings this all 
together into a stunning and audacious act of 
political art is an emulation of Three Stooges 
slapstick routines, as though they provide the 
perfect choreography for political strategy. A 
campaign of running separately and running 
away from Bush, attacking and aligning with his 
administration, is layman’s work for true vision- 
aries. The dazzling, fireworks-lit-sky, dance- of- 
1 0,000-lights climax is when McCain champions 
the exact same fiscal policies as Bush did when 
he ran eight years ago. Bush claimed that cutting 
taxes for the richest Americans would result in a 


healthy, booming economy with the burst of 
prosperity so robust that there would be no 
tax shortages from the cutting. As he was on 
a TV sitcom and woken from an eight-season 
fever-dream, ignoring the many disasters that 
resulted from halfassed economics, McCain 
is offering the exact same menu of economic 
and financial policies: “Maybe we didn’t get 
anything close to right last time, but that’s no 
reason not to try again!” 

What was most missing during those 
giddy, intoxicated first six years of the Bush 
administration - all Republicans all the time 
- oddly enough, was Republicanism. Instead 
of demonstrating the restraints one would 
expect from conservatives, they participated 
in sending spending debt spiraling out of 
control. The Iraqi war proved a multiplier for 
a deficit the Republicans were already raising 
to unprecedented heights. At the same time, 
taxes were cut for all Americans, but most 
extensively and deeply for the richest. 

In contrast to the balanced budgets of 
the final Clinton years, staggering budget 
deficit resulted. Who could have guessed? 
Unlike those tax-and-spend Democrats, 
however, this time it was “spend and spend 
but don’t tax” Republicans who were at 
fault. According to some nonprofit tax 
groups, whereas Obama’s budget proposal 
could result in $2 trillion-plus deficits at 
the end of the decade, McCain’s is likely to 
go over $4 trillion. 


The reality is that labeling Obama’s tax plan 
as a socialist redistribution of wealth is par- 
tisan rhetoric designed not to represent the 
proposals but only to slander the candidate. 

Overlooked in all this is the Nobel Prize- 
worthy conceptual reinventing of basic fis- 
cal planning and budgetary responsibility 
that Bush/McCain have pioneered: not some 
soul-eating economy destroying communist 
redistribution of wealth but instead a breath- 
taking new idea. 

Instead of worrying about balancing the 
budget or demonstrating any kind of restraint, 
this visionary planning involves cutting taxes 
while spending without hesitation (entitle- 
ments are take-home change compared to 
the Pentagon’s budget). It’s that easy. Just 
smile and say, “What, Me Worry?” We’ve 
seen all kinds of incomprehensible financial 
tools coming from Wall Street during the last 
decade, but this one is so simple. Spend now 
and cut taxes now. Spend more and cut taxes 
more. Then, rather than worrying over any of 
the ugly and minor details of budget balanc- 
ing, just move the numbers in those columns 
over (and then maybe over again). This way 
they are off of our books as well as being a 
gift that keeps on giving - to our children, 
our children’s children, and our children’s 
children’s children’s generations. ■

Michael King’s misleading attack [“Point 
Austin,” News, Oct. 17] on the Stop Domain 
Subsidies charter amendment is consistent with 
the Chronicle’ s steady transition from City Hall 
watchdog to City Hall lapdog, from championing 
citizen demands for accountability to attacking 
those demands. 

King writes 1,000 words but never mentions

2 
would “backfire” and would not stop the Domain 
subsidies. 

Don’t be misled: Prop. 2 would stop the 
Domain giveaways. That’s why Domain owner 
Simon Malls (the self-professed largest real 
estate company in the U.S.) is spending heavily

The Chronicle argument against Prop. 2 shares the same basic 
misunderstanding of real estate and finance that led the Austin 
City Council into its senseless $64 million subsidy of the Domain 
luxury mall in 2003 [“‘Chronicle’ Endorsements,” News, Oct. 17]. 
The Chronicle’s own bad math severely understates the Domain 
obligation as "up to $25 million in subsidies, in 2003 dollars,” 
an error of $35 million over the 24-year life of the deal since the 
compounding rate is contractually 7.5%. That’s precisely where 
Endeavor hid their ill-gotten gains and exactly why columnists and 
council members are ill-advised to play retail subsidy games with 
sophisticated players in complex real estate deal-making. 

Michael King argues against Prop. 2 because he thinks the 
redevelopment of the city’s own Downtown 6-acre Green Water 
Treatment Plant and its retail component will "likely require city 
subsidies to make economically viable” [“Point Austin,” News, 
Oct. 17]. But with the land valued at $55 million, why is he already 
walking in the developer’s door with his wallet wide open? Our 
municipal tax system is too regressive to champion retail subsi- 
dies. Austin has a host of other measures to gain additional lever- 





age like granting density bonuses or fee waivers. The city could 
also set its vision with restrictive covenants and sell the land at 
fair market value or skirt Prop. 2 entirely with a tax increment 
financing district. 

Mueller will carry on unharmed as Catellus would not walk away 
from a guaranteed 15% return. At the Domain, Endeavor failed to 
deliver the promised $35,000 average wages or 4 acres of public 
open space.

Cap Met employees face another

Here we go again. 

Largely off the public radar - preoccupied as we 
all are with a national election and more recently an 
economic crisis - the unionized employees (about 
800 drivers, mechanics, and service workers) at 
Capital Metro are locked in an ongoing contract 
dispute with management. Technically, the 
union dispute is with StarTran, the subcon- 
tractor made necessary by state law pro- 
hibiting Cap Metro from bargaining 
directly with the union, while federal 
law (source of some Cap Metro fund- 
ing) simultaneously protects collective 
bargaining. (If you’re confused, con- 
sider the inevitable duplications of effort 
in such an arrangement; even reporting on 
the agency is clouded, because it’s frankly 
never clear who exactly is in charge.) 

After roughly 18 months of only slightly produc- 
tive negotiations (the last contract expired in June 
2007), on Oct. 15 StarTran officially declared an 
“impasse” and began imposing its new contract 
terms, beginning with enrolling employees in a new 
health-insurance plan that’s been one of the central 
matters of contention. According to StarTran Gener- 
al Manager Terry Garcia Crews, any further delay in

enrollment would jeopardize employees’ access to 
insurance, and “we don’t want our employees and 
their families to be without this new coverage on 
January 1.” Union President Joneth “Jay” Wyatt 
(Amalgamated Transit Union Local 1091) dismissed 
StarTran’s decision as one more intimidation tactic, 
charging that the decision to declare an impasse 
was both precipitous and illegal. According- 
ly, the union has filed a complaint with 
the National Labor Relations Board. 

Dueling press releases are ricochet- 
ing, and that’s where things stood 
Wednesday as union members began to 
vote (through Friday) on StarTran’s cur- 
rent offer. “If the membership accepts it,” 
said Wyatt, “they accept it. If not, we’re 
likely going to strike.” In the event of a rejection, 
negotiations could resume, although the members 
voted in August to authorize a strike if necessary 

What’s at Stake 

Nobody is making conciliatory noises, so I suppose 
we are much closer to a transit-disrupting strike - and 
major family sacrifice by union members - than we 
were a month ago. Wyatt has been insisting for some

But as word of the accident 
spread to passersby, the facts were skewed. Someone told the pas- 
sengers of a nearby vehicle - including Colvin - that the driver, 
Morales’ colleague Victor Medel, was trying to flee the scene. Colvin 
jumped out of the car and punched Medel, police said. When 
Morales tried to intervene, he was punched twice and killed. 
Reportedly, witnesses testified Monday that Colvin punched Morales 
once but that the fatal blow, which cracked Morales’ head against 
the concrete, was actually delivered by another person, 16-year-old 
Samuel Byrd, who has already been tried in juvenile court, convict- 
ed of manslaughter, and sentenced to eight years probation. If con- 
victed, Colvin could face up to 20 years in prison. - Jordan Smith 

> NEW DRIVER’S LICENSE LAW TARGETS IMMIGRANTS The ACLU 

of Texas is joining state Rep. Ruth Jones McClendon, D-San 
Antonio, in calling for the Texas Department of Public Safety to elimi- 
nate a new driver licensing rule that forces immigrants to prove 
they’re in the country legally before obtaining a state identification or 
license. “In my opinion, this rule represents a major policy decision 
and should not be initiated as a part of agency rule-making,” 
McClendon wrote in a letter to Public Safety Commission Chairman 
Allan Polunsky. DPS spokeswoman Tela Mange told the Houston 
Chronicle that the new rule is part of an effort to “make sure the 
driver’s licenses and identification cards were as secure documents 
as we could make them.” The rule took effect Oct. 1. ACLU of Texas 
Executive Director Terri Burke argues that making it harder to get 
valid identification won’t keep people from driving, which could lead 
to an increase in the number of uninsured drivers on the road and 
“cost Texas taxpayers an exorbitant amount of money.” Burke also 
said she’s worried that the policy may lead to racial profiling by the 
agency. “Because this new regulation links ... licenses with immi- 
gration status, people who look ‘foreign’ ... will be targeted for doc- 
ument verification.” Lawmakers have previously considered, but have 
not enacted, ID-verification bills. - Jordan Smith 

> TOLLS LETTING ROADS DOWN? Travis County Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt, who also serves on the policy board of the 
Capital Area Metropolitan Planning Organization, has been rais- 
ing hell about changes proposed to covenants governing the use 
of toll-road revenues - and CAMPO’s apparent willingness to 
waive a required series of regional public meetings to vet the 
changes. In a recent blog post regarding CAMPO’s supposed 
fresh commitment to public transparency, Eckhardt wrote: 
“[Tjhere was an understanding that citizen participation leads to 
better government decisions. That commitment apparently was 
lip service.” (CAMPO Chair Kirk Watson, from whose lips the 
term “transparency” most often falls, recused himself on the 
matter due to a law-firm conflict of interest.) The changes would 
allow excess revenues from Highway 183A to “backstop” the 
debt financing of Highway 290 East; such revenue transfers 
work against developing a comprehensive, regional transporta- 
tion system - one that includes anything besides more toll 
roads. The total project cost for the 6.2-mile “Manor Express- 
way” toll road (now under construction) ballooned from $504 
million to $623.5 million last month - that’s more than $100 
million a mile. (By contrast, the entire 28-mile proposed Elgin- 
Manor-Austin commuter rail line for the same corridor recently 
was estimated by Capital Metro at $150 million to $180 mil- 
lion.)

time that management has not negotiated in good faith and 
wants a strike, a charge he reiterated this week. “They want the 
strike,” he said. “It’s not us - that’s why they keep throwing 
down stuff they know we’re not going to agree to.” He said this 
week a union member reported overhearing Crews and some of 
her managers “laughing and joking about how much money 
they’re going to save if we go out on strike. That’s why they’re 
pushing us to go out on strike. . . . [They were saying] they’ll save 
money in fuel costs and employee wages, and they were counting 
the days and how much they would save if we go out on strike.” 

Crews says that’s “not correct. That’s not been discussed, at 
least within our management team.” Asked about charges of 
“union-busting,” Crews insisted that management has conced- 
ed on “seven of 11” matters that the union had resisted, thus 
proving “that the movement that we’ve shown . . . basically illus- 
trates the position that this is not a punitive proposal.” 

It’s arguable that StarTran and Cap Metro have saved consider- 
able money since last June, as there have been no wage increases 
since the expiration of the contract. The 
two sides are not far apart on the literal 
wage package over the next three years, 
but major disagreements concern 
StarTran’s refusal to consider a retroactive 
raise, its insistence on a one-time $1,000 
“bonus” payment instead of raises (that 
would lift the whole wage scale), the 
details of the health-insurance plan 
(which with new co-payments would 
represent a considerable giveback by the 
union), and management’s proposal to impose a lower starting 
wage for some less-skilled driver positions. The union says that’s 
a backdoor way to a “two-tier” wage scale (a deal-breaker before 
the last strike) and eventually a wedge to break the union. 

“You have to look past today,” concluded Wyatt. “Once you 
accept this type of package from a company ... it’s an ava- 
lanche. Next contract, same thing. . . . It’s about busting this 
union. It ain’t that they need the money; it ain’t that they ain’t 
got the money. It’s about busting this union, period.” 

Just the Facts 

Since the principal parties aren’t speaking, I called a few Cap 
Metro board members - especially the new chair, Travis Co. 
Commissioner Margaret Gomez - to ask if they intend to get 
involved, even indirectly, to help bring the parties back to the table 
and a resolution. During the 2006 standoff that ended in a brief 
strike, it took direct intervention by then-Chair Lee Walker and 
Mayor Will Wynn to broker a deal. Asked about that possibility, 


Crews commented that the Cap Metro board, “as part of a separate 
entity, is not and should not be part of the negotiation process.” 
Only Leander Mayor John Cowman and newly installed 
board member Mike Manor returned my calls. Manor deferred 
specific comment to more experienced board members but did 
say that if either labor or management overreaches and “wins” 
the dispute, it could well result in a “lose-lose for the commu- 
nity.” Cowman, by contrast, declared that the board has “all 
the confidence in the world in Terry Garcia Crews. She’s doing 
a fantastic job. She reports to the board on how the negotia- 
tions are going. There are differences, and she’s working 
through those with the union. I’m pleased as punch knowing 
that progress, we feel, is being made.” 

Cowman, of course, is official beneficiary of a spanking 
new Cap Metro rail line that will bring subsidized suburban 
commuters back and forth to Austin. He echoed Crews’ 
assertion that management’s final offer (“a wonderful pack- 
age”) has reached its budgetary limits and that while the 
offer might be restructured some- 
what, the financials will not change. 
He also believes the board will not 
intervene. “It’s that simple,” Cowman 
said. “You’re not going to see some 
mayor swooping in and saving the 
day. Nor do I believe a board member 
is going to do that. ... Lee Walker 
and Will Wynn and all this kind of 
stuff - it’s grand and glorious, but I 
think this is going to be more busi- 
ness-oriented now. The facts are the facts.” 

“All in all,” Cowman concluded, “I’m excited about the pros- 
pects of StarTran and the union coming together and Cap 
Metro being more of a family. ” 

This week, union members are deciding if they and their 
actual families can afford another strike - for which they’ll 
inevitably be blamed as greedy and ungrateful - or if they 
should instead accept management’s offer. That offer appears 
basically to be standpat on wages (cost-of-living increases), a 
giveback on health insurance, new driver regs, and a new wage 
category that undermines the union. 

In this economy, in which wage earners are under the gun 
- and StarTran management is explicitly declaring they “don’t 
know how long” they can maintain the current offer - I cer- 
tainly don’t know what the members and their families should 
choose. But I would feel much better about their circumstanc- 
es of their choice, and the eventual outcome, if we had more 
reason to believe the people nominally in charge of Cap Metro 
were paying better attention. ■

The Hustle turns his gimlet 
eye on Prop. 2

If the Hustle hasn’t really chimed in on the 
increasingly acrimonious debate over Prop- 
osition 2 - the Stop Domain Subsidies char- 
ter amendment - well, that’s because I don’t 
feel particularly strong on the subject. Although 
the following may just disprove all that. 

I’ll be voting no, as I feel SDS is smirking 
Libertarian policy with a faux-populist facade. 
(Check out Libertarian Wes Benedict on 
YouTube, waving a pair of $46 Neiman Marcus 
tighty-whiteys.) The entire exercise is intellectual- 
ly dishonest. If all SDS was really out to do was 
Stop Domain Subsides, then why not draft the 
proposition only to do that? Instead, widespread 
resentment at expensive, overpriced national 
retailers - and the circa 2003 City Council and 
staff’s dumbassed decision to incentivize them 
over local retailers - is being used as a Trojan 
horse for SDS heads Brian Rodgers and Linda 
Curtis’ ideological crusade. I’m also less than 
assured by supporters’ pithy insouciance that 
other, non-Domain projects won’t be affected by 
the proposition’s blanket ban on incentives to 
any project with a retail component. 

That said, if Prop. 2 passes (as I’m betting 
it will), the Hustle doesn’t see it as the end 
of the world. The Mueller development, 
resplendent with its empty Shoe Pavilion, 
shrunken tract homes, and weedy tarmac, 
would soldier on. Like practically everyone on 
either side, I was certainly no fan of the ludi- 
crously lucrative Domain subsides in the first 
place. It’s the potential for those ancillary, 
unintended consequences that concerns me. 
While Mueller, rightly or wrongly, is becoming 
the rallying cry for the anti-Prop. 2 crowd, 
there’s also the question of what SDS could 
do to the city’s future agreements, especially 
as they concern land use and affordability. 

City Council’s zoning agenda this week has 
station-area plans for Lamar Boulevard/Justin 
Lane, Martin Luther King Jr. Boulevard, and 
Plaza Saltillo transit-oriented districts, along 


with several accom- 
panying neighborhood 
plan amendments (word is 
the MLK approval will be postponed). These 
plans dictate zoning restrictions and land use 
in a transit-oriented development, such as 
along a rail line - but perhaps the most note- 
worthy goal the council has set out with 
respects to TODs is making 25% of the hous- 
ing affordable. Discussing the 25% challenge 
back in May, Chronicle staff writer Katherine 
Gregor cited a Roosevelt University study 
which says, “Constructing any type of afford- 
able housing requires numerous subsidies. It 
is not unusual for a developer to utilize more 
than seven different sources of funding” (see 
“Developing Stroies,” May 20). So it seems 
possible that goal would be in jeopardy with- 
out any sort of city subsidy. 

“We can’t have 25% affordable housing with- 
out subsidies,” says Council Member Lee 
Leffingwell, who, while unhappy with the 
Domain agreement, will be voting against Prop. 
2. (The rest of the council is also on record 
opposing the proposition, with the notable 
exception of Laura Morrison.) “Can they, will 
they, be able to [provide incentives for afford- 
able housing] if there’s a Starbucks on the first 
floor?” Leffingwell asks. Despite supporters’ 
assurances, the answer isn’t clear. (They’re 
probably frothing at the mention of Starbucks.) 

TODAY'S AGENDA 

What else is on the agenda? The center- 
piece may be the 2pm presentation of 
designs for the new central library nestled at 
the to-be-infilled Green Water Treatment 
Plant - which, coincidentally, will have some 
of those nefarious retail uses in it. Also on 
the aesthetic agenda is a resolution calling for 
a YMCA-led recommendation on how to transi- 
tion the Town Lake Animal Center site into 
parkland. Finally, a TLAC related item that 
won’t result in barking and howling. ■

Controlling Developers Prop. 2’s hidden costs

Of the new houses and apartments going up at Mueller, 25% are affordable housing. But 
the economic engine that helps subsidize that affordability - the city’s contribution of its 
proceeds from land sales - could be dismantled if Prop. 2 passes, leaving the affordable- 
housing program in limbo. 


It’s no coincidence that Mueller and the 
Domain are the two major city development- 
incentive contracts that would be affected by 
Proposition 2, the Stop Domain Subsidies 
charter amendment. In both cases, City 
Council made a strategic decision to invest 
taxpayer dollars in a large-scale redevelop- 
ment to get a New Urbanist project - the kind 
of walkable, live-work-play, transit-oriented 
places that current council policy advocates 
for Austin. The Mueller neighborhood, on the 
site of the old airport, is a significantly better 
example of New Urbanist design than the 
Domain, in far Northwest Austin. But both 
moved in the right land-use direction. 

The Stop Domain Subsidies campaign 
presents Prop. 2 as a jolly good way to stick it 
to fat-cat developers, City Hall, Neiman Marcus, 
and Tiffany & Co. Here’s what proponents don’t 
say: The proposed amendment also strips away 
city incentives as a policy tool for encouraging 
developers to reflect Austin community values. 
Prop. 2 makes no distinction between city 
incentives that encourage economic develop- 
ment (i.e., pell-mell growth) and city incentives 
that encourage mixed-use projects (an antidote 
to sprawl). For folks who distrust developers 
and favor sustainability, that should be a prob- 
lem. We want the city to have more power and 
tools to positively shape development, not less. 

Some proponents of Prop. 2 favor its pas- 
sage as a way to “send a message” telling 
City Hall that opaque, insider dealings with 
developers and “growth for growth’s sake” 
economic development is not acceptable. It’s 
a pugnacious challenge to elected officials 


and city management - to admit, own, and 
publicly correct the perceptions of developer- 
dealing behavior that led to a breakdown in 
citizen trust, sufficient to get some 18,000 
signatures on a charter-amendment petition. 

But that doesn’t make it a good law. 

A LEARNING EXPERIENCE 

The Domain agreement, crafted in 2002, 
was Austin’s first of its kind; in retrospect, 
that council (spooked by an economic down- 
turn) could have pushed harder to get more 
community benefits for its $25 million in sub- 
sidies (in 2003 dollars). But council members 
did use the subsidies to leverage improve- 
ments, aligned with community policy inter- 
ests, to the development plan: a mixed-use 
project with homes directly above retail (Will 
Wynn), affordable housing (Raul Alvarez), and 
local businesses (Jackie Goodman). 

When the city signed the Mueller contract 
a year later (with far more community input), 
it got a better development and deal: more 
community benefits incorporated into the 
urban design for its contributions of sales 
and property taxes, land sale proceeds, and 
other financial help. But such incentives are 
barred - retroactively and for the future - 
under Prop. 2, outside of tax increment 
financing. (A TIF expenditure, other than a tax 
abatement, is exempted from the definition 
of a financial incentive.) The language of the 
proposed charter amendment sweepingly pro- 
hibits the city from providing financial incen- 
tives - including any “grant of funds” - to any 
development with “one or more retail uses.” 


TOOLS IN THE TOOLBOX 

While the proposed amendment lists seven 
specific exceptions to the definition of “finan- 
cial incentives,” there’s not one for affordable 
housing. By state law, cities can’t force devel- 
opers to provide housing for less-wealthy citi- 
zens; that leaves the carrot of incentives as 
the city’s only tool. If Prop. 2 passes, even 
existing “SMART Housing” city incentives could 
become verboten for new mixed-use projects. 
The city potentially couldn’t help with the costs 
of a project such as Villas on Sixth: deeply 
subsidized affordable housing that includes a 
coffee shop on the ground floor. Affordable 
housing units in a vertical-mixed-use project 
couldn’t be “bought down” with a check from 
the city (which has $55 million in voter- 
approved affordable-housing bond monies). 
Given the highly risk-adverse mindset of city 
legal, it’s most likely that the city would simply 
stop even “gray area” financial incentives rath- 
er than expose the city to possible legal action. 

Since the Domain deal was signed, council 
has made real progress in enacting wiser 
land-use policies, stronger urban-design guide- 
lines, and heftier community-benefit contribu- 
tions from developers. If Prop. 2 passes, it 
will reverse some of that progress by disallow- 
ing incentives that encourage good behavior - 
such as denser, close-in, mixed-use projects. 

Mayor Wynn commented: “Whether folks in 
Austin want to accept this or not, ‘mixed-use, 
urban density’ is the answer for all of our 
challenges, from water conservation to reduc- 
ing vehicle miles traveled to energy demand 
and greenhouse-gas emissions. Since that’s 
the case, why in the world would we arbitrari- 
ly take any tool out of our toolbox to try to 
help deal with our challenges?” 

WHAT ABOUT MUELLER? 

No city staff would touch questions submit- 
ted for this article, or even provide basic facts 
on existing city incentives, due to an injunc- 
tion from city legal barring all election-related 
statements. At the suggestion of Council 
Member Laura Morrison, I reviewed the char- 
ter amendment language with attorney Jim 
Cousar of Thompson & Knight, the city’s long- 
time outside counsel for Mueller. His legal 


opinion to council was that it clearly applies 
to the Mueller contract. (Unlike other Austin 
outside counsel I’ve interviewed in the past, 
Cousar provided a balanced and seemingly 
unprejudiced reading of the amendment. 
“Nothing I say should be interpreted as a 
political message,” he emphasized.) 

The short version of Cousar’s review: Prop. 
2 would require renegotiation of the master 
development agreement between the city 
and the master developer, Catellus. The 
parts of the MDA prohibited under the new 
charter amendment - the core financing 
mechanisms - would need to be redone. The 
complex public-private agreement is embed- 
ded in an intricate financial structure, which 
took two years and many lawyer hours to 
craft. “No one wants to go back and renegoti- 
ate the MDA,” Cousar observed. “It has a lot 
of moving parts, it’s five inches thick, and if 
you start monkeying with the financial compo- 
nents, it gets very complicated. I wouldn’t 
say it’s not doable - but it reopens a very 
delicate business contract. It would be 
expensive.” When I pressed him for a guess- 
timate, Cousar said, “I don’t know how many 
tens of thousands it would take.” 

The new charter amendment would conflict 
with the MDA provisions that obligate the city 
to annually contribute sales taxes (collected 
at Mueller stores) to pay off $12 million in 
infrastructure bonds. Council would quickly 
seek a judicial ruling that it could continue 
paying for the bonds, said Cousar, to resolve 
the conflict and any ambiguities. A swift reso- 
lution would be crucial to avoid harming Aus- 
tin’s top AAA bond rating, and given current 
Texas law, Cousar said, “I think it’s very likely 
that the court would rule that the bond obli- 
gations and the sales tax being dedicated to 
them are valid, in spite of the charter.” 

ALL IN A TIF 

Far more problematic is the city’s obliga- 
tion to contribute the proceeds of land sales, 
again to help pay for Mueller’s infrastructure. 
What’s the closest thing to a quick fix? 
Cousar said one option would be to create a 
new TIF structure that could capture equiva- 
lent revenues for Catellus. Possibly a bigger 
TIF could also compensate for other stricken 


Simon Says Subsidies Bad for El Paso 

Simon Property Group Inc. has been taking a pummeling in Austin for accepting retail 
subsidies from the city. But in El Paso, the mall developer is leading the charge against 
exactly that kind of subsidy - because it will benefit Simon’s competitors. 

Simon came out against proposed multimillion-dollar subsidies from El Paso City Council 
and county commissioners to rival development group Hawkins Regency LLC, which plans 
to redevelop the Farah complex in East El Paso into the Fountains - an upmarket region- 
al shopping destination like Austin’s Domain, owned by Simon. But whereas Simon is in 
favor of incentives for Austin retail, in El Paso it opposes them and condemns the proposed 
site as “another big-box strip center.” Having property-tax incentives, Simon said in a press 
release, “favors one shopping center over another,” while sorting out increases in sales-tax 
revenue from new sales depends on “how do you define ‘new’?” 

Stop Domain Subsidies, the group behind Proposition 2 (which would end all retail 
incentives in Austin by charter amendment), leapt on Simon’s contradictory position as 
proof of its dishonesty in dealing with the city. SDS says the firm has become an inadver- 
tent advocate for SDS’ arguments about Domain subsidies. “There’s no transparency, no 
public scrutiny, less money for public services, and it messes with the free market,” said 
SDS founder Brian Rodgers at an Oct. 20 press conference at City Hall Plaza. “Those 
are the exact same things that Simon Property Group is saying in El Paso.” 

Richard Viktorin, a former state economic development expert and SDS supporter, com- 
pared retail incentives (which SDS opposes) unfavorably to the job-creation benefits of manu- 
facturing incentives (which it has no issue with) for the wider economy: “Samsung is in the 
three-to-four range, meaning one job there creates three or four out here,” he said. “Retail is 
a zero-multiplier effect.” He conceded that removing any retail component from future incen- 
tives for developers could create complications, and the city would have to “write economic 
development agreements and finesse the retail out.” But when it came to the Domain subsi- 
dy itself, he added, some supporters saw it as “a social-equity issue. Why are we incentiviz- 
ing upper-end retail that only a very few of our citizens will shop at?” - Richard Whittaker 
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incentives (e.g., utility improvements, pond 
and parkland maintenance). 

Of course, exempting TIFs from Prop. 2 
doesn’t make much sense. Tax increment 
financing allows the city to contribute new 
increments of property-tax revenue (and by 
more recent state law, sales-tax revenues) to 
help pay for the infrastructure needed by a 
development. If a property that used to yield 
$1 million in tax revenues now yields $3 mil- 
lion, due to redevelopment, the extra $2 mil- 
lion is “tiffed” to pay off the project costs. 

So a TIF can help developers make projects 
with retail economically viable by contributing 
city property- and sales-tax revenues - exact- 
ly what Prop. 2 otherwise rejects. 

Which takes us back to square one. 
While citizen watchdogs certainly need to 
hold them to it, last December, council 
passed a resolution (No. 20071206-049) 
saying that it’s gotten the Stop Domain 
Subsidies message: “The City Council rec- 
ognizes that the City’s economic develop- 
ment program allowing project-based incen- 
tives for large scale mixed use projects is 
no longer necessary, and that program ele- 
ment is hereby eliminated.” Why do we 
now need a flawed, hard-to-change charter 
amendment that prohibits the city from 
creatively using incentives to get better 
projects in the future? 

Got me. ■

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Precinct 3: Ye Olde Transportation Debate Takes Spotlight 


Contrary to what you may have been 
led to believe - possibly by one of his own 
infamous fits of anger - Gerald Daugherty 
really isn’t a bad guy. Even his main oppo- 
nent in the upcoming election will tell you 
so - they’ve been to each other’s houses for 
dinner and describe each other as friends. 
Yes, the incumbent Precinct 3 Travis Co. 
commissioner has been known to storm 
out of a room, especially if conversation in 
the Commissioners Court or a Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization meet- 
ing turns ugly and gets personal. But sitting 
in his office in Downtown’s Ned Granger 
Building last week, he was quite polite and 
reasonable - as he calmly and rationally 
explained why the Chronicle’s criticisms of 
his positions on the issues are wrong. 

The friendly opponent is Karen Huber. 

She could be described as an unlikely Demo- 
crat, except that during the latter Bush 
administration years, a lot of longtime Repub- 
licans have come to realize that they belong 
in the other party. Huber actually supported 
Daugherty when he first ran for and won the 
seat in 2002, and she participated in the 
Southwest Growth Dialog Process that 
Daugherty initiated. But she gradually found 
herself disagreeing with Daugherty more and 
more as she became active in western Travis 
Co. issues. Now they find themselves sharply 
at odds on issues key to Precinct 3, which 
encompasses the western half of Travis. She 
says she always disagreed with the GOP on 
the environment and now describes herself 
as a “zealot convert” to the Democratic 
Party. Dems rewarded her conversion 
in the primaries with a 63% win 
over party activist Albert 
Gonzales. 

“Gerald believes in the free 
market,” Huber says. “He 
says, ‘Let the market right it.’ 

... When I finally decided to 
run, I said, ‘You know Gerald, 
this is not personal; this is phil- 
osophical, because I don’t see 
the free market solving the traffic 
problems.’ ... We have to be a lot more 
creative than just building roads and letting 
growth go this direction. We have to look at 
some of the things like what Envision 
Central Texas is doing. How do we move 
people [without using] cars?” 

Any discussion of Daugherty will begin 
with transportation. Before he defeated 
Democratic appointee Margaret Moore and 
recaptured Todd Baxter’s unexpired seat for 
the GOP he was the founder of Reclaim Our 
Allocated Dollars, which worked to roll back 
the 1-cent sales tax that Capital Metro 
receives and kill light rail. His elevation to 
the Commissioners Court also put him on 
the board of the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization, responsible for this 
region’s transportation planning, where he 
could continue his pro-road crusade. 

Daugherty insists he’s not quite as anti- 
mass-transit as his record might indicate. “I 
voted for the creation of Capital Metro in the 


1985 referendum,” he says, “because we 
need public transit, and we need a way to 
pay for it with more than just fares. I don’t 
expect transit to pay for itself. The pre-Capi- 
tal Metro bus-system money was coming 
from the city’s General Fund, and I knew if it 
was to grow, a sales tax makes sense. The 
incorrect perception of Gerald Daugherty is 
that I’m against public transit. I just want 
bang for the buck.” 

And for Daugherty, the bang is more likely 
to come from roads. At a recent candidate 
forum, Huber said: “As more people live fur- 
ther out, it costs more to get them into town. 
... It’s not easy, but if we keep sprawling, we 
need mass transit for those people.” 
Daugherty’s response: “Getting mass tran- 
sit to western Travis County is a pipe dream, 
because we can’t get people to ride mass 
transit in the inner city.” 

When I later challenged him on this - 
pointing out that my inner-city bus ride to 
his office was standing-room-only and I rare- 
ly find myself on the mythological “empty 
bus” - he fought back with numbers: “After 
23 years and $1.8 billion collected by 
Capital Metro, there is still not a much larg- 
er percentage of users. ... Less than 3 per- 
cent of residents use mass transit as their 
main transportation.” 

Huber counters that there is a reason for 
that. “It’s hard to hop around on one leg,” 
she told the forum. “People don’t ride it 
because we don’t have a comprehensive sys- 
tem, and [you] can’t get where you’re going 
on time. Great cities have good mass 
transit. ... I live on 71 West. I 
would hop on light rail in a min- 
ute. But there are no plans, 
not even a discussion about 
that. People will continue to 
drive if we build more 
roads. We don’t have to 
build just roads.”

The other great transportation issue in 
recent years has been toll roads, in which 
Daugherty also plays a central role with 
CAMPO. Daugherty has come under attack 
from anti-toll activist Sal Costello, who has 
dubbed him the “Oak Hill Toller” and sells 
thongs sporting Daugherty’s face. Daugherty 
says his position on tolls has been wrongly 
portrayed, and he and other public officials 
have been unfairly vilified. 

“I read last week that my opponent put 
something in writing that I was supportive of 
tolling existing roads,” he complained. “I don’t 
know where anybody gets off by saying that 
any of the 19 board members on CAMPO 


have ever said that they were - as a matter 
of fact, it’s the thing that we have spent so 
much time trying to get people to understand 
that that is not the case. ... If people really 
thought that we were going to toll existing 
roads, they ought to be mad.” 

Daugherty emphasizes that he does sup- 
port adding tolled lanes to existing freeways 
but that the original lanes, with stoplights, 
will still be free. “Maybe you just philosophi- 
cally think that a road doesn’t need to be 
tolled, regardless. Well, you know what? 
Probably all 19 of the board members would 
love the notion that we wouldn’t have to do 
one toll road.” If the money had been other- 
wise available from the Texas Department of 
Transportation or other sources, Daugherty 
says, “it would have been a 19-to-zero vote.” 
“With the funding crisis we have right now 
...we need to look at all financing options 
creatively,” Huber told the candidate forum. 
“We may need a few more toll roads to get 
out of the hole we’re in. I’m not in favor of 
toll roads as a policy long-term, but we’re in a 
hole with what we have to work with. ... We 
don’t necessarily need to build roads to take 
care of all these cars. Part of our policy 
needs to be to look at the other mobility 
options that will take cars off the roads.” 

At a press conference Monday, Daugherty 
and the Texas Department of Transportation 
announced that money had been secured to 
repaint the stretch of Highway 290 West going 
west into Oak Hill so that it will now have 
two lanes - instead of the single lane that 
currently causes a huge traffic bottleneck. 
Huber found the timing of the announcement 
suspicious in that it came on the first day 
of early voting: “It’s been put off for a long 
time,” Huber said. “It’s interesting that just 
today they have a solution. If it helps, then 
I’m all for it. Maybe we need an election every 
six months.” Daugherty did not return a call 
requesting comment but told the Statesman : 
“This is not a political deal. This is something 
where something needs to be done.” 
Intrinsically related to the transportation 
issue is growth, which has radically changed 
the Hill Country portion of Travis over the 
past two decades. It’s also the source of 
Huber’s other main complaint against Daugh- 
erty. “I’m not against growth,” Huber says. 
“We have to have growth. We want jobs, and 
without growth, we’ll come to a halt. But we 
need to be responsible, and so much of the 
growth is tied to county land-use authority.” 

In Texas, that authority is very limited. 
“Gerald did everything he could to prevent 
[Hays Co. state Rep.] Patrick Rose’s bill, 
which would have granted counties greater 
land-use authority, and he sent a lobbyist out 
against it. When an urbanizing county testi- 
fies or sends his person to testify who 
quotes his name and says we don’t need it, 
it makes a difference. It really hurts the pros- 
pects for a bill.” 

Daugherty scoffs at the notion that he 
actively fought the bill or has a lobbyist on 
retainer. “I’m not against growth controls,” he 
says. “I’m against imposing controls to the 
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point that they can’t get passed in the Legis- 
lature. Most counties don’t want the con- 
trols. Urban counties need the tools, but how 
many will the Lege give?” What Daugherty 
says he really has a problem with are over- 
reaches that turn the Lege against Austin. 
“When Save Our Springs says there is no 
road in southwest Travis County that they 
would support, you might as well set me on 
fire. That’s idiotic.” 

Huber does pay Daugherty a semicompli- 
ment: “He’s easy to get in touch with. He’s 
responsive to having a meeting. But not very 
often does he follow through ... or really lis- 
ten. ... He’s just not consistent. He’s not 
aggressive enough. He waits for problems to 
surface and then deals with them. We should 
act pre-emptively.” 

“When they hear accusations that I’m a 
do-nothing commissioner,” Daugherty 
responds, “my staff comes unglued. I work 
60-hour weeks sometimes. I’m proud of the 
job I’ve done.” 

If Huber fails to unseat Daugherty this 
time, four years from now she might have an 
easier shot: “I have the energy to do one 
more term,” Daugherty says. “After 10 years, 
you can stick a fork in me, because I’ll proba- 
bly be done.” - Lee Nichols 
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Politics Perks Up in Hays County 


Hays County is enjoying a memorable 
election season in the county commissioner 
races, proving that regardless of whether 
the Commissioners Court leans red or blue 
(it flipped to blue two years ago), the politi- 
cal entertainment never disappoints in the 
hills south of Austin. 

First up, the wacky race in Precinct 1, 
which stretches from the southern tip of the 
county along the 1-35 corridor. The smallest 
and most dense precinct has been repre- 
sented by San Marcos native Debbie 
Ingalsbe for the last 12 years. Her lean 
political apparatus includes her husband, 
Garry, as treasurer and a lot of door-to-door 
canvassing. She’s taken the lead in several 
health-care issues for the county and has 
quietly been an effective background pres- 
ence on a noisy court, bringing road proj- 
ects and other improvements to her district. 

Ingalsbe is up against the curious Repub- 
lican candidate Nick Ramus, an area chef 
and entrepreneur known for his local con- 
flicts. The ultimate political outsider’s back- 
ground includes catering Ronald Reagan’s 
inauguration, but his more relevant experience 
is the lawsuit he won against the county con- 
cerning his septic tank - a struggle of epic 
proportions Ramus expounds upon at www. 
stophayspowergrab.org. In September, an alleged- 
ly shotgun-toting Ramus was also booked on 
charges of deadly conduct, stemming from 
an alleged confrontation with a neighbor. 

Into this void steps mystery man and 
write-in candidate Bill Wyatt, whose slo- 
gan, “Finally a choice,” perhaps belies the 
desperation behind his campaign. Unlike 
Ramus, however, Wyatt has both raised 
some money and filed the correct paper- 
work on time. It wouldn’t be absurd to see 


Wyatt garner more votes with his traditional 
signage-and-meager-lnternet-presence cam- 
paign than Ramus will with his “word of 
mouth” tactics. But Ingalsbe looks to be 
sitting safely on another four years. 

Precinct 3 is a much more competitive 
and serious endeavor. This part of the county 
includes “urban” West San Marcos and 
Wimberley, with rural portions rounding out 
the rest of the vote. Incumbent young Repub- 
lican Will Conley is positioning himself on 
his record across the precinct, while his 
Democratic challenger, former Wimberley 
Mayor Steve Klepfer, accuses Conley of 
being too chummy with the development 
crowd. The two have reaped tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in campaign donations from 
as far as Houston and Dallas. They will be 
battling it out over the funding of the Hays 
Trinity Groundwater Conservation District, their 
visions of the new subdivision rules, and the 
future growth of Ranch Road 12. Klepfer has 
questioned his opponent’s relationship with 
the development community, while Conley 
suggests Klepfer may lack the necessary his- 
tory to inform his decisions. Compared to 
Precinct 1, this is politics as usual. 

Meanwhile, County Judge Liz Sumter 
last month injected herself into both races 
after calling for investigations into road 
projects in the two incumbents’ precincts. 
Sumter had questioned whether the proj- 
ects had been properly authorized. 
Although Conley and Ingalsbe were imme- 
diately cleared of any wrongdoing, the 
nature and timing of the investigations 
prompted accusations of “low-tech Swift- 
boating” by no less than former Texas 
Democratic Party Chair Charles Soechting, 
a Hays Co. resident. -Jacob Cottingham 


Don’t Count Your Chickens, Dems 


Don’t let those poll numbers lull you into 
letting your guard down. That’s the message 
that Juan Sepulveda, Texas state director 
of the Barack Obama campaign, had for 

party activists at the Central Texas Demo- 
cratic Forum on Monday. He detailed how 
the Texas campaign is sending both volun- 
teers and staff to battleground states (such 
as neighboring New Mexico) and trying to 
help Dems here. “We’re worried about a 
couple of things,” Sepulveda said. “One, it 
is not over, and we’ve got to make sure we 
don’t get complacent. 

“The second thing is that this race is 
going to tighten up. We started to hear peo- 
ple say, ‘Oh, I guess we don’t need to go to 
New Mexico anymore; that’s done; it’s fin- 
ished; we’re up by 6, 7 points there. We 
have to remind them that four years ago, 
John Kerry was at exactly the same position. 
He was exactly 7 points ahead of President 
Bush at the time, and we ended up losing 
New Mexico by under 6,000 votes.” 

Sepulveda said that this campaign is dif- 
ferent from most presidential campaigns, 
which usually ignore Texas. The Obama 
camp knows it can’t win the Lone Star 
State, but, “when I spoke with Steve Hilde- 


brand, the deputy campaign manager who 
was in charge of hiring all the state direc- 
tors, he knew the numbers, and he went 
through them with me. He said, ‘You guys 
are five seats away from taking back the 
state House.’ ... As I talked to Steve, as I 
talked to the campaign, they said, ‘Look, we 
are going to do everything we need to do, 
and we are going to win on November 4, but 
an even more important date is going to be 
in January of 2009, when President Obama 
has to start governing, and he’s going to 
need Texas. ... There’s a little thing called 
the census that takes place in a couple of 
years, and after that census, we need the 
Democrats to be in charge.’” 

Afterward, asked about rumblings that 
downballot Democratic candidates are 
unhappy with Texas activists being shipped 
out to battleground states when boots are 
needed on the ground here to win close 
congressional and legislative races, he 
replied: “In Texas we’re big enough to do 
both. ... While we’ve sent about 1,000 
folks out of state, it’s a tiny percentage of 
the tens of thousands of volunteers who 
are still here in the state and working on 
downballot races.” - Lee Nichols 
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Too Late for Noriega? 


The U.S. Senate race and public television 
have been closely linked in the past week, 
with Republican incumbent John Cornyn and 
Democratic challenger Rick Noriega meeting 
up in debate at KERA’s studio in Dallas and 
then taping separate episodes of Texas 
Monthly Talks at Austin’s KLRU. 

Last Thursday’s debate was the second in 
as many weeks on public television, and this 
one proved much more productive than the 
one in Houston, which had overly constrictive 
time regulations. This time, Cornyn and Nori- 
ega were given 90 seconds to give answers 
and adequate time for rebuttal. It also 
seemed more productive for Noriega, who 
has finally polished his stage presence and 
no longer has the deer-in-the-headlights look 
that has previously plagued him whenever 
confronted with tough questions. 

One example came with questions about 
his past performance as a state rep. Cornyn 
has repeatedly hammered Noriega over the 
famous flight of House Democrats to Ard- 
more, Okla., in 2003 - a quorum-busting 
attempt to block Tom DeLay’s infamous pro- 
Republican, middecade redistricting scheme. 
Last week, Cornyn labeled it “cutting and 
running,” and Noriega got no chance to 
reply. This week, he had a smart, well- 
rehearsed defense: “That political act was 
something that needed to be done to pro- 
tect the Constitution, to protect the Voting 
Rights Act, when an egregious power grab 
was attempted in this state by overturning 
an election. That’s something done in Third 
World countries. We were vindicated, in fact, 
by the U.S. Supreme Court that the Voting 
Rights Act had been violated, and what we 
did was right.” 

When Cornyn again called it “cutting and 
running” and said Noriega should have 
stayed to “fight the good fight,” Noriega shot 
back: “I don’t believe voting for a $700 bil- 
lion bailout with an enormous amount of 
pork in it was standing up and fighting for 
Texas families.” 

Noriega also came across well on Texas 
Monthly Talks. At one point, interviewer Evan 
Smith questioned him about whether he sup- 


ported Barack Obama’s position that, if 
Pakistani forces knew of Osama bin Laden’s 
position in Pakistan and were “unable or 
unwilling” to go get him, then the U.S. would 
strike inside Pakistan, invited or not. Noriega 
gave an unequivocal yes: “Without blinking 
an eye.” 

At a postshow Q&A, I pressed Noriega fur- 
ther on the point. Given that our invasion of 
Iraq is blamed for inflaming anti-American 
passions in the Middle East, I asked, would it 
really be a good idea to encroach into yet 
another country unbidden - and possibly 
make it harder for a pro-U.S. government to 
maintain power? Noriega, unfazed, replied 
that military force is only one slice of the war 
on terror and listed other options such as 
building up schools and infrastructure that 
would support the rise of moderate Islam in 
the region. However, he said, “the sword is 
still part of the options,” and it is also impor- 
tant to go after “the men who killed all 
those families in New York.” 

In Cornyn’s KLRU appearance 
taped on Tuesday, Smith 
repeated his Pakistan ques- 
tion. Cornyn was at least will- 
ing to acknowledge that 
“Pakistan is a sovereign 
nation and ally,” but his 
answer was still basically the 
same: “I would do what need- 
ed to be done.” 

Is Noriega hitting his stride too 
late or just in time? As of Sept. 29, pollster 
Rasmussen Reports put Cornyn at 50% 
support and Noriega closing in at 43%. 
Closing that gap will be tough. One of the 
KERA questioners, Texas Monthly’s Paul 
Burka, later said on his blog: “I thought he 
was impressive. If he had $5 million and five 
weeks, he might make a race of it.” He 
doesn’t. At last check he had only about $1 
million and less than two weeks.

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Beware of White Male With Clipboard 

If anyone tries to advise you on how to operate Travis County’s eSIate voting machines, 
make dead certain that the person is in fact a county election worker. County Clerk Dana 
DeBeauvoir said that on Monday, the first day of early voting, a white male in his late 30s 
in business attire with a clipboard was spotted giving voters misleading information outside 
the polling place at 2025 W. Ben White. 

The man was basically repeating misleading info from an e-mail that has been making the 
rounds. The e-mail wrongly tells people that if they press the “straight ticket” button for 
Democrats, they must then also go to Barack Obama’s name and specifically check it 
again. (Don’t do this! If you do, it will actually negate your vote for Obama.) When actual 
election workers confronted the man, he fled. “Looks like we had a polecat in the polling 
place,” DeBeauvoir said. “Voters can really help with these kind of shenanigans; they can 
quickly call attention to this kind of misbehavior.” DeBeauvoir reported the incident to law 
enforcement officials. 

As for how to use the eSIate machines properly: The bottom line is, review the confirma- 
tion page when you get to the end of the ballot, and make certain your choices are correct. 

If they are not, go back and edit them. Do not press the “cast ballot” button until you are 
certain your choices are correct. - L.N. 


Matthew Dowd isn’t mincing 
his words about Nov. 4. “We’re 
on the verge, barring something 
happening, of Obama becoming 
president in one of the most his- 
toric elections.” 

Dowd knows something about 
momentous elections. A former 
aide to Democratic Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, as senior strategist 
and pollster for George Bush’s 
presidential run in 2000 and then 
chief campaign strategist for 
Bush-Cheney ’04, he was at the 
table when the current adminis- 
tration was born. Even after his public break 
from the Bush administration over its failure 
to live up to bipartisan promises (“I think 
the biggest part of his legacy will be missed 
opportunities”), the Austin-based media 
consultant and analyst for ABC News still 
has a reputation for levelheaded statements 
on the state of the body politic. He 
speaks in very blunt terms about the 
expected results and the magnitude 
of Nov. 4: “The fact that we’re 
about to elect the first African- 
American presidential candidate 
is going to change the way we 
look at ourselves and the way the 

r world looks at us.” 

Back in town for a discussion at 
Austin Community College’s Center 
for Public Policy and Political 
Studies on Oct. 16, his expectation is that 
the national experience will be replicated in 
Texas - that Democrats will pick up seats in 
both federal and state legislatures - and 
the reason is clear. “This election,” he said, 
“is nearly exclusively 
about the anti-Republi- 
can place people are 
in. They’re upset about 
the war; they’re upset 
about the economy; 
they’re upset about the 
administration in Washington.” 

In Dowd’s opinion, part of what makes 
this presidential election so important is 
not who’s running but what names are 
absent from the ballot. “This is the first 
post-Bush, post-Clinton election in a long 
time,” he said, “and I think each party is 
searching for what its future is. I think the 
Democrats are in a much better position 
because they have someone who is a gen- 
erational candidate, Barack Obama, and 
they’re much better positioned for stepping 
into the future than the Republicans.” That 
weakness for the Republicans, he sug- 
gests, couldn’t have come at a worse time, 
since Democrats have been so effective at 
reaching out to young voters. If the Obama 
campaign can mount a successful get-out- 
the-vote movement aimed at first-time vot- 
ers, it could be a generational game chang- 
er. He explained: “That’s a big thing, like in 
1980 and 1984 when Ronald Reagan 
picked up a large amount of the youth vote. 
Your first and second votes are usually the 
vote you hold for 20, 25 years, and that’s

why it’s so important this year and so 
important for Democrats.” 

Under the surface of electoral politics, in 
the back rooms and boiler rooms of the 
campaign, is where there could be the most 
subtle change. Dowd teaches the graduate 
course in modern American political cam- 
paigning at UT’s LBJ School of Public 
Affairs. There he has been a vocal and 
heartfelt critic of the damage that has been 
done by professional campaign managers. 
“If Barack Obama gets voted in, it’ll be a 
sign that the country is more willing to lis- 
ten to what the candidate has to say than 
what the consultants have to say,” he 
argued, and he expects a successful 
Obama candidacy would lead to a degree of 
soul-searching from the campaign pros on 
both sides of the aisle. “There’s a contin- 
ued reliance in both campaigns on consul- 
tants who are out of step with how people 
get their information and where people are. 

I think political advertising is not very effec- 
tive even though we continue to spend mil- 
lions and millions of 
dollars on it, and so at 
some point, people are 
going to recognize the 
things that don’t work 
tactically and do work.” 
Like his fellow ex- 

Bushy Scott McClellan (“Who Did He 
Serve?” News, June 20), he doesn’t see 
Bush-era campaigning tactics as unique, 
just a more refined version of pervasive 
problems. He places some blame on the 
idea of the superstar campaign manager 
that has emerged over the last two 
decades. “Some of that’s driven by the con- 
sultants themselves because they want to 
build an industry around themselves, but 
part of it’s the media,” he said. “It’s a false 
myth that the media creates that somehow 
it’s one person, whether it’s a Karl Rove or 
a [Paul] Begala or a [James] Carville or 
Steve [Schmidt], pulling the strings and con- 
trolling the election.” 

So, if Obama wins and campaign profes- 
sionals are put back on their leashes, does 
Dowd see himself getting back into elector- 
al politics? “Maybe if a good friend or 
someone I absolutely believe in ran, I might 
get involved,” he said. But when it comes to 
campaigning, he describes himself to be, 
“like many others - tired of it.”

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No Child Left Behind (for 

No Child Left Behind may be controversial, but school dis- 
tricts still have to operate within its punitive restrictions - so 
some good news for Austin Independent School District: The 
district and 96 of its 113 assessed school campuses reached 
the Federal Adequate Yearly Progress standards. Of 
course, that means some schools didn’t make the grade - but 
if that sounds like failure, said AISD spokesman Andy Welch, 
think of the context. “There 
are a dozen districts in 
Central Texas that didn’t 
make it, and none of the 
other urban districts in 
Texas made it,” he said. 

Ten AISD schools were 
classified as “Needs 
Improvement.” That’s actu- 
ally down from last year’s 
11, but the details are complex. New and repurposed 
schools are not included in the results and neither are non- 
Title 1 schools and special campuses. Webb Middle got off 
the Needs Improvement list from last year, but Norman 
Elementary and Pearce Middle got on. Burnet, Dobie, and 
Mendez middle schools made Adequate Yearly Progress sta- 
tus this year, but since a school must show improvement for 
two consecutive years to get off the Needs Improvement list, 


When I found out that last weekend’s Austin Energy- 
sponsored AltCar Expo was offering test drives for several of 
the alternative-fuel, electric, and hybrid rides on display, I joked 
that I should write about hot-rodding around town in eco-friend- 
ly cars. But on Saturday, not long after steering the all-electric 
eBox concept car onto the MoPac Expressway - where it was 
soon approaching 100 miles per hour - I realized I was behind 
the wheel of a breakthrough that was nothing to joke about: a 
200-horsepower-plus all-electric vehicle with a range of 150 
miles that fully recharges in as little as two hours ... and seri- 
ously hauls ass. Cars with stats like that are likely what many 
of the 4,800 or so attendees came looking for. 

I was one of very few to drive the $70,000 prototype eBox, 
but many expo-goers did get to cruise alt-cars like a natural- 
gas-fueled Honda Civic, a propane-powered Chevy Impala, and 
an all-electric three-wheel pickup made by ZAF? among others. 
Inside, dozens more green wheels were on display, including 
hybrid buses, electric scooters, and propane lawn mowers. 

Local biofuel purveyors DieselGreen Fuels had a Hummer 
SUV and a Volkswagen Golf capable of running on diesel, biod- 
iesel, or straight veggie oil. Austin-based Lighthouse Solar 
had a solar-panel-laden carport/charging station on hand. And 
of course, there were Toyota Prius hybrids and plug-ins aplenty. 

Exhibitors were also showing off technology to enable 
Vehicle to Grid (V2G) energy-sharing between plug-in hybrids 
and electric utilities. Austin Energy has made the cultivation of 
such technology a priority through its national Plug-In Partners 
campaign, and the city actually began testing V2G technology 
last February. Plug-In Partners’ Marguerite Jones explained 
that a city fleet of 100-mile-per-gallon plug-ins - which have 
much greater battery capacity than today’s hybrids - could store 
wind, solar, or unused conventional energy in beefed-up battery 
packs and ultimately act as a means of energy storage for the 
electric grid. Instead of cranking up a polluting natural-gas power 
plant to meet peak electricity demand on a hot summer eve- 
ning, the utility could draw electricity from all the plugged-in cars 
parked all over town. Jones said 374 fleets, cities, and munici- 
palities, including Austin, have placed “soft orders” with manu- 
facturers since 2005, urging them to build the vehicles. Toyota 
and General Motors have indicated they’ll have plug-ins on the 
road by 2011, while Ford, Volkswagen, and others are testing

they have to wait another year. “It’s kind of akin of trying to 
keep frogs in a wheelbarrow,” Welch explained. “It’s not like 
the release of AYP changes our educational mission to 
improve our schools,” he added. “The same people involved 
in helping Webb Middle School are working with the Reagan 
community, and we want to replicate that with Pearce, and it 
doesn’t take AYP for us to know that.” 

To reach AYP status, a dis- 
trict must test 95% of stu- 
dents and achieve pass rates 
of 60% on state English lan- 
guage exams and 50% on 
math; it must also reach grad- 
uation and attendance tar- 
gets. Unlike the state system, 
which depends on absolute 
metrics, the federal system 
has a Safe Harbor clause whereby schools get credit for signifi- 
cant improvement. Each yearly stage of failure places addition- 
al requirements on the school, from school choice in year one 
to restructuring in year six. However, the inclusion this year of 
special-education testing has been criticized by teacher’s union 
Texas American Federation of Teachers as giving “mislead- 
ing measurements ... causing many more campuses to fail to 
meet Adequate Yearly Progress.” - Richard Whittaker 


similar models. Citing that success, AE announced this weekend 
that the Plug-In Partners campaign has officially ended. 

David Kaplan of California-based V2Green showed off soft- 
ware technology that allows a plug-in hybrid’s computer to 
communicate directly with a utility in a V2G connection. In 
what’s called “grid-optimized charging” or “smart-charging,” 
the software is programmed to know when you need your car 
and waits to pull energy from the grid until electricity demand 
is low. In Austin’s case, plug-ins could be programmed to 
recharge in the middle of the night, when underutilized wind 
power is often abundant. 

The eBox, developed by AC Propulsion, also of California, 
was the only full-electric vehicle on hand with V2G capabili- 
ties. Head software engineer Owen Emry said the eBox’s 
unique built-in charger not only allows owners to plug the car 
into the wall (rather than an external device) for recharging but 
permits owners to actually run their house off their car, which 
he says could power an average home for about three days. 
“Our sense is that electrics are the end game,” Emery said, 
which is why AC isn’t bothering with hybrids. 

Civil engineer Clay Livingston visited the expo on Saturday 
because he’d like to eventually replace his gas-powered VW 
Jetta with an electric vehicle for his commute from the North 
Loop area to work near Loop 360 and FM 2222. “If Austin 
Energy communicated a more clear picture of how they’re plan- 
ning to expand their renewable energy system, I’d be more con- 
fident about buying an EV,” he said. Austin Energy plans to 
meet 30% of the city’s energy needs with renewable resources 
by 2020, including 100 megawatts of solar power. Spokesman 
Ed Clark added that 99% of the utility’s renewable power 
comes from West Texas wind power, which blows strongest at 
night, making it perfectly harmonious with the recharging needs 
of EVs and plug-ins. As part of the city’s pilot program to test 
V2Green’s technology, AE has upgraded two city-owned Prius 
hybrids to plug-ins and installed the smart-charge system. 

Livingston said he’d like to see American-made EVs charged 
with American-made solar panels. “Both could be made right 
here,” he said. “I like the idea of spending more money up 
front to build these things now with American workers, rather 
than shipping money overseas later.” - Daniel Mottola

Access Denied: 

Cap Metro Blocks 
Blind Contender 

In the latest chapter of an ongoing feud over proposed 
changes to Capital Metro’s services for the disabled, 
some members of the agency’s Access Committee are 
crying foul over a decision by Cap Metro management to 
block an applicant seeking to fill a seat on the commit- 
tee. The committee, which is composed mostly of transit 
users with disabilities, was created under the 
Americans With Disabilities Act as a mechanism to 
provide feedback and enforce compliance. 

Last month, the committee interviewed and selected 
three people to fill open seats, and the list of names went 
to the board on Sept. 29 for approval. At the next Access 
Committee meeting on Oct. 1, members were surprised to 
learn that only two of the applicants were approved. 

The third seat, which was supposed to go to Pat 
Bartel, was left open at the behest of Capital Metro 
President Fred Gilliam in order to find a “diverse” mem- 
ber. Capital Metro spokesman Adam Shaivitz wrote in an 
e-mail, “If a vast majority of committee members have 
the same type of disability, then the committee would 
not necessarily represent a broad range of views for the 
disabled community as a whole.” 

Committee member Malcolm Graham says the com- 
mittee is plenty diverse as it is in terms of disability 
type: Three members are wheelchair users, one has a 
head injury, one is elderly and uses crutches, and four 
are visually impaired. However, Bartel, who is blind, 
would bring the total number of visually impaired mem- 
bers to just short of a majority, which presumably could 
influence one of the most controversial policy changes 
being debated - the proposed alterations to the sub- 
scription taxi-voucher program, which is relied on more 
heavily by the blind. 

Graham also says the management’s explanation con- 
flicts with what he was told by Business and Community 
Development Director Dianne Mendoza: that Bartel was 
blocked because of a 1994 resolution requiring ethnic/ 
racial diversity on the committee, despite the fact that 
no one matching that criteria had applied. Regardless of 
why Bartel wasn’t appointed, some are upset at what 
they see as another attempt by Cap Metro staff to under- 
mine the committee. 

When Cap Metro announced some abrupt and sweep- 
ing changes to its services for the disabled in the spring, 
Access Committee members complained that they were 
largely excluded from the decision process. A lawsuit by 
the Texas Civil Rights Project put the brakes on the 
proposal, and the two parties headed into mediation 
under orders from U.S. District Judge Lee Yeakel. 

Under the terms of the mediation agreement, Cap 
Metro was supposed to refrain from making any chang- 
es to policies and procedures, pending the recommen- 
dations of a working group. However, some are claiming 
Cap Metro violated the agreement when it moved the 
Access Committee from Paratransit to the organization- 
al umbrella of Business and Community Development, 
which oversees the Citizens Advisory Committee. But 
Shaivitz says the shift will not effect the structure of 
the committee. 

Shaivitz says that Cap Metro has done everything by 
the book. According to the Texas Transportation Code, 
the Access Committee serves at the board’s leisure and 
is selected from a list of names provided by the general 
manager. Graham says, “We agree that the Cap Metro 
board has the right to choose who will serve on the 
Access Committee, but we insist that Pat be given an up 
or down vote.” - Justin Ward

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City Adds Costs and C0 2 to Recycling Program 


Everyone agrees: Single-stream recycling is the biggest 
and best change to Austin’s trash handling since the intro- 
duction of dual-stream in 1994. The new 90-gallon recycling 
bins increase the volume and types of waste that residents 
can recycle, the new trucks started making collections on 
schedule on Oct. 6, and the city hopes to avoid redundancies 
by retraining staff from its old recycling plant on Todd Lane 
as support staff for the new system. Plus, selling the recycla- 
bles should turn a good profit. “It’s a great project,” said 
Rick Cofer, vice chair of the city’s Solid Waste Advisory 
Commission. “It saves thousands of tons of recyclables 
from going to the landfill.” 

But, adds Cofer, there’s a missing component. The city 
was supposed to have its own materials-recovery facili- 
ty, or MRF (pronounced “murf”), to take that trash 
and sort it. The council and the commission 
approved and paid for a planning study. There was 
even a potential location picked out: the old FM 
812 landfill, south of Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport. City staff says it will 
happen eventually, but when is unclear. 

Cofer says he’s concerned that, somehow, 
somewhere, the plan for a city-run or city-owned 
MRF quietly got swallowed up in the decision-mak- 
ing process after SWAC approved it in July 2007. 

“From that meeting, I said it was important to ride 

herd on that project, because it was so expensive,” he said. 

But city staff was uncommunicative, he said. “At every turn, we 
were rebuffed: real ‘dog ate my homework’ excuses from Solid 
Waste Services.” 

The MRF completion date slipped from 2008 to 2009 to 
2010; then in July, SWAC was told the city had mothballed the 
project and already made alternate arrangements. On June 5, 
council approved a 24-month interim deal with Vista Fibers 
(now Greenstar North America). Under the agreement, the 
city would collect the recycling, Greenstar would transport it to 
its facilities, sort it, sell it, then (after costs) give 90% of the 
revenue back to council. According to Cofer, “SWAC was told 
and council was told that this was a cost-positive and the city 
would net $1.5 million a year.” 

But there’s a complication. Greenstar’s San Antonio site is 
at maximum capacity, so Austin’s waste now goes to Dallas. 
Greenstar is building a new 180,000-square-foot single- 
stream facility in San Antonio to open in early 2009, but, as 
Cofer notes, that’s still half a year of shipping Austin’s waste 
200 miles to Dallas rather than 70 miles to San Antonio. 
Neither is a great option for gas costs or C0 2 emissions 
from the trucks and nowhere near as good as the city having 


its own MRF - as originally planned. Jill 
Mayfield, public information officer for Solid 
Waste Services, agrees that, ecologically 
and financially, transporting the waste 
before sorting is not ideal. “It would 
better to have a MRF here,” she

Until San Antonio comes 
online, the trash travels three 
times as far as planned, trans- 
portation costs rise, and the city 
gets less net revenue. 

So what happened to the city’s 
MRF? It hasn’t been canceled. It’s become part of a bigger 
scheme, anchoring what Solid Waste Services Assistant 
Director Don Birkner calls a new “green district” including a 
visitor and education center, plus research and business 
facilities. As Birkner explained, “The council said, ‘We want 
you to go ahead on single stream, but we want you to hold 
off on a MRF until we have a green district master plan, to 
make sure that all of that fits together.’” 

But a good deal of MRF planning was already under way. 

In July 2007, the city hired infrastructure consultants R.W. 
Beck Inc. for design and permitting. According to Birkner, it 
completed phase one (planning and design) and had begun 
phase two (layout). That’s roughly 20% of the total $3.5 mil- 
lion contract, for which the consultants were paid $1 mil- 
lion. Birkner said he believed their findings will be integrat- 
ed into the final project. “It’s gonna be a considerable 
investment for the city,” he said, “and they just want to 
make sure it’s right.” 

The end result, Cofer argues: The city canceled the MRF in 
favor of a green district master plan, ETA unknown. “It’s sort 
of like Water Treatment Plant Number 4. Flow long has the 
city been working on that, 20 years?” said Cofer. “I would 
love to see a Cadillac MRF that’s an anchor for research and 
development, but [the city] should have thought of that first.”

SMALLER NEWSPAPERS, 

BIGGER CONGLOMERATES 

Daily newspapers are getting smaller and 
shallower. The shrinkage is not from a lack of 
news but because the conglomerate chieftains 
and bankers who now control America’s print 
media lack any commitment to journalism. 

Newspapers are literally shrinking in size, 
both in terms of width and number of pages, 
which shrinks the news hole. Stories are not 
merely shorter; they’re now “storyettes,” 
often only four or five paragraphs. 

The most damning shrinkage, though, is in 
the news staff, which, after all, is the heart of 
journalism. Conglomerate suits, focused on 
producing 30% or so annual profit for faraway 
investors, choke newsroom budgets to the 
gagging point - so there are fewer reporters 
to go get stories, no willingness by corporate 
editors to assign investigative reports that 
require long lead times, and more reliance on 
less-experienced, lower-paid, and part-time or 
contract reporters. 

The Chicago Tribune, among other papers, 
is even shifting reporters to piece work. 
Rather than focus on journalistic quality, the 
news staffers get paid by the column inches 
they produce, putting a premium on quick, 
superficial reporting. 

The honchos at conglomerate headquar- 
ters blame rising newsprint costs and declin- 
ing ad revenues as their reason for slashing 
the news budgets. But their dirty little secret 
is that conglomerate ownership itself is the 
culprit. Not only are managers forced to 
transfer more money from news operations 
into the pockets of wealthy investors, but mil- 
lions of dollars are siphoned out of news- 
rooms every month to meet the outrageous 
debt payments that top executives ran up in 
the newspaper takeover frenzy of the last few 
years. In other words, paying for the creation 
of the conglomerates - not newsprint costs - 
is what’s killing newspapers. 

Now there’s a good news story. But I doubt 
you’re going to read about it in your local daily. 


BARONS OF THE MASS MEDIA 
IGNORE THE MASSES 

The MBAs and corporate bean counters who 
run America’s newspapers these days blame 
the Internet, fickle advertisers, America’s edu- 
cation system, unions, and even you and me - 
aka, the stupid public - for the ongoing decline 
in readership. There is, however, one group 
they steadfastly refuse to blame: themselves. 

Thumb through the typical newspaper, and 
chances are you won’t find yourself in it. Not 
you personally but working stiffs, regular 
folks, the hoi polloi. News corporations are 
in the business of mass media, yet they vir- 
tually ignore the masses, which just might be 
the one reason the masses increasingly 
ignore newspapers. 

Last year, The Washington Post ran a front- 
page story asking why the public is “gloomier 
than the economy.” Not a single worker was 
interviewed! No mention was made about 
declining wages, lack of health-care coverage, 
busted pension plans, or other real reasons 
that real people might feel a bit gloomy. 

Also last year, The New York Times printed 
a story about the strength of the job market. 
Corporate representatives were interviewed - 
but not a single worker. Likewise, The Wall 
Street Journal did a piece decrying the fact 
that the promotion of free-trade deals keeps 
meeting “stiff resistance from organized 
labor.” Not a single worker or labor rep was 
asked to explain his or her viewpoint. 

In a study of economy-related articles in 
major news outlets throughout 2007, the 
Center for American Progress found that 
media barons focus on “elite sources” for 
their stories and ignore ordinary workers. 

The result is a dangerous, willfully ignorant 
narrowing of our nation’s democratic dia- 
logue, excluding the perspective of the 
majority of Americans. 

The real bias of the media is not to the 
left or right but to the thin strata of econom- 
ic elites at the top of our society. So it’s no 
wonder that the workaday majority is seeking 
other sources of news.

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Roger Duncan’s Night Visions 

Austin Energy's GM invites us to wrestle with the conundrum of clean energy

Roger Duncan often finds himself awake at 
3am worrying about work. As general man- 
ager of Austin Energy, with ultimate respon- 
sibility for keeping the city’s lights on 
Duncan has good reason to wan- 
der his house in an insomniac 
funk. “Roger’s 3am List” has 
become shorthand around AE for 
the most mind-bending challenges 
faced by the city-owned utility as 
it strives, in a rapidly shifting 
global landscape, to set a clean- 
energy example for the country. 

“The things I worry about,” says 
Duncan, “are the things where there are not 
obvious solutions.” 

Ratcheting up his wee-hours fretting is the 
Austin Climate Protection Plan, adopted by 
City Council last March. That plan raised the 
bar on an already challenging 2003 council 
mandate to make Austin the “clean energy 
capital of the world.” Among other ambitious 
goals, the Climate Protection Plan pledges that 
by 2020, Austin Energy will get 30% of its 
power from renewable sources, while reducing 
energy consumption enough to eliminate the 
need for a 700-megawatt power plant. All of 
this while the city’s population and its energy 
needs grow at a steady clip. 


& 


Now, Duncan and AE are asking for the 
community’s input, help, and attention in 
deciding on the mix of energy sources that 
Austin will use between now and 2020. How 
much solar, wind, and biomass; 
how much gas and coal and nucle- 
ar? While most people like the idea 
of renewable energy, they’re 
unaware of the near-term rate 
increases that could entail. To help 
citizens truly understand the trade- 
offs, the city and AE have kicked off 
an eight-month Austin Smart Energy 
public participation process. 

“We need a large community discussion 
about our future generation plan,” says 
Duncan. On Oct. 22, Austin 
Energy hosted the first in a series 
of town hall meetings (see “Public 
Participation Process,” p.32). 

Duncan also has begun meeting 
personally with key local stake- 
holders; he and the AE staff plan 
to meet with a diverse array of cus- 
tomer groups in the first three 
months of 2009. Austinites can 
educate themselves further and join the fuel- 
mix dialogue on a content-dense new web- 
site, www.austinsmartenergy.com (see “Getting 



Smart Energy,” p.32). It’s a good place to 
gain a working grasp of key concepts like 
“load forecast,” “capacity factor,” “intermit- 
tency,” “load growth,” “carbon offsets,” 
“energy charges,” “net metering,” and “trans 
mission bottlenecks.” For extra 
credit, citizens can master the fine 
points of solar nanotechnology, 
smart grid distributive generation, 
and emerging federal carbon legis- 
lation that would effectively tax 
nonrenewable energy, while wres- 
tling with a global future in which 
civilization must carry on with or 
without petroleum. (And then pass the 
Tylenol PM.) 

Why are the city and AE so 
interested in community involve- 
ment and input? One reason: An 
educated electorate will become 
increasingly valuable in the event 
of a clean-energy bond election. 
Bond monies could become nec- 
essary for the city to invest in 
municipal-scale solar technology, 
new infrastructure, or a wind 
farm. “There’s some correlation between the 
people that will show up at one of these 
meetings and the people that will show up to

vote at a bond election,” said Duncan. “I 
don’t want to wait until a bond election to 
start explaining all of this.” 

Bucky to Buddha 

Encompassed in “all of this” is what Duncan 
calls “my dream and my nightmare.” The 
dream: A city 100%-powered by wind and 
solar, with most Austinites generating energy 
on-site to help meet their needs. The night- 
mare: Austin Energy, the 10th largest public 
power utility in the country, goes bankrupt as 
its business model breaks down. 

The utility’s profitability currently requires 
generating and selling energy to some 380,000 
customers. Moreover, the city’s general budget 
depends on hefty annual transfers from Austin 
Energy profits, which for 2008-2009 amount- 
ed to $95 million. Yet AE currently is losing 
money selling fixed-price wind power to cus- 
tomers through its GreenChoice program; it 
can’t afford to be providing 30% renewable 
energy at a loss by 2020. In fact, no public 
utility in the world has yet figured out the 
business model for channeling breeze and 
sunshine. “I’ve had council members say to 
me: ‘Now, how are we going to put ourselves 
out of business again? Tell me that,”’ says 
Duncan. “They understand there’s a funda- 
mental problem that’s got to be solved.” 

If it’s going to be solved, Duncan is a good 
man to have on the case. His personal passion 
is a key reason Austin enjoys energy efficiency, 
conservation, wind power, and green building 
programs that rank among the most advanced 
and comprehensive in the nation. He started 
at AE in 1998 as vice president in charge of 
conservation, renewables, and environmental 
policy. In 2005, he was recognized by 
BusinessWeek magazine as one of the Top 20 
leaders of the decade in the fight against 
global warming; the “individual achiever” 
honor put Duncan in the company of former 
British Prime Minister Tony Blair, California 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger, and former New 
York Gov. George Pataki. He speaks frequently 
around the country and has served 
on numerous national committees 
that advise the federal government 
on environmental efforts, including 
an appointment by the secretary of 
energy to the Federal Energy 
Management Advisory Committee. 
As AE deputy general manager from 
2004 to 2008, Duncan led AE’s 
award-winning Green Building program and 
the Plug-In Partners program to help bring 
plug-in hybrid cars to market; he also oversaw 
distributed energy services (which include 
conservation programs and chilled-water cool- 
ing), strategic planning, governmental rela- 
tions, energy conservation, and air quality. 

The former Austin City Council member 
(1981-1985) also has been savvy about the 
policy implications of his efforts. (He is mar- 
ried to Jo Clifton, the editor and publisher of 
In Fact Daily , an online newsletter covering 
City Hall and local politics.) He’s also an 
inclusive, wide-ranging thinker; in conversing 
about the utility’s challenges, he draws on the 
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ideas of Buckminster Fuller (how the law of 
accelerating demands led to nanotechnolo- 
gy), Alvin Toffler (his futurist notion of “pro- 
consumerism,” in which consumers are also 
producers), Wikinomics (for the game he’s 
putting on the new website), and Chicago’s 
Samuel Insull (who created public utilities as 
we know them in the early 1900s), not to 
mention recent chats with top energy policy 
minds in Washington, D.C. 

Duncan is by inclination a meditative 
man; when we spoke on the eve of Hurricane 
Ike, he was regretfully canceling a Buddhist 
retreat to the mountains of New Mexico, 
due to the storm heading our way. So, what 
imponderables does he mull over after mid- 
night? Duncan ticks off the Top 3 “no obvi- 
ous solution” challenges on his 3am list: 1) 
how to transition to 30% renewable energy 
in 11 years when the technologies and 
infrastructure are not yet sufficiently mature 
and - during this transition - 2) how to 
keep the utility solvent yet rates affordable 
and 3) how to overcome work force issues 
that pose huge obstacles. 

Just Do This 

One day in his office, Duncan gives a 
chalk talk using a series of intricate diagrams 
he’d drawn out previously on an enormous 
white board. The mysterious notations cov- 
ering the wall are reminiscent of the equa- 
tion-covered blackboard in the opening 
scene of A Beautiful Mind, the film about 
mathematical genius John F. Nash Jr. and his 
radical studies of game theory. The “X” for 


which Duncan is solving: closing the gap 
between Austin’s load forecast - the energy 
we’ll need - and the power that existing, 
still-evolving renewable technologies can 
reliably deliver. 

“There’s the intermittency issue. You’ve got 
to change the capacity factor. You’ve got to 
change the dispatch.” Right, of course, but . . . 
huh? “Say council voted tomorrow to cover 
all the rooftops in the city with solar. We can’t 
get the modules. There’s not the manufactur- 
ing supply. Every renewable energy source I 
know of has supply problems and bottle- 
necks right now.” 

Although he doesn’t quite say it, it’s clear 
Duncan has grown weary of hearing other 
local environmentalists declare that Austin 
should simply slash its carbon footprint 
tomorrow through aggressive conservation 
measures and a quick conversion to solar. 
“There are just a number of complexities 
involved in this huge of a transition to how 
we are sourcing our energy,” he sighs. He 
ticks through a number of them: supply, cost, 
transmission, distribution, water consump- 
tion. The devilish details include a national 
lack of welders and nuclear scientists and 
wind turbines that are too long to transport 
on highways. “All of those real-world com- 
plexities are lost,” Duncan notes, “when 
people just pick a fuel or pick a technology 
and say, ‘We should do this and not that.’” 
He explains that one triangular diagram 
relates to the city’s Pecan Street Project (see 
“The Pecan Street Project,” Oct. 3). That new

clean-energy initiative has a lofty mission: “to 
make the city of Austin into America’s clean 
energy laboratory - a place for researchers and 
entrepreneurs to develop, test, and implement 
the urban power system of the future.” The 
Environmental Defense Fund, 
a nonprofit advocate for solu- 
tions to global warming, has 
made the Pecan Street Project 
a national initiative. 

A pressing technical ques- 
tion is how to store and 
distribute alternative energy 
on a municipal scale. As part of the Pecan 
Street Project, Austin Energy is providing the 
city’s energy grid as a real-world lab for the 
development and testing of prototypes. 
Participating in the reinvention of how energy 
will be distributed and stored also offers AE an 
opportunity to develop a new business model 
- probably charging separately for distribution 
and generation - that the Environmental 
Defense Fund hopes to share with utilities 
nationwide and even globally. 

“That whole new system has a lot of tech- 
nologies that have to be developed. And the 
business model changes - the old model just 
breaks down; it doesn’t work. But I think, 
within a year, we can get there. We’re already 
ahead of the curve.” 



The New Proconsumer 

Duncan’s diagrams illustrate how, histori- 
cally, energy flowed one way, from a central 
power plant to consumers. Under the new 
model of distributed gen- 
eration, energy flows in 
multiple directions, along a 
triangle of proconsumers - 
homes and buildings, 
plugged-in electric cars 
serving as auxiliary genera- 
tors, and central sources 
like power plants and wind farms. “The 
arrows going both ways? That’s the smart grid 
technology. That starts to control not only the 
flow of energy but also appliances in the 
house and so forth. Now you have three kinds 
of sources for sustainable energy inputs, 
which you could shift back and forth as you 
need it. Ethanol coming in here, solar coming 
in here. It may be a coal plant coming in here, 




or it might be a wind farm, a solar farm, et 
cetera. When the sun doesn’t shine or the 
wind isn’t blowing, that’s okay, because I can 
use something else.” 

Duncan notes that no utility in the country 
will shift to renewable energy if it means 
financial failure. Again, he points out that 
renewable energy currently costs more per 
megawatt and will require massive new invest- 
ments in technology and infrastructure. In 
addition, energy consumers will become part- 
time producers. “The 
environmentalists 
will say, ‘If I put solar 
panels on my roof, 
then I shouldn’t have 
to pay you anything, 
because I’m not 
using your genera- 
tor,”’ Duncan says. 

“Under the current 
net metering system, 
a person putting solar 
on their roof doesn’t 
pay a penny for debt, 
operations, or main- 
tenance of the poles 
and wires system. 

But I’d argue that 
they use it more than 
other customers do 
- they’re running 
energy both ways 
over it! And I assure 
you that if a thunder- 
storm blows through 
and a transformer 
blows out, they’ll 
expect us to put in a 
new transformer.” 

While the municipal economic impact 
won’t be directly discussed during the public 
participation process - “I can’t take on every- 
thing at once here!” says Duncan - it’s impor- 
tant to understand how closely AE’s finances 
are tied to the city’s General Fund budget. “Is 
our priority the lowest bill for the customers?” 
he asks rhetorically. “Our customers own the 
utility. If that’s our priority, then we . . . ratchet 
down the General Fund transfer and hit the 
parks and library and such that are getting the 
benefit of that transfer.” 


Whither Biomass? 

For those who followed the city’s recent 
decision to spend $2.3 billion for 20 years’ 
worth (100 MW) of biomass power, it may 
seem suspicious that AE’s public participation 
process begins only after council voted to sign 
that purchase power agreement. (See “Biomass: 
A Question of Wood, Not Could,” Aug. 22, and 
“AE Defends Biomass Plant,” Aug. 29.) AE has 
been preparing since last December to involve 
the community in selecting a more carbon- 
neutral mix of fuel 
sources; why was 
the decision to add 
biomass rushed 
through in isolation, 
with only minimal 
community input? 

Duncan concedes 
that the timing was 
off. Unfortunately, 
he says, putting 
together a public 
process, hiring con- 
sultants to run it, 
building a new web- 
site, and developing 
an accurate load 
forecast has taken 
many long months 
- during which a 
short-term opportu- 
nity arose. “In the 
electric utility indus- 
try, things move fast 
sometimes,” he says. 
“We had to move 
fast to get that 
opportunity.” 

“I have thought time and time again, ‘How 
could I have done the biomass differently?’ 
and I don’t know. I would love to have had a 
bigger, longer process to discuss the pros and 
cons of biomass, in general, and compare it to 
the other utilities and educate people about 
the capacity factor and why it was so marvel- 
ous to have a 90 percent capacity factor on 
that plant and stuff like that.” 

Duncan foresees a similarly fast-tracked deci- 
sion on the horizon, should an opportunity 
develop for the city to buy a wind farm at fire- 
sale prices (due to the current transmission

botdeneck from West Texas). “If some of those 
wind farms can’t make it financially, it’s possible 
that you could have a distress sale on a wind 
farm. Whoever is able to move in there, and has 
patient money, will need to 
sit and wait it out two or 
three years for the transmis- 
sion. But then I own a great 
resource for 20 to 30 years. 

“That kind of deal is going 
to go down fast, and it’s not 
going to go through a bid 
process. Do I say: ‘I’m not 
going to bring this to my City Council; I’m not 
going to tell them about it?’ No! I’m going to 
say, ‘This is the deal; this is why I think we 
should do it - but it’s your choice.’ If I don’t do 
that, then I’ve made the policy decision by not 
bringing it forward to them.” An early warning, 
then, for the environmental community: Bone 
up now on wind farm purchases. 

Most of us will do well simply to help tweak 
AE’s Draft Resource and Carbon Reduction 
Plan. Input can be as simple as filling out a 
survey on the website to “vote” for more wind 
or nuclear power. After the participation win- 
dow closes next March, the public’s input will 
shape AE staff recommendations. Those will 
go for review to the city’s Electric Utility 
Commission and Resource Management 
Commission, then to council for a final policy 
decision next summer or early fall. 

“We’ll try to accommodate what the public 
wants as much as possible,” Duncan empha- 
sizes. “We really don’t have 
a vested interest here. If 
everybody came back and 
said, ‘We want everything 
solar,’ we’d say: ‘Fine. That’s 
going to raise your bills X 
amount per month.’ And if 
everybody came back and 
said, ‘Fine, that’s what we 
want; I’m willing to pay four or five or six times 
what I’m paying now’ - because that’s around 
what it would take - ‘just give me 100 percent 
solar,’ we’re okay with that! If that’s what the 
people want; it’s the people’s utility.” 

Then he chuckles: “The problem is, you’re 
going to get recommendations like, ‘I want every- 
thing solar and wind, and I want it in three years, 
but I don’t want you to raise my rates.’” ■ 



To dig into the real issues to be vetted during the Austin Smart 
Energy public participation process, it’s helpful to spend a little 
time on Austin Energy’s new website, www.austinsmartenergy.com. 

An introductory fact sheet lays out Austin Energy’s 2020 
load forecast - which anticipates a need for an additional 330 
megawatts - and highlights of relevant City Council resolu- 
tions. It also presents the AE Draft Resource and Carbon 
Reduction Plan. This is what Roger Duncan calls his “straw 
man” plan - one reasonable proposal, to which the community 
can respond, for how to meet Austin’s needs for affordable, 
reliable power for the next decade. (The plan also must meet 
council mandates for renewable energy and carbon-emissions 
reduction.) The mix of fuel sources is what citizens are invited 
to help shape. 


Through 2020, the draft plan shows Austin increasing energy 
conservation significantly. The bad news: Those usage reductions 
will be canceled out by increased needs, due to Austin’s growth. 
Conservation can keep us running in place - but would do nothing 
to reduce our carbon footprint. (Austinites could also advocate for 
more aggressive energy-use reductions: Anyone ready to give up air 
conditioning?) To cut emissions of the greenhouse gases that 
cause global warming (and also reduce air pollution), Austin will 
need to trade “dirty” sources - especially coal - for clean sources, 
such as renewables (wind, solar, biomass) and possibly nuclear. 

To truly understand all of the proposed and alternative genera- 
tion options and their inherent trade-offs, read the meaty 
“Resource Guide,” available on the Austin Smart Energy website. 
This delivers a reality check on the costs of shifting to renewables 


and explains the current limitations of wind and solar technology. 
It also discusses how nuclear energy - clean, but expensive and 
potentially dangerous - stacks up. By January, an interactive 
game will be posted to the site, which will let people immediately 
see the consequences of making various fuel mix choices. 

On the Get Involved page, take a short online survey to share 
your preferences, see the town hall meetings schedule, or learn 
about AE outreach meetings with customer groups. The utility’s 
plan is to bring information to community service organizations, 
major companies, neighborhood associations, chambers of com- 
merce, real estate and facilities groups, environmental groups, 
large industrial customers, surrounding small cities, seniors, 
minority-focused groups and more. Want a presentation for your 
club of wiener-dog lovers?

When situations became unusually chaotic, 
my mother used to say: “Close the doors; 
they’re coming through the windows! Close 
the windows; they’re coming through the 
doors!” In that spirit, these observations: 

My Bad: T. Boone Pickens, Goldman Sachs, 
and myself envisioned an America in recession 
while world demand remained fairly strong, 
hence we predicted $200-a-barrel oil by year’s 
end. Oops. Others, whom I thought too pessi- 
mistic, saw America crash while the world tot- 
tered alongside, crushing demand and causing 
commodity prices (including oil) to 
drop drastically. They got it right, 
so far. Now Goldman Sachs pre- 
dicts $50 a barrel, “if the crisis 
deepens” (CNBC, Closing Bell, 

Oct. 13). 

My Revised Forecast: This price 
drop is temporary. It may last 
as long as our recession, but the 
booby prize for the recession end- 
ing will be gas prices rising. Worst case: 

If the “BRIC” countries (Brazil, Russia, India, 
and China) regain their footing before we do, the 
price of gas will spike while we’re still in trouble. 
That would be the economic equivalent of get- 
ting kicked while we’re down. It could prolong 
our recession indefinitely. 

The New Big Lie: A Big Lie is an untruth 
so simplistic it’s easily grasped, repeated so 
often it becomes what everyone “knows.” 
The New Big Lie about our crisis, in its crude 
form, blares from right-wing attack ads and 
the stump speeches of John McCain: We’re 
in this mess because Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac screwed up by giving loans to poor folk, 
enabled by Democrats like Christopher Dodd 
and Barney Frank. Treasury Secretary Henry 
Paulson lies more gently when he speaks of “a 
chain of events caused by a housing correction” 
(CNBC, Closing Bell, Oct. 8, my italics). 

Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac did screw up 
royally (I haven’t space to cite how), enabled 
by enough Democrats and Republicans to 
field every ball club in the majors. However, 
contrary to the New Big Lie, the majority of

inexcusable “subprime” loans went not to the 
poor but to middle- and upper-class white 
Americans (CNBC, Power Lunch, Oct. 16). 

The “correction” would no doubt have 
caused a good old-fashioned American reces- 
sion - but, by itself, our housing correction 
wouldn’t have stood the financial system of 
the developed world on its head nor threat- 
ened a depression. Our crisis was not “caused 
by” the housing meltdown but something else 
entirely: that pesky word “derivatives.” 

The Week summarized it handily (Oct. 10, 
p.ll). You take out a mortgage. Maybe 
you can afford it, maybe you can’t, 
but times are good, so don’t worry. 
“Those mortgages were then 
bundled into securities. . . . Each 
security involved hundreds or 
thousands of individual mort- 
gages, chopped into pieces.” That 
“security” is an “asset backed 
derivative,” the assets being mort- 
gaged homes. Trouble is, each security 
involved so many mortgages, and each was 
bundled and sold so many times, that no one 
knows what’s in ’em, so no one knows their 
worth. When the financial world realized this, 
in August 2007, the crisis began. It steadily 
worsened because something that can’t be 
assigned value can’t be traded. So, eventually, 
credit markets froze. Currencies got shakier. 
Troubles multiplied. Then, as the ditty goes, 
“Ashes, ashes, all fall down.” 

Some saw it coming, as The Week reported: 
“Concern about financial derivatives first sur- 
faced in the late 1990s, and congressional 
Democrats launched a drive to bring them under 
federal oversight. The effort was beaten back by 
Republicans led by then-Sen. Phil Gramm of 
Texas, who pushed through a law that explicitly 
exempted financial derivatives from federal regu- 
lation.” (Look up Phil Gramm. You’ll find he is 
John McCain’s favorite economic adviser.) 

For more than a decade, derivatives, hailed 
proudly as an American invention, were 
hugely profitable (again, no space to cite 
why). Those - like former Fed Chairman Paul 


Volcker - who said derivatives were dangerous 
were shouted down as killjoys who just didn’t 
get it. The developed world greedily ate up 
our derivatives. When derivatives finally went 
bad, well, “these instruments have brought 
the global financial system, improbably, to the 
brink of collapse” ( Newsweek , Oct. 20, p.39). 

In this recession (or depression), you and I 
will hurt. Maybe a lot. But that’s not what will 
change history. This is: 

The world learned modem capitalism from 
America. We were supposedly the experts. 
With modifications, our financial system was 
copied by, and intermeshed with, those of the 
European Union, Russia, China, Brazil, Dubai, 
Japan, etc. Maybe they didn’t like us, and maybe 
they thought our day was ending as theirs 
dawned. But when it came to making money in 
a big way, they tmsted us to know what we were 


talking about. They don’t tmst us anymore. 
We’ve put them all in danger. They won’t forgive 
or forget. Lionel Barber, of the staid Financial 
Times, summed it up: “What’s so special about 
this [dismption] is that it was made in America. 
America’s credit rating, America’s standing are 
going to suffer” (CNBC, Closing Bell, Oct. 15). 

Bigger Than 9/11: On Monday, Oct. 13, 
Secretary Paulson and Fed Chairman Ben 
Bemanke invited the CEOs of our nine biggest 
banks to a meeting in Washington, D.C. The 
CEOs were not told why. “To their astonish- 
ment, they were each handed a one-page 
document that said they agreed to sell shares 
to the government, then [Paulson] said they 
must sign it before they left” ( The New York 
Times, Oct. 15). They argued, but they signed. 
The article goes on to note that “just days ear- 
lier” Paulson had vigorously rejected this plan.

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“Analysts say the United States was forced to 
shift policy [my italics] in part because Britain 
and other European countries announced 
plans to recapitalize their banks and back- 
stop bank lending. But unlike in Britain, the 
Treasury secretary presented his plan as an 
offer the banks could not refuse.” 

“The U.S. government emerges as the 
nations biggest bank investor” (CNBC, Street 
Signs, Oct. 15). “The U.S. banking sector will 
be tied to the federal government for years to 
come” (The Wall Street Journal, Oct. 14, p.l). 
First housing was seminationalized, then 
insurance, now banks. No one has a word for 
this. It’s not socialism, but it’s not American 
capitalism either. And it wasn’t our idea. 

“Europe ... set the pattern for the U.S. 
plan. If the U.S. did not act in a similar 
fashion, investors might have moved money 
abroad to seek safety” ( USA Today, Oct. 
14, p.l). We were forced by Europe into 
the “partial nationalization” of the banking 
system ( BBC World News America ) - “an 
astonishing move in the home of free mar- 
ket capitalism” (Toronto’s Globe and Mail 
online, Oct. 15). That article notes that the 
European Union is calling an international 
meeting next month, inviting our president- 
elect for the purpose of “reforming the world 
financial order.” In other words, they’ll 
reform the system with or without us. 

Then French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
and European Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso met with President Bush 
at Camp David. Bush agreed to the interna- 
tional meeting, and the three held a press 
conference announcing it would take place 
by year’s end (Associated Press online, Oct. 
18). Bush warned, “It is essential that we 
preserve the foundations of democratic cap- 
italism.” Standing right beside him, Barroso 
then said, “We need a new global financial 
order.” (Translation: “We’re not preserving 
your ‘order.’”) Sarkozy added that the pres- 
ent order “is no longer acceptable ... no 
longer possible.” 

However Bush may posture, this meeting 
wasn’t what America wanted; it was Europe’s 
demand. The apparent compromise is that 
the meeting will be held in New York, but 
Sarkozy added a barely diplomatic jab: It’s 
right that New York host the meeting “insofar 
as the crisis began in New York.” We started 
this. They intend to finish it. We’ll go along 
because, in order even to have an economy, 
we must. We don’t make the rules anymore. 

History will record this crisis as more 
important by far than 9/11. The 9/11 attacks 
left us with many choices. We chose badly 
(the PATRIOT Act, the invasion of Iraq), but 
we did the choosing. The world begged us to 
do otherwise. We told them to shove it. But 
when Sarkozy says, “We want a new world 
to come out of this” ( Newsweek , Oct. 20, 
p.25) and Germany’s finance minister adds 
that “America [will] lose its role as ‘financial 
superpower’” ( The Economist, Oct. 2, p.55) 
- that’s the sound of a fat lady singing. 

The economic future of the United 
States is no longer in the hands of the 
United States. ■

John Carroll, artistic director of Weird City Theatre, was 10 years old 
when he fell in love ... with Night of the Living Dead.

forbidden to see. It’s an 
intense movie. It absolutely 
grabs you by the balls and 
does not let go.” George 
Romero’s 1968 film, Night of 
the Living Dead, gave us the 
modern zombie archetype: 
the shuffling, pale, flesh- 
thirsty armies that swarm the 
world as it comes to an end. 
Romero went on to create 
four more Dead films, per- 
fecting the zombie genre and 
honing the subversive social 
commentary that went with 
it. (Romero is currently in 
production on a new film, 
Island of the Dead, featuring 
underwater zombies.) Carroll 
describes Romero as one of 
his idols and has adapted 


the beloved movie for the stage in a production now running at Hyde 
Park Theatre. “I want audiences to feel the same way about this movie 
that I did when I first saw it.” 

Humans have an insatiable desire for fear. Horror films, haunted hous- 
es, campfire ghost stories, UFOs, end-times. Carroll believes fear is 
something that people are drawn to on a nearly subconscious level. 

“There’s always this thing in 
old-fashioned funerals. You see 
the person lying there. 
Somewhere in your subcon- 
scious, there’s this little question: ‘Are they going 
to get up?”’ The part of fear which intrigues Carroll is the same 
part that seemed to intrigue Romero: the chaotic, apocalyptic 
nature of disaster. “There’s something fascinating in just starting over 
and flushing it all down the toilet and seeing what happens next.” It is 
through this apocalyptic lens on Night of the Living Dead that Carroll has 
encouraged his actors to connect with the material and to understand its 
relevance. “Nobody can relate to a zombie outbreak, but we can relate to 
the hurricanes we’ve lived through. I was in New York during September 
11 in 2001. We all have these personal things, survival-type things, that 
we’ve lived through and can connect to as actors and directors.” 

Weird City Theatre hopes to honor the original material while making it 
work for the stage. They believe Hyde Park’s intimate space will help rein- 
force the story’s sense of claustrophobia. Carroll’s adaptation hews close- 
ly to the original story but has been embellished with nods to Romero’s 
other films. In a scary play, just as in a haunted house, individual people 
will react very differently to the provocation of fear. Some will scream. 
Some will giggle. Carroll recognizes that reactions will vary and that every- 
one’s experience will be his or her own, but he has instructed his actors 
to play it dead serious. “If I don’t make someone cry or wet themselves a 
little bit, I won’t feel I’ve done my job.” - Hannah Kenah

GET YOUR ART ON 

A spotlight on Austin’s 
embarrassment of riches 

Have you gotten your art on? 

Last week the Austin Circle of Theaters, along with 
the city’s Cultural Arts Division, launched an 18-day 
campaign to build awareness of the embarrassment of 
riches that our city enjoys 
where the arts are con- 
cerned, and that’s the 
question at its heart. 

Unlike some similar efforts, 
which are built around events developed specifically for 
the campaign, ACoT’s Get Your Art On simply - and 
smartly - shines a spotlight on the numerous cultural 
activities usually going on this time of year: the Austin 
Film Festival, the Texas Book Festival, Free Night of 
Theater, the Austin Powwow & American Indian Heritage 
Festival, the Hispanic Heritage Month chamber-music 
concert, the Dia de los Muertos procession, and Austin 
Museum of Art’s La Dolce Vita, not to mention the doz- 
ens of theatrical productions, film screenings, dance 
and classical music concerts, visual-arts exhibitions, lit- 
erary events, and comedy shows crowding the calendar 
in October. They’re all included as Get Your Art On 
events, the message being: There’s all this remarkable 
stuff going on around town, and you should be a part of 
it. Now, that’s the same message that media outlets 
like this one try to deliver every week, but I admit that 
sometimes it gets lost in the buzz of everything that’s 


going on, and a new voice is needed to cut through the 
noise so it can really be heard. 

The mascot for the campaign is that old Austin stalwart 
the armadillo, who stars on a series of postcards where 
the critter appears with some prop associated with a spe- 
cific discipline (tutu for dance, guitar for music, paint- 
brushes for art, etc.), accompanied by a trivia question 
tying together that discipline and ’dillo - a lighthearted 
approach that gives a nice nod to the artists of Austin 
past. The ’dillo also adorns ads, posters, and coffee 
sleeves that direct your attention to ACoT’s Now Playing 
Austin website, where you can find information about all 
the Get Your Art On activities. The driving force behind the 
campaign is, interestingly enough, a newcomer to Austin: 
ACoT staffer Jessica Thompson, who spearheaded a simi- 
lar campaign in her old hometown of Madison, Wis. 

The launch took place at City Hall, where Council 
Member Laura Morrison paid tribute to Austin’s “vibrant 
arts community” and told the assembled how fortunate 
she was to “get to work in a building filled with art.” It’s 
always nice to hear a politician throw some support to 
the arts, but my favorite thing about Get Your Art On is 
its inclusiveness. Like the recent cultural planning effort 
CreateAustin, which this campaign grew out of, it 
doesn’t divide by discipline or distinguish between the 
nonprofit and commercial arts; it sees the different art 
forms as part of the same treasure trove of creativity. 
And taken that way, you really get a sense of what 
makes Austin a capital of the creative class. So get a 
sense of that big picture, culturally speaking, and while 
you’re at it, get your art on. For more information, visit 
www.nowplayingaustin.com.

Balanchine, by the Muse 

Working with the Suzanne Farrell Ballet, Ballet Austin gets in step with history

The orchestra conductor sounds as if he’s 
plucking notes out of an atmosphere denser 
than Earth’s. The men and women onstage, 
wearing black and white leotards and tights, 
gingerly begin to move together as if pro- 
pelled by the forces of the sound. “Is this 
ballet?” some in their plush seats undoubt- 
edly wonder. Of course. It’s a ballet by George 
Balanchine, who, more than any other, was 
responsible for the neoclassical ballet of the 
20th and 21st centuries. 

Balanchine (1904-1983) choreographed 
hundreds of ballets, as well as dances, for 
films, operas, and musicals in his lifetime. 
Many of his ballets are in the repertory of 
ballet companies large and small all over the 
world; some were lost or abandoned forever 
after their premieres. Few of his ballets share 
the reception of “Episodes,” which has both 
perplexed dance-goers and left them wanting 
more - presumably so they can have another 
stab at defining it. 

The most recent opportunity to do so was 
two weeks ago, when Ballet Austin performed 
the work in a joint venture with the Suzanne 
Farrell Ballet, based in Washington, D.C., at 
the Kennedy Center’s 1,100-seat Eisenhower 
Theater. This weekend, the two companies 
will convene once again to perform the ballet 
as part of Ballet Austin’s season-opening triple 
bill at the Long Center. 

“Episodes,” which premiered in 1959, is 
danced to several pieces by Anton Webern, 
whose music is not exactly easy listening. 
Ballet Austin Artistic Director Stephen Mills 
has clear memories of the first time he saw 
ballet, a quarter-century ago. “It was around 
1982 or ’83,” he said via telephone from 
Washington on the morning of the Kennedy 
Center opening. “I was in New York, and 
I saw two performances of “Episodes” in a 
week, and it was really very striking to me. 
The music is very unusual, very dissonant, 
but in typical Balanchine fashion, he was able 
to structure the movement in a way that you 
can see the music. Webern, for most people, 
is difficult to sit down and listen to, but with 
a dance structure on top of it, it becomes so 
clear and very enjoyable.” 

Austin audiences will get to see the ballet 
because of a recent initiative by the Washington 
company. The Suzanne Farrell Ballet resides at 
the Kennedy Center as a sort of upscale pick- 
up company focused on performing the works 
of Balanchine, especially those that have been 
rarely performed. Farrell, who was George 
Balanchine’s muse and a prima ballerina of 
world renown, makes ends meet on a smaller 
budget by rounding up dancers from other 
companies several times a year. This setup 
creates some interesting puzzles in scheduling 
and repertory. 


To enable the company to perform bal- 
lets that require more than a dozen or so 
dancers, last year Farrell began her Artistic 
Partnership initiative. “There is so much 
good work that companies are doing in their 
own communities,” she said, speaking by 
phone from her Washington office a few days 
before flying to Austin for the Long Center 
performances. “I wanted to salute that and 
support them.” Last year, dancers from the 
Cincinnati Ballet - based in the hometown 
she left almost half a century ago - joined 
her to perform “Chaconne.” 

Farrell and Mills, citing mutual interest, 
made contact last spring about working 
together for the second partnership. The 
deal was sealed last April when Farrell visited 
the Long Center and Ballet Austin’s studios, 
choosing 13 Ballet Austin dancers to join her 
own group to perform “Episodes.” The same 
number of Farrell’s dancers will perform with 
Ballet Austin this weekend. 

With this initiative, Farrell is facilitating 
a lot of ballet-related sharing across the 
United States. In addition to making possi- 


ble the performance of big- 
ger pieces in Washington, 
the initiative allows those 
pieces to get an audience in 
a second locale, one outside 
the big-city ballet hubs. 

The dancers get to work 
intensively with Farrell, now 
a sought-after master teach- 
er and coach, in rehearsal. 
“I think the most beneficial 
part about it for the danc- 
ers is spending time in the 
studio with Suzanne,” says 
Mills. Though Farrell was 
still a student when Episodes 
premiered - she joined the 
New York City Ballet in 
1961 at the age of 16 - she 
danced the ballet in sub- 
sequent performances. She 
remembers being “sort of 
thrown into” the second 
movement of the ballet to 
replace another dancer at 
the last minute. This fall, 
she coached Ballet Austin’s 
Allisyn Paino in that role for 
both the Washington and 
Austin performances. 

But it’s not just the danc- 
ers who are learning in the 
studio. Mills, as a choreogra- 
pher himself, sees any stag- 
ing of a Balanchine ballet 
as a valuable opportunity to 
learn about craft. “I free up 
everything I’m doing in the office, and I sit 
in the studio. It’s just like somebody who is 
interested in engines - you know, taking it 
apart, looking at it, putting it back together. 
For me, that’s what watching Balanchine’s 
ballets is like.” 

Balanchine, who was born in Russia and 
arrived in New York in 1933, took ballet in a 
direction in which it may have already been 
going, only he took it there in a speeding taxi. 
He used the techniques and styles he learned 
from the Russian masters at home and made 
them faster, more streamlined, and lighter. 
His dancers were tall and lean; he instructed 
them to land from jumps lightly, like cats, on 
the balls of their feet. He wanted his dancers 
to take risks, and he was known for praising 
dancers when they crashed to the floor - that 
meant they were pushing themselves out 
of their comfort zones. Some say he was a 
musical genius, and many of his dances are 
simply about the music, sans narrative. In 
order to better understand Webern’s music 
for “Episodes,” he adapted it for piano and 
simply played it himself. 


He was introduced to Webern’s music by 
the composer Igor Stravinsky, with whom 
Balanchine worked for much of his life. He 
became intrigued by Webern’s work within 
the 12-tone structure, in which all notes of 
the chromatic scale are treated equally within 
the piece. Balanchine invited Martha Graham, 
the Great Mother of modern dance, to collab- 
orate on a ballet to Webern’s music, foreshad- 
owing the two choreographers’ immeasurable 
influences on 20th century dance. The result 
was “Episodes.” 

It didn’t turn out to be much of a collabo- 
ration, though: Working in separate studios, 
Graham choreographed the first half and 
Balanchine the second, resulting in pieces that 
were independent of each other in spirit and 
concept. Graham’s section, a dance-dramatiza- 
tion of the life of Mary, Queen of Scots, hasn’t 
been performed since. Balanchine’s half was 
about the music, and after the premiere, he 
reworked it as a four-movement stand-alone 
ballet. People often describe dance as either 
“narrative” or “movement for movement’s 
sake”; “Episodes” is, in fact, movement for 
music’s and movement’s sake. The dancing 
isn’t simply accompanied by the orchestra. 
It is an emanation of the music, which 
Balanchine said “fills the air like molecules.” 

Though Ballet Austin has several other 
Balanchine ballets in its repertoire, “Episodes” 
is quite different in tone, says Mills, which can 
be partially explained by the time in which it 
was made. “It’s kind of Twilight Zone-y and 
filled with the anxiety that was coming in the 
early Sixties,” he says. “It’s hauntingly beauti- 
ful.” There are no sparkly tutus in this other- 
world: The costumes, pretty much the sim- 
plest possible, are the same practice clothes 
you’d see in any ballet school. But Farrell 
warns against categorizing the ballet based on 
its costuming. “In Mr. Balanchine’s repertoire, 
there are several ballets that are in leotard 
costumes, and some people tend to think they 
are all the same, but they are not,” she says. 
“You could never mistake Stravinsky’s Agon’ 
[1957] for Webern’s ‘Episodes.’” 

With less than two weeks’ rehearsals togeth- 
er before the ballet opened in Washington (on 
a mixed bill that also included Balanchine’s 
“Liebeslieder Walzer” and “Ragtime” per- 
formed by the Farrell dancers), the dancers 
learned the piece in just three days. The rest 
of the rehearsal period was focused on style - 
especially important when folks from different 
companies and backgrounds come together. 
And although Ballet Austin dancers train every 
day in a style derived from Balanchine tech- 
nique, each ballet poses unique challenges. 

In “Episodes,” there are no characteriza- 
tions to understand - the dancers don’t draw 
on backstories like “I’m a maiden who has 
been turned into a swan by an evil force, so I 
do mournful battements here.” Rather, Farrell 
works to help the dancers achieve an under- 
standing of motivation based on the music. 
Webern’s music highlights instruments not 
featured in more typical orchestral works, 
and Farrell believes the dancers’ movements

should reflect that. “One should react differently 
if it’s a brass instrument or if it’s a violin - dif- 
ferent instruments produce sound in a different 
time frame,” she says. 

Farrell avoids using video footage to help the 
dancers learn, preferring instead to explain each 
movement as if it were a fresh concept. “I feel that 
dancers should learn it from inside out, not from 
outside in,” she explains, “because when you are 
a dancer, you perform out, you give out to the 
audience so the audience can take in what you 
give. If you are looking constantly into the mirror 
or at a video, you become a spectator instead of 
a performer.” She sees the fact that “Episodes” is 
not often performed as “a gift” in the sense that 
the dancers have the opportunity to make the bal- 
let their own, without the influence and stigma of 
past interpretations. 

While Ballet Austin dancers performed only 
“Episodes” in Washington, this weekend they 
will have to switch gears backstage, as two other 
ballets by very different choreographers sandwich 
“Episodes” in the inaugural program. Twyla Tharp’s 
ballroom-inspired crowd-pleaser “Nine Sinatra 
Songs” will begin the evening, and Mills’ brand- 
new, energetic “Liminal Glam,” to music by Philip 
Glass, is the scheduled finale. (“The costumes are 
just so hot!” Mills promises of his new ballet.) 

But other than the differences in programming, 
both Mills and Farrell say that the Austin audience 
will see pretty much the same “Episodes” that 
Washingtonians did. Except, Farrell notes, that 
whatever nuances unfold in the Austin Symphony 


Orchestra’s treatment of Webern will affect the 
dancing. While seeing dance and live music 
unfold together is always exciting, “Episodes” 
is particularly responsive to the music. “No two 
performances are the same,” says Farrell. 

Reviews of the Washington performance of 
“Episodes” were brief and dismissively favorable, 
choosing to focus on other parts of the program, 
but critics have sometimes bemoaned the Farrell 
company’s inability to attract dancers that match 
up to her own prima ballerina status. “If Farrell 
had the dancer excellence to match her vision,” 
wrote Sarah Kaufman of The Washington Post, 
“we wouldn’t be talking about five days in the 
Eisenhower; there would be a grander unveiling 
in the Opera House and an international tour.” 

Nevertheless, Farrell, who was revealed as 
an inspiring master teacher in the 1990s with 


her intensive work- 
shops for students, 
is known for draw- 
ing out of dancers 
that certain je ne sais 
quoi. “They perform 
with rare freshness 
and nuance,” New York 
Times chief dance crit- 
ic Alastair Macaulay 
wrote of Farrell’s danc- 
ers. “Audiences regu- 
larly see much more 
distinguished dancers 
give performances of 
far less understanding and authority than these.” 
More important than critics, though, are audi- 
ences, and Farrell certainly has one for her com- 
pany at the Kennedy Center. “I was not surprised 
but very happy,” she says about the audience’s 
response to “Episodes.” “You know, it’s the kind 
of ballet that requires participation from the audi- 
ence, where they’re on the edge of their seat, not 
sitting back and just observing.” 

Though she wonders if anyone in Austin has 
heard of this ballet, she’s characteristically opti- 
mistic about the Long Center performances. “I 
think it’ll look terrific there,” she says. “It’s really 
a happy challenge for everybody.” ■

THE WORDY SHIPMATES 

by Sarah Vowel I 

Riverhead Books, 272 pp., $25.95 

Quick show of hands: Who’s all hot to 
read a new book about the Puritans? 

Anyone? 

I figured as much. We regard those 
faith-based early colonists as being 
so dour, so prudish, as such a kaffee- 
klatsch of killjoys, that who could pos- 
sibly get pumped up over a tome about 
them except for, well, other Puritans? 

That may change with Sarah Vowell 
handling their PR. Leave it to this self- 
proclaimed history nerd - she who 
turned the macabre topic of presidential 
murders into a comic travelog with a 
brainy kick - to redeem the Puritans 
from their stereotype of starchy piety 
and reveal them for the people they truly 
were: literary, thoughtful, courageous, and beset internally 
by an almost Shakespearean conflict between freedom 
and fidelity to spiritual doctrine. 

In The Wordy Shipmates, Vowell revisits the first 
decade of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, where a crew 
of nonseparatist Puritans who have left Mother England 
(without letting go of her apron strings) are striving to 
build a commonwealth of Christian ideals. It’s no picnic. 
Vowell delivers a vivid sense of the punishing ocean voy- 
age and brutal conditions in the colony, as well as the 
way the Puritans are bedeviled by physical threats with- 
out (native tribes) and spiritual threats within (theological 
rebels Roger Williams, dubbed by Vowell “God’s goalie,” 
and Anne Hutchinson, “the Puritan Oprah - a leader, a 
guru, a star”). 


Vowell’s leading man is the colony’s 
first governor, John Winthrop, whose 
persona is as divided as Dr. Jekyll’s. 
One minute, he’s preaching community 
and charity in an oft-quoted sermon 
picturing Massachusetts as a “city 
on a hill.” The next, he’s dictatorial^ 
banishing anyone who doesn’t hew to 
Puritan dogma - oh, and occasionally 
ordering their ears cut off before they 
go. Winthrop embodies America’s best 
and worst impulses, and through the 
defining events of his colony’s tumultu- 
ous launch - a massacre of American 
Indians, a law barring immigrants 
deemed “dangerous” to the colony, 
the trials of Williams and Hutchinson 
- we can see our national character 
being set. 

This isn’t as breezy a read as 
Assassination Vacation. At times, Vowell drops her 
trademark sardonic commentary to lay out the history 
in plain terms, as if the stakes are too high for her to 
make light with this story. And in a sense, they are, not 
only for the Puritans but for us. The wilderness we’ve 
found ourselves in after 9/11 is no less frightening than 
the one the Puritans faced in Massachusetts Bay, and 
we’re no less likely to make tragic decisions if we’re 
ruled by fear. As Winthrop said 378 years ago and John 
Kennedy reminded us before his inauguration, “The 
eyes of all people are upon us.” The Puritans’ story is 
ours, and if we’re mindful of it, they won’t be the only 
ones redeemed. - Robert Faires

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What’s Cooking at the Triangle Restaurant Roulette 
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RAILEAN RUM 

What hath Tito wrought? The guy just goes out 
and makes himself rich, and suddenly distillers all 
over the state get the courage to try their own. So 
far, we’ve had an unusually good run, with just about 
everyone producing quality spirits. The newest Texan 
on the store shelves is Railean Rum from just off 
the Galveston Bay in San Leon. This is a small- 
batch, handmade rum using an interesting still that 
has the benefits of both a pot still and a column 
still, allowing both precision and fresh flavors. 
Owners Matt and Kelly Railean searched long and 
hard to find just the right unsulfured 
molasses for their White ($18) and 
Reserve XO ($20) rums. While the 
sulfur would probably be distilled out, 
the Rai leans believe that it leaves a 
hint of a flavor and aroma they don’t 
want in their rum. 

The White Rum is my favorite 
because of its bright flavors and 
hints of honey and lime. The 
Raileans recommend using their 
White Rum to make traditional tropi- 
cal drinks, though it is soft enough 
to just drop in a few ice cubes and a 
squish of lime and drink by itself. 

But the Reserve XO makes a great 
sipping rum. This is what the distill- 
ers recommend for a Cuba Libre, 
though it seems a shame to add rum 
this good to a Coke. Instead, just 
add a few drops of water to let 
the oak and caramel aromas 
bloom, and its enticing smooth- 
ness will keep you sipping. 

I’m always hesitant to call any 
libation “the best,” because I 
haven’t tried them all. I can say 
that both Railean rums are wonder- 
ful surprises, and both would be on my 
short list for the very best rums in the world. 

Railean Rum is available at Applejack Wine & 
Spirits, Chris’ Liquor, Don’s Liquor, Gateway (in 
Georgetown), Grape Vine Market, Oak Liquor Cabinet, 
Spec’s, Tejas Liquor on West Gate Boulevard, and 
Wimberley Valley Spirits.

1840s plantation house overlooking Lady 
Bird Lake, reopened last week after exten- 
sive remodeling. The charming hilltop cottage 
is now surrounded by comfortable patios and 
decks, and we’re assured that the once-tiny 
kitchen has been greatly expanded. 

Operating partners Tori and Tom Tinnon are 
promoting the new Paggi House as a 
Downtown destination for sophisticated 
lounging, expert service, and the enjoyment 
of Executive Chef Shane Stark’s eclectic 
interpretation of American regional cuisine. 
The restaurant is open for drinks and dinner 
Tuesday through Saturday evenings. 
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eateries, with an inviting park at its heart. The retail mix 
includes office supplies, salons, boutiques, a phone store, a 
florist, a bank, and a charming tea shop, with plans for a 
RunTex outlet and a liquor store to come onboard in the near 
future. And though the current restaurant lineup would seem 
to satisfy just about any appetite, property manager Diana 
Chastain says they are always on the lookout for other con- 
cepts to add to the diverse culinary mix already in place here. 

When the Triangle debuted in early 2006, Mandola’s Italian 
Market was the first culinary tenant to welcome customers. 
Former Houston chef/restaurateur Damian Mandola relocated 
to the Hill Country in 2005, and the market was the first of 
many creative projects on his drawing board. (He’s since 
planted a vineyard and opened both a winery and a country 
trattoria near Driftwood.) Mandola’s features shelves and cases 


stocked with meats, cheeses, olive oils, pastas, and canned 
goods imported from Italy; a wine shop; a fresh bakery; and a 
gelateria, plus a kitchen that turns out lunch and dinner to eat 
in or take out. The market was a hit from day one, and it soon 
became a dining destination for Triangle residents as well as 
Italian food lovers from all over the city. Almost immediately, 
there were lines out the door at mealtimes, and overflow 
crowds could be observed lounging around the fountain on the 
brick patio, enjoying espresso with fresh pastries or gelato. The 
addition of new restaurants in the development has 
eased the crowding at Mandola’s a bit, but solid 
success in the Triangle has the gregarious entrepre- 
neur considering multiple market locations. “We 
don’t have any new leases signed yet, but we’re 
considering the area at William Cannon and MoPac 
and also out near the Hill Country Galleria. I’ve 
already got one of my twin sons working in this 
location, and when the other one graduates from 
culinary school, he can take over a new store. This 
was a very good spot for us to start out; the synergy 
here is wonderful,” Mandola reports. 

The initial success of Mandola’s quickly estab- 
lished the Triangle as a culinary destination. The 
Cencor Realty commercial leasing department scored 
another coup when it wisely invited the Sustainable Food 
Center to create a weekly version of the Austin Farmers’ 
Market at the Triangle in May 2006. With its kid-friendly 
inground fountain, jogging track, regular music programming, 
and an award-winning bocce ball court, the Triangle Park is cer- 
tainly the heart of this attractive urban village, and the open-air 
market makes a perfect enhancement. The weekday afternoon 
hours (4-8pm) are appealing to busy restaurant chefs and work- 
ing folks alike. According to market director Suzanne Santos, the 
market’s current vendor mix includes 14 farmers and 12 artisan- 
food makers. Santos has no way to gauge how many market 
shoppers are Triangle residents and how many are visitors, but 
she can report that the average number of weekly shoppers now 
tops 700 and farmers’ sales revenues are up 30% this year, even 
with the devastating drought conditions. The farmers’ market 
hours will “fall back” to 3-7pm on Oct. 29 in accordance with 
the change in daylight saving time - the pleasant weather and 
the beginnings of the fall harvest should attract plenty of folks to 
shop, eat, and enjoy live music in the park. And if shoppers are 
still hungry after hitting the market, they’ll have an interesting 
menu of convenient restaurants from which to choose. Chronicle 
Food writers Mick Vann, Claudia Alarcon, Rachel Feit, and Kate 
Thomberry recently spent some time sampling the diverse culi- 
nary offerings; here’s a report on what’s cooking.

When shoppers are strolling among the booths at the 
Wednesday afternoon farmers’ market in the Triangle Park, it is 
unlikely they give any thought whatsoever to the epic turn of 
the 20th century neighborhood battle waged over the potential 
development of that triangular expanse of prime midcity real 
estate. Over the years, differing plans called for large grocery 
stores or multiscreen theatres to be the anchor tenants of 
mixed-up developments proposed for the site, and nearby 
neighbors fought them all. Despite all the protests, the new 
development broke ground in 2003 and started leasing in 
2006, and now it’s hard to remember what all the fuss was 
about or to imagine that any other plans were ever even con- 
sidered. Today’s Triangle is a bustling urban village made up of 
upscale housing units and an eclectic selection of offices, retail 
stores, quick/casual restaurant chains, and local independent

Flying Saucer is all about the beer: An amaz- 
ing 80 beers are on draft, and another 120 are 
available bottled, making a grand total of 200 
varieties. It’s a beer lover’s paradise, no doubt 
about it. Learning about, sampling, and gener- 
ally embracing the world of beer is strongly (yet 
responsibly) encouraged: There are theme 
nights and beer flights, daily $2.75 pint spe- 
cials (Sunday is Texas beer night), and recogni- 
tion (in the form of a memorial plaque called 
the Ring of Honor) for imbibing 200 pints. 

Beer is the hub around which everything 
else revolves, including the food. The menu is 
lengthy and reads like a list of the world’s 
beer-friendliest grub: bratwurst, big soft pret- 


zels, pizza, burgers, chicken wings, cheese 
fries, queso, chili, nachos, and hot sandwich- 
es and then a bump up the class ladder to 
charcuterie and European cheese tasting 
plates with suggested beer pairings. 

Because Flying Saucer is extremely popular 
and constantly jammed with people, turn- 
around is fast, and the ingredients are fresh, 
so the food is better than might be expected. 
The Reuben sandwich ($7.99) was fine: 

There was three times as much corned beef 
as sauerkraut, the Swiss cheese was nicely 
toasted, and it was properly dressed with 
Thousand Island dressing and served on gen- 
uine marbled rye. The Hippie Burger ($6.99), 
Flying Saucer’s veggie burger, was a gener- 
ous size and came with a half avocado on 
top, along with tomato, lettuce, cucumber, 
and a memorable jalapeho-pesto mayo that 
tied all the flavors together. Overall, the 


menu is interesting 
and well-executed, 
with a decent number 
of vegetarian options. 

The decor and layout 
revolve around beer, as 
well: Everything is done 
up as an imitation Old 
World tavern. 

Expensive dark wood- 
work and paneling 
dominate, with bright 
kelly-green touches at 
the dartboard and in 
the lounge area. The outdoor patio is exten- 
sive and allows for both smokers and dogs. 
The clientele is drawn from the cubicle-and- 
condo crowd; it is clearly a popular afterwork 
get-together spot. The service is good, but the 
micro-miniskirt uniform seemed to hinder the 


servers by requiring near-constant adjustment. 
(Not to mention, it’s pandering and verging on 
manipulative; I imagine that most of the 
patrons are here for the beer and would rath- 
er the girls be comfortable.)

Sago claims to be unique and modern in 
its approach to both Tex-Mex and Interior 
Mexican cuisine, and that’s a justified claim. 
From the moment you taste the table sal- 
sas, your expectations begin to climb. The 
red table salsa has a fire-roasted tomato, 
guajillo, and pasilla red-pepper base - slight- 
ly offbeat and very good. The green table 
salsa is, in a word, magnificent. Sweet yet 
sour, hot yet mild, as only a perfect roasted- 
tomatillo salsa can be. The tortilla chips are 
fresh-fried and of such a high quality that 
you have to restrain yourself from making a 
meal of chips and sauce alone. Everything 
at Sago is made on the premises. Though 
the menu is light on vegetarian options, it is 
inventive and, like the 
red salsa, offbeat: 

Appetizers include gordi- 
tas, ceviche, yucca frit- 
ters, and baby back ribs, 
as well as the more tradi- 
tional chile con queso 
and guacamole. The 
entrees are memorable 
and clearly demonstrate 
the skill of chef Chase 
Jones, an ambitious chef 
who trained at the 
Culinary Institute of 
America in New York. I 
had the chipotle chicken 
stuffed poblano ($10.95), 
recommended by my 
server. A layered decon- 
struction of chile relleno, 
the dish featured a fresh- 
roasted poblano pepper, 
fully cooked yet still firm, 
filled with spiced white chicken, balanced on 
a layer of cilantro-honey rice with a fried 
corn masa cake layered in between, adding 
a divine, crunchy texture. Absolutely fabu- 
lous. The cheese enchiladas ($9.95), made 
with mozzarella, asadero, and Cheddar, were 
also fantastic: fresh, garlicky, and not 
remotely greasy, topped with a creamy roast- 
ed-tomatillo sauce. 

Sago does breakfast as well as lunch and 
dinner, and the menus for each meal reflect 
a free-thinking mindset. Lunch features 
Mexican panini such as the Havana (sliced 
pork loin, pickles, mustard, sweet roasted 
garlic, and Swiss on ciabatta, $9.95) and 
entree salads such as the Interior Shrimp 
(achiote-grilled shrimp with avocado, pump- 
kin seeds, cojete, greens, onions, and red 
pepper, $9.95), as well as enchiladas and 
tacos. The enchiladas include beef brisket 
($9.95) and pork shoulder ($9.95) options, 
and the tacos include fish ($8.95) and 
shrimp ($9.95) options. 

The breakfast menu really cuts loose with 
items such as Spicy Salmon Cake Stacks 
($9.95), where salmon cakes are placed on 
toasted English muffins and topped with 


poached eggs and chipotle hollandaise. 
Mexican French toast ($8.95) layers banan- 
as and apples with goat’s milk caramel and 
griddled challah French toast, and the 
Havana Breakfast places pork roast and 
Swiss on toasted baguette, with poached 
eggs and black pepper-asadero cheese 
sauce ($8.95). For the less adventurous, 
there are breakfast tacos and migas 
($6.95). The prices are reasonable, the ser- 
vice excellent, and Sago boasts a full bar 
and specialty cocktails, as well. - K.T.

This is the fourth Fish City Grill in the great- 
er Austin area. The Triangle, a prefab urban 
neighborhood, is exactly the kind of unique, 
upscale shopping center that Fish City Grill 
likes to occupy. The decor and atmosphere 
are pleasant enough 
(excepting the leering, 
one-eyed harlequin 
mascot), resembling 
the Black Diamond 
Oyster Bar in Corpus 
Christi: dark wood, 
brick walls, framed 
black-and-white photos 
of turn-of-the-century 
fishermen. A modern 
wood-and-concrete bar 
dominates one side of 
the room, and the bot- 
tles of liquor are very 
attractively displayed. 

The service is actual- 
ly exquisite; the train- 
ing the staff undergoes 
is clearly effective and 
profound. Not only was 
my server attentive 
and knowledgeable, 
but everyone on the floor was aware of 
every patron, and all service staff worked 
together seamlessly. 

The food is merely okay. The technicians 
in the kitchen are working a set menu, and 
although there is a blackboard specials 
menu, it exists to give the appearance of 
exciting change, not as evidence of it. A 
sign declares Fish City to be “The Home of 
the Oyster Nacho,” and the oyster nachos 
($6.99) really are something to be proud of. 
The oysters were hot, sweet, and fresh. 
Deep-fried for an appropriate amount of time, 
they were crisp yet retained a soft, cool inte- 
rior. Served on tortilla chips with a chipotle 
tartar sauce then piled with pico de gallo, 
they were the best part of my experience. 

The pecan-crusted rainbow trout ($13.99) 
was less impressive. Flabby, oily, and bland, 
it was accompanied by an uninspired, steam- 
table squash medley and “rice pilaf” (broth- 
cooked rice with yesterday’s squash medley, 
chopped very fine, mixed in). The blandness 
of the trout caused me to speculate upon the 
probability of it being farm-raised, and upon 
inquiry, it was. As are the salmon, catfish, 
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They laughed 
when I pulled 
into a strip 
mall for dinner...

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shrimp, and tilapia; only the deep-sea fish 
(such as swordfish) and the oysters are not. 
There is nothing unusual about this; most res- 
taurants serve farm-raised seafood, as it’s 
less expensive, but it’s also less flavorful, and 
generally it has a poorer texture than wild- 
caught. I was keen on trying the key-lime pie 
($4.49). It is a natural with seafood, and I love 
lime pie; again, disappointment. Clearly made 
elsewhere, frozen, thawed, and sliced, it had a 
faint chemical flavor, a soggy bottom crust, 
and was overly sweet with only a hint of lime. 

Because the oysters were so good, I think 
that if you stick to the deep-fried items or the 
wild-caught fish, you can have a decent expe- 
rience. Ultimately, Fish City Grill reminds me 
of nothing so much as an updated, upscale, 
cozier Red Lobster. - K.T.

Yume (it means “dream” in Japanese) 
opened near the western end of the Triangle’s 
main street in July. Owned by Chun Hong Pai, 
Yume features a unique blending of cuisines: 
a fusion of Latino-Caribbean and Japanese. 
Not surprising since Executive Chef Frankie 
Hernandez did time in the trenches at Uchi and 
hails originally from Puerto Rico, while sous 
chef Aaron Stebbins is a recent transplant from 
a resort in the Dominican Republic; both are 
Cordon Bleu alumni. The sushi chef is “Isaac,” 
his professional name, while Joel Gonzalez 
heads up the pastry side of the menu. 

The space is casual and unpretentious, 
with subdued lighting and relaxed music: 

Latin jazz, smooth reggae, etc. Sushi, featur- 
ing freshly flown-in seafood, anchors the 
menu, while bento boxes, containing both hot 
dishes and sushi, are the mainstay of the 
lunch menu. At night, the Island Fusion menu 
shines as the focus of the kitchen’s creativity. 

We’ve made several forays to Yume, one 
for bento boxes to go. Containers organize 
the components perfectly for transport. We 
had the Shrimp Salmorejo ($10.95), featur-

ing sweet shrimp in a spicy tomato-based 
sauce with capers and olives, accompanied 
by mofongo (a delectable globe of plantain 
mashed with garlic and chicharrones) and a 
nice plump California roll. Panko-crusted snap- 
per ($11.95) came with a crisp Asian-flavored 
slaw and a California roll. Both boxes con- 
tained a rich miso soup, a salad of baby 
greens with tart-fruity vinaigrette, and dessert 
- a wealth of flavors. 

Every dinner should begin with a large bowl 
of the Prince Edward mussels ($12): sweet 
bivalves swimming in an aromatic broth of 
coconut milk, lemongrass, chile, and basil 
(make sure to get extra bread or rice to soak 
up every drop). A tempura of Japanese kabo- 
cha squash ($4) was perfect: thin, crisp coat- 
ing with a golden, sweet interior. An incredible 
unctuous chocolate-coffee rectangle of pork 
belly ($14) melts in the mouth; think more of 
a Mexican mole than mocha. 

Yume should be considered a destination 
for desserts, as well. There are five selec- 
tions daily, in the $7 to $8 range. Picture 
peaches-and-cream-filled brioche in tarragon 
custard, with cherry “caviar” and peach com- 
pote, or five-spice beignets with apples in 
port reduction, Ibarra chocolate, and orange- 
blossom foam. 

Be sure to take advantage of the daily happy 
hour, from 5 to 7pm, with a selection of sushi 
rolls for $3 to $4, $2 beer and $4 wine, tem- 
pura, and those incredible mussels for $7 - a 
perfect way to let traffic (and yourself) relax.

So too does the ultramod, airy 
space appeal to the urban scenester aesthet- 
ic. With its light-filled interior, accented with 
orange walls and glimmering Space Age 
decor, the Galaxy certainly looks its name. 

Over the past five years, Galaxy Cafe has 
made a reputation for itself serving simple 
and homey yet flavorful foodstuffs dominated

You get a number, grab your own 
beverage, and find a seat. It is likely to take 
longer to make up your mind about what to 
order than it will for the food to arrive steam- 
ing hot at the table.

The Triangle branch has a wraparound patio 
with umbrella chairs, perfect to enjoy now that 
the weather is cooperating.

HUDGINS TALKS OF INCENTIVES, 

MISSED OPPORTUNITIES AT AFF 

Will Robert Rodriguez be forced to shoot his 
next film (reliable reports say he will shoot a live- 
action The Jetsons before a green screen next 
year) outside of Texas because of studio pres- 
sure? Is his producing partner Elizabeth Avellan 
prepping a separate film for a Puerto Rico shoot? 
Yes and yes, according to Bob Hudgins, head of 
the Texas Film Commission, who spoke about run- 
away production during a panel on film incentives 
at the Austin Film Festival. Add that to a recent 
Texas scout for Michael Winterbottom’s next film 
set in a Fifties-era oil town that will likely result 
in the director shooting in either Louisiana or 
New Mexico, and the stage is set for the trickle 
of Hollywood films shooting in the Lone Star 
State to dry up completely unless the 2009 
Texas Legislature acts to stanch the bleeding. 

Hudgins, speaking just blocks away from where 
HBO’s Temple Grandin biopic was shooting at a 
Downtown church, sounded optimistic that the 
Legislature would increase the 5% Texas film 
incentives program approved in 2007 to some- 
thing more competitive with the 41 other states 
currently offering a financial lure for Hollywood. 
(Fifteen percent has been the figure most men- 
tioned in terms of a Legislature-approved bump.) 
Texas’ 5% is dead last, while New Mexico and 
Louisiana offer 25% and Michigan up to 42%. “If 
we don’t deliver the goods ... we’re going to lose 
the competitive edge,” Hudgins said of the Texas 
advantage of diverse locations and trained crews. 
He noted that New Mexico is paying for Texas 
crew members to relocate. 

The answer also may be getting cities to do their 
parts, Hudgins said, noting that Smithville’s agree- 
ment to replace streetlights with models reflecting 
the Fifties setting of Terrence Malick’s The Tree of 
Life helped to bring much of filming there. Hudgins 
remained optimistic that legislators, some of whom 
were recruited as extras when Malick’s film shot 
briefly at the Texas Capitol, are getting the film 
industry message. “We feel like we’re in very, very 
good shape” going into the session, he said. 


IT’S ALL NICE ON ICE 

‘Sno Cone Inc.’ traces one 
man’s exit from the rat race 

Travis Knapp really did try his hand at the snow- 
cone business while working as a stockbroker, but he 
never planned on being a filmmaker. A born sales- 
man, he bought and sold cars during summers off 
from studying finance at Texas A&M University and 
made some cash with T-shirts featuring a Longhorn 
with the horns removed. Then came five grueling 
years as a stockbroker, followed by big personal 
questions about the point of it all. “In the rat race, 
even if you win, you’re still a rat,” he says of the turning point that 
resulted in the very personal film, Sno Cone Inc., which premieres 
Oct. 23 at the Alamo Drafthouse South Lamar. 

The comedy follows three twentysomething stockbroker train- 
ees who also are learning big lessons about the rat race. It fea- 
tures Morgan Fairchild and Tony Sirico (Paulie “Walnuts” Gualtieri 
of The Sopranos). Knapp’s journey steered him to volunteering for 


the Salvation Army feeding 
the homeless and listening 
to their stories. Then he 
had the notion of a reality 
television show about the 
community pulling together 
to get people back on their 
feet. Along that path he 
met a couple of other pro- 
fessional refugees: attorney 
| Arnie Reyes and engineer 
< Jeffrey Travis, who fed his 
m movie dream. “It has an 
° overall positive message 
about doing the right thing and trusting you instincts,” says 
Reyes, who ended up producing the film. For Knapp, it’s an 
Austin-shot labor of love. “Five or six years ago, I heard about a 
guy who was going to make a movie and thought, ‘What an idiot.’ 
Now I’m that idiot.” - Joe O'Connell

Stephen Romano and the wild, weird, and totally phony 
grind-house world of ‘Shock Festival’

The dream is always the same. It’s sum- 
mer, 1984-ish, and I’m slung low in a stifling, 
faux-velvet fleapit theatre chair the color of a 
freshly struck Profondo Rosso print. It’s dark in 
there, and the floor is tacky with what might 
be spilled Coca-Cola but is almost certainly 
something much, much worse. But it’s cool 
because I’m wearing my Chucks. I’m always 
wearing my Chucks as the projector’s beam 
in this grind house of my mind splashes a 
never-ending wash of gloriously eclectic 42nd 
Street cinematic deviancy onto a shabby, 
stained screen. The chain-beating sequence 
from Devil Times Five slo-mos into Bunuel’s 
ants in the hand, which in turn morphs into 
a Road Runner cartoon that looks more like 
Ralph Bakshi’s Fritz the Cat by way of Lucio 
Fuci: A mean-looking Acme anvil is awash in 
coyote innards. 

And then there’s the endless trailers for 
films no one outside my head has seen. Films 
with titles and taglines like Evolver (“For 
God’s sake, what the hell is it?”), Twisted 
Kisser (“This man has just killed his wife for 
the second time . . . will the third time be the 
charm?”), That Fuckin’ Cat ! (“She’s the stinki- 


est, dirtiest, most foul-mouthed little pussy 
in town”), The Naughty Librarian (“She’s got 
the last word in total pleasure”), and Cannibal 
Callgirls (“They are young. They are sexy. They 
are insane. They are going to eat you.”). 

Freaky, right? Like I said, no one outside 
my fevered film-geek prefrontal lobe has ever 
bought this particular bargain matinee ticket 
to Terrorsville. 

No one, that is, except Austin author, artist, 
and screenwriter Stephen Romano, who - in 
my dream - waves at me from the projection- 
ist’s booth, grinning like a goddamn lunatic 
in the seconds before the living dead pull him 
down and out of frame, and I wake up scream- 
ing, out of the reel and into the real. 

Welcome to Shock Festival: One Hundred and 
One of the Strangest, Sleaziest, Most Outrageous 
Movies You’ve Never Seen.

Thanks to Rudy Giuliani, the grind houses 
and peep shows that once made New York 
City’s squalid 42nd Street theatre district 
a hotbed of seedy, slimy, cinema-veritastic 
charm - “the Deuce” - are now a distant 
memory. Today’s Times Square is more suited 


to shiny, happy people who dig Disney and 
tend to avoid movies with titles like Cannibal 
Holocaust. More’s the pity. 

Sure, you can Netflix the sleaze by mail or 
troll your local indie vid outlet, but where’s 
the fun in that? The exploitation films of the 
Seventies and early to mid-Eighties were 
made to be screened 
in cruddy little screw 
holes with bad bulbs 
and worse clientele or, 
alternately, beneath 
the stars, from the 
back seat, during 
drive-in coitus, as 
nature intended. 

Romano, a fan like 
no other, has created 
a solution that’s equal 
parts homage to movies 
such as The Undertaker 
and His Pals and a sur- 
realistic masterpiece 
of alternate-universe 
journalism that’s so 
detailed and so full of 
heart (good, bad, black, 
or bleeding - take your 
pick) that you may think it’s 
real. But it’s not. It’s a book. 

A big book, 350-plus pages of 
sideswiped faux-cinema his- 
tory, that tells the sordid story 
of a forgotten group of fringe- 
dwelling filmmakers - “forgot- 
ten” chiefly because they’re 
totally fictional - whose 
unrepentant bad taste and 
surprising genius are com- 
parable to and indeed based 
on such real-world mavericks 
as American International 
Pictures’ Roger 
Corman, Samuel Z. 

Arkoff, and James 
H. Nicholson; Full 
Moon Pictures’ 

Charles Band; and 
Italy’s Luigi Cozzi. 

It’s like the Deuce 
reborn, but in print. 

You can almost sniff 
the odor of melting 
celluloid jammed in 
the gate, feel the tang 
of artistic despair in 
the air. Shock Festival 
is redolent in the 
extreme, visually stun- 
ning, and one hell of 
a ride, two years in 
the making, 30 in the 
conceptualizing. 

“I’ve had the idea since I was about 13 years 
old,” Romano says, handing me a dog-eared, 
much-thumbed pad of pencil-drawn mock-ups 
of horror and sci-fi one-sheets, neatly tagged 
with cast, crew, and distributor info, the kid- 
hood doodles that evolved, 30 years later, 
into Shock Festival. “ Mangled , directed by Tom 
Savini, music by Wendy Carlos,” reads one. 


“Yeah, you can see where my head was at at 
the time, right? I actually ended up using a few 
of these titles in the final book. This is the kind 
of stuff I would do instead of homework.” 
2005 saw Romano’s screenwriting career 
take off big time when his adaptation of 
Joe R. Lansdale’s short story 
“Incident on and off a Mountain 
Road” was helmed by longtime 
pal and Phantasm filmmaker 
Don Coscarelli for Showtime’s 
Masters of Horror series. In the 
wake of that career milestone, 
Romano began casting about 
for a new project and came 
back to the germ of the idea 
that would eventually become 
Shock Festival, “but my skill 
set as an artist hadn’t evolved 
far enough by then, so I just 
kind of thought about it and 
then put it away for a while. I 
knew I could design the stuff, 
but I didn’t yet know how to 
do the art.” 

Romano decided 
instead to write us The 
Riot Act (a vicious little 
original story collection) 
and crank out a novel, 
Just Like the Animals - 
“which was really dark 
and personal and hor- 
rifying and done in 20 
days,” recalls the author. 
“I remember sitting there 
and thinking, ‘Man, I’ve 
got to do something a 
little more fun.’ I’ve got- 
ten a little bit famous 
for writing this dark, 
extremely personal fic- 
tion, but it takes a lot out 
of you. And so I just start- 
ed doing Shock Festival 
back in February of last year.” 

Which sounds like a “Hey, 
how hard could it be?” situation 
until you actually see the finished 
book, which practically demands 
that you buy a bigger coffee table 
(with skulls on it, preferably). It’s 
not just an overgrown love letter 
to the type of films your mother 
warned you about; it’s also an 
incredibly well-researched (read: 
imagined) work of alternate- 
universe film history. Like Peter 
Jackson’s unreal documentary, 
Forgotten Silver, Romano’s tome 
so thoroughly envisions a slice 
of B-movie genre history that it 
often seems more honest than 
the truth. But let’s allow Romano to explain 
his m.o. He is, after all, the one with the blood 
on his hands, so to speak. 

“Initially I figured I could get a few art- 
ists together who would work for little or no 
money and then do the rest of the art myself. 
And so, as the project evolved over the next

few months, [I] taught myself how to cre- 
ate this artwork and make it look as though 
it actually existed. I took reference photos 
of my friends, with guns, and I put them in 
Photoshop and learned how to use the color 
templates to actually make real paintings out 
of them. I studied the techniques of certain 
artists I had hired to see how they did it; 
I asked them for advice, and they told me 
how they did it. And I had an amazing ros- 
ter of artists, too, people like Tim Brads treet 
[Marvel’s The Punisher, Raw Studios’ Bad 
Planet ]; Michael Broom, who was an effects 
designer for The Mist; and David Hartman, 
who is an Emmy-nominated animation direc- 
tor. Ultimately, there were a lot of people who 
were involved in the creation of the book, but 
I did the bulk of the work myself. 

“Over the course of a year, I became just 
about as good as any artist I might have 
hired to do this stuff. So good, in fact, that 
I’m now making a respectable living in my 
side career as a movie-poster artist. Which is 
just bizarre.” 

Legendary comic artist Bradstreet (see “The 
Art of Schlock” at austinchronicle.com/webextra) 

eventually came on board as the book’s art 
director, bringing with him actor Thomas 
Jane (The Punisher, The Mist), with whom 
he co-founded the comic and graphic-novel 
publishing house Raw Studios. Bradstreet 
and Romano worked out much of the book’s 
visual vibe via late-night, e-mail jam sessions, 
with one bouncing ideas off of the other, each 
artist bringing his own specific sensibility 
to whatever one-sheet, storyline, or mock- 
history they were working on and coming 
up with something that was entirely new, 
entirely believable to the untrained eye, but 
altogether unreal. 

And that’s one of the great shocks of Shock 
Festival: The fakery involved has been so lov- 
ingly assembled from the bits and pieces of 
real-world cinematic detritus that it all comes 
off as 100% real. It’s not hard to imagine fans 
of obscure exploitation cinema scouring the 
Internet for any other record of literally made- 
up movies like Little Sister’s Faceless Nightmare 
(or its French variant, Le cauchemar de ma 
soeur sans visage). The non-English-speaking 
Japanese scene is going to go absolutely bug- 
fuck looking for this stuff. 

So. Six months back, Romano pillages his 
bank account and prints up 25 full-color, 
hardcover “demo” versions of Shock Festival 
to send off to press (including Fangoria, 
Dread Central, and The Austin Chronicle) and 
potential publishers (IDW of 30 Days of Night 
fame; Raw Studios) and ends up, almost 
overnight, striking pay dirt with IDW and 
getting a co-brand with Raw Studios, whose 
CEO, the aforementioned Jane, even agrees 
to “play” the character of a deranged director 
named Swann. 

“Tim got back to me and gave me a ton of 
advice on how to turn it from a demo book 
into a real book - slicker, slimmer, sexier - 
and that’s when I really kicked into high gear. 
Actually, I was coming up with wild new ideas 
up until the very day that I submitted it to the 
actual printers. I was my own creative editor, 




like in the real world, not everybody survived 
the Seventies.” 

Too true. The character of Joe Marcus, a 
hard-drinking Vic Morrow-type who finds his 
career in tatters at the end of the Sixties is a 
composite of Morrow (who never made it out 
of The Twilight Zone, thanks to John Landis), 
doomed party monster John Belushi, 
and Joe Spinell, the legendary NYC 
character actor and screenwriter of 
the relentlessly misogynistic and gut- 
churning grind-house apex and/or 
nadir Maniac, who, like his fictional 
counterpart, was a hemophiliac in 
more ways than one. 

“The main character in Shock 
Festival ,” explains the author, “is 
Roc Benson. He represents all of 
the washed-up character actors who 
had tiny little parts in cop-show 
thrillers and monster movies in the 
Sixties and who resurface in exploi- 
tation fare in the Seventies. 

“Like them, he later gets a 
whole new career from a director 
named Fabio Englozelli - based 
on Starcrash director Luigi Cozzi - 
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Indeed. 

Over the 
course of the 
past year and 
a half, Romano 
called in virtu- 
ally all of his 
Austin friends 
and associates 
to portray the 
various charac- 
ters that would 
make up Shock 
Festival’s exploi- 
tation universe. 

Keen-eyed 
observers of the 
Austin film and 
music community will see everyone from 
go-go babes the Satan’s Cheerleaders to 
punk purists the Applicators in supporting 
roles, as well as a who’s who of local genre 
enthusiasts who heeded Romano’s clarion 
call for “fresh meat.” (Full disclosure: My 
lousy mug appears in a single photo as 
Italian film producer Umilli Bonito. Go fig- 
ure.) Enter the grinder. 

□ 

“It’s God’s own toss-up as to who is going 
to live or die in this book,” says the author 
of his fictional Romano-verse, “because, just 


and ends up doing all these exploi- 
tation films. And then from there he 
becomes this mogul who makes his 
own way and ends up producing all 
of these great movies. 

“One of the main through lines 
in the book is this big, fat white 
guy who ends up joining up with the Black 
Panther Party as sort of their honky-on-the- 
inside, so to speak, and then goes and makes 
a Panther-approved movie called N.I.G.G.E.R., 
which, before you yell at me, is an acro- 
nym for Nuclear Implanted Gyro Genetically 
Engineered Robot - [the intention being that] 
in the context of the book, Benson and the 
Panther’s idea was that this would be a sort 
of reverse-racism which would make people 
think about this movie instead of an ugly slur 
about black people. It’s the kind of thing that 
could only be dreamed up by a bunch of drug- 
addled revolutionaries doing crank all night 


with complete artistic freedom, and that’s 
why I finally went with IDW as the publisher, 
because they left me totally alone. And so, 
just like any movie, I was creating art and text 
and dialogue up until the very last minute, 
literally. In that way, the creation of this crazy 
book about the movies was actually a lot like 
making a movie itself.” 


and bouncing insane ideas off of each other. 
And the movie becomes his downfall. It’s a 
hilarious chapter.” 

Hilarious, crude, incisive, exploitative - Roc 
Benson’s Hollywood hell ride has got it all, 
and he’s complemented by a revolving door 
of other, often less charitably drawn char- 
acters that render Shock Festival something 
approaching Hollywood Babylon by way of 
Sleazoid Express. It’s “psychotronic” in all the 
best ways, and it even ends with a bang, not 
a whimper, unlike so many of its real-world 
counterparts. Like, say, Starcrash. 

“The thing that I love most about exploita- 
tion films,” says Romano, “whether they’re 
science fiction, horror, fantasy, or whatever, 
is the promotional artwork and that whole 
mystique that surrounds them. Frequently 
the movie sucks, but some of them are pretty 
great. Take Luigi Cozzi’s Starcrash, for exam- 
ple. It’s like the Maserati of exploitation films. 
It’s got tons of great bells and whistles all over 
it, but the special effects are so terrible and 
the acting - David Hasselhoff, Marjoe Gortner, 
and former Bond girl Caroline Munro [The Spy 
Who Loved Me] are in it - is so atrocious that it 
becomes this whole other thing [that] achieves 
a kind of transcendent genius. It’s actually one 
of the few exploitation films where the poster 
isn’t nearly as cool as the movie.” 

Romano continues: “Obviously someone 
who isn’t interested in this type of film isn’t 
going to be the biggest audience for this 
book. But I’m hoping that people will plug 
into the fact that, at the end of the day, I’m 
telling a story about the people who made 
these films and not just fucking around with 
Photoshop and my friends. This is a reel 
story; it’s just not, you know, real. When 
you watch an exploitation movie, especially 
one that’s a little lesser-known, like [Robert F. 
Slatzer’s] The Hellcats or [Lee Frost’s] Chain 
Gang Women, you don’t really click to the 
fact that they were made by living, breathing 
people. You kind of get the impression that 
they just kind of happened and arrived in 
front of you in the video store fully formed. 
Which, when you think about it, is how 
we used to feel as kids. Back then, movies 
were just these wondrous things that were 
invented and just appeared out of nowhere. 
But as we got older, we realized that people 
like John Carpenter made them.” 

And then we either go make them ourselves 
or make them up, as in Shock Festival. The line 
between the grind house and the daily grind 
continues to blur (note the box-office failure/ 
DVD success of Quentin Tarantino and Robert 
Rodriguez’s Grindhouse), turning Romano’s 
pseudo-journalistic accomplishment into a 
genuine revelation, an event that’s rarely if 
ever been done before outside of the long- 
gone, sorely missed Deuce: the merging of fact 
and fiction into something too outrageous to 
be the truth and too disarmingly ghastly/gor- 
geous to be anything but. 

Here’s blood in your popcorn. ■

I’LL COME RUNNING 

D: Spencer Parsons; with Melonie Diaz, Jon 
Lange, Christian Tafdrup, Birgitte Raaberg, 
Morten Hoist. 

In former Chronicle contributor Parsons’ 
feature directorial debut, the drowsy conven- 
tions of mumblecore get the shot of emotional 
calamity they’ve been crying out for, exposing 
a generation’s disaffection and irony as little 
more than protective cover against a world of 
real hurt and desire. Up-and-comer Diaz (Be 
Kind Rewind ) plays Veronica, an Austinite with 
a lousy job and a sharp tongue who learns 
the hard way about the dangers of falling in 
love with a Danish backpacker. Though mod- 
est in tone and ambling in structure, I'll Come 
Running is smart enough to know when to 
keep its audience at arm’s length and pas- 
sionate enough to understand when to pull 
the rug out from under its feet with a great 
emotional wallop. Co-starring Lange as the 
traveling Dane Pelle and Tafdrup as his mess 
of a best friend, Soren, I'll Come Running is 
a heartfelt and observant drama about the 
wreckage that piles up when love, lust, guilt, 
confusion, curiosity, and loyalty come crash- 
ing together. - Josh Rosenblatt 

A GOOD DAY TO BE BLACK & SEXY 

D: Dennis Dortch; with Chonte Harris, 

Marcuis Harris, Mylika Davis, Alphonso 
Johnson, Emily Liu. 

There are many films about sex, attrac- 
tion, and Eros, but few are as honest as this 
series of six interrelated vignettes. Dortch’s 
film astutely captures the emotional land 
mines people set off when oblivious to the 
fact that sex is a psychic and emotional 
experience as much as it is a physical one. 
Whether it’s the woman having an affair with 
a married man who articulates the terms 
of the relationship yet behaves like the 
wronged woman when he returns to his wife 
or the teenage girl who connects with an 
older man only to discover that bliss does 
not automatically come with sex, A Good 
Day manages to bring to the surface all 
those confusing, awkward, maddening, and, 
ultimately, very human choices about sex. 
While the film may remind you of moments 
you’d rather forget in your own sexual past, 
a strong cast and Dortch’s fresh perspective 
keep you watching. - Belinda Acosta 


THE ATOM SMASHERS 

D: Clayton Brown, Monica Long Ross. 

Tiny, theoretical formulas have been making 
huge news lately and not only on Wall Street. 
Scientists in Switzerland recently turned on the 
European Organization for Nuclear Reasearch’s 
(CERN) Large Hadron Collider, a massive 
“atom smasher” with a 17-mile circumference 
designed for the express purpose of discovering 
the subatomic building block of the universe, 
dubbed the “God particle.” Unfortunately, the 
Large Hadron Collider is glitchy and currently 
offline, which is likely cold comfort for CERN’s 
American counterparts at the Fermilab in 
Batavia, III. They’re the subject of this engaging, 
smart, and often wryly humorous look at the 
men and women (and couples) who man the 
front lines of scientific discovery in an America 
where science is not only no longer “cool” but 
is actively being barred from political discourse. 
Such is the fate of these unsung, genuinely 
heroic scientists as they race against time to 
beat their “competitive collaborators” in Europe 
while funding cuts and a potential Nobel Prize 
keep them working around the clock. Smart like 
Einstein and cool like Einstein with his tongue 
sticking out, Brown’s tight doc may well be the 
only film you ever see that makes you long to 
be a particle physicist. - Marc Savlov 

LES NINJAS DU JAPON 

D: Giovanni Giommi 

Les Ninjas du Japon is about a team of 
Japanese cyclists in Africa, in much the 
same way that the Tour de France is about 
sightseeing in the Alps and Pyrenees while 
tooling around on a bike. From the film’s 
opening shot, writer/director Giommi is far 
more interested in what happens in the fore- 
ground and behind the action at the Tour 
du Faso as opposed to the race itself. With 
inspired assistance from cinematographer 
Bruno Pappalettera and editor Fabio Capalbo, 
Giommi explores cultural disparities and meet- 
ing points when a semipro cycling team from 
Asia enters the 20th edition of Africa’s largest 
bicycle stage race. Through a series of arrest- 
ing miniaturist images, Giommi uncovers layers 
of meaning, political and human, in a sporting 
event that, though modest, draws competitors 
from around the world to one of the world’s 
poorest and unstable nations. - John Davidson

VISUAL ACOUSTICS: 

THE MODERNISM 
OF JULIUS SHULMAN 

D: Eric Bricker. 

It’s been nearly 80 years since Julius 
Shulman stumbled into the center of the bold 
new modernist world bubbling up in the des- 
erts and hills of Southern California. Since 
then, he’s become a legend of architectural 
photography, and his mesmerizing, sen- 
sual, iconic pictures of the work of Rudolph 
Schindler, Richard Neutra, Frank Lloyd Wright, 
Frank Gehry, and countless others have 
become as revered as the buildings they 
immortalize. In this remarkable documentary, 
first-time director Bricker follows Shulman as 
he revisits the houses that made him famous 

- some which he hasn’t laid eyes on in 50 
years, even as his photographs of them have 
become indispensable - mapping the twists 
and turns of 20th century aesthetics as they 
go. Still spry and sharp at 98, the old master 
seems only too happy to recount his glories 
and celebrate a legacy that’s as responsible 
for the global triumph of modernism as any 
Picasso rectangle or Stravinsky ballet. Not 
bad for a kid from Brooklyn. - Josh Rosenblatt 

JOHNNY CASH AT FOLSOM PRISON 

D: Bestor Cram. 

Recorded in 1968, Johnny Cash at Folsom 
Prison was a career-saving album - some say 
career -making. But while the powerhouse con- 
cert was a milestone, no film crew joined the 
Man in Black for part of the historic show. So 
the decision to push a documentary film on the 
concert to the fore more than 40 years later is 
peculiar. However, considering Cash’s legacy, 
it’s hard to argue with the film’s relevance. 
Director Cram enlists Cash’s daughter Rosanne 
and former bandmates such as Marty Stewart 
to shed light on both the man and the musician. 
Ironically, it turns out the most gripping story 
in the film does not end up Cash’s. Rather, the 
most compelling character in the film is Glen 
Sherley, who wrote the memorable “Greystone 
Chapel,” which Cash performed at Folsom 
Prison. With just 90 minutes to revisit Cash’s 
legacy and the heartrending story of Sherley 

- who would commit suicide shortly after his 

release - this revisiting of the Folsom Prison 
(especially sans performance footage) will leave 
some feeling shortchanged. - Dan Oko 


THE TREE OF GHIBET 

D: Nevina Satta, Amedeo D’Adamo; with 
Corinne Kameny, Andre Bang, Elisee Kounde. 

A small boy (Kounde) is left in the city by 
his aunt to fend for himself and finds him- 
self taken in by a witch and her gang of little 
thieves. If that sounds fantastical, it belies 
this hard-hitting drama that owes more to 
Ken Loach than Eli Roth. Semi-improvised 
by the real street-children of Douala in 
Cameroon for the Traveling Film School 
charity, this is a stark lesson in the unbear- 
able hardships of life in one of the world’s 
poorest nations. The same social realism is 
what makes the witch Ghibet - part pimp, 
part savior to the children - a witch. In a 
nation where abandoning a child for “demo- 
niacal possession” is legal, Ghibet’s visions 
are no more mysterious than a stick. So it’s 
first-time actress Kameny’s weird, erratic, 
and pained performance as Ghibet that 
grounds this rough-hewn film in stinking, 
despairing reality. - Richard Whittaker 

A QUIET LITTLE MARRIAGE 

D: Mo Perkins; with Cy Carter, Mary 
Elizabeth Ellis, Charlie Day, Jimmi Simpson, 
Melanie Lynskey. 

The young, mildly hipster, NPR-listening 
couple Dax (Carter) and Olive (Ellis) are in 
nearly every scene of A Quiet Little Marriage, 
which hums along on a central conceit: When 
Dax discovers a grand deception being per- 
petrated by Olive, instead of confronting her, 
he embarks on an equally devious strategy. 
The plot is a matter, then, of waiting to see 
who learns the truth first. But there’s little 
suspense in this placid, lovely looking movie 
and not enough explained about the two main 
characters. Each is given one other person to 
talk to - an irresponsible, alcoholic brother for 
Dax and a near-mute elderly father for Olive. 
These supporting characters cause worry for 
Dax and Olive but don’t provide any perspec- 
tive on the happy-except-for-that-huge-lie 
couple. As a result, the film feels claustro- 
phobic and a bit too thin to hold interest. A 
Quiet Little Marriage is meant to be a study 
of a relationship, not a revelation, although 
the ending holds an unexpected development 
that’s pitch-perfect. - Theresa Everline

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A Strange Brew of 
Old and New Media

I’m officially “conferenced” out. Last 
week, I attended the Austin Film Festival 
(there was a TV presence among the pan- 
els), and the week before that I was at the 
Flow Conference at the University of Texas, 
where TV scholars gathered to commiserate. 
It was all very interesting and useful, but 
back-to-back conferences left little time for 
reflection. I’m still sorting through my notes 
and figuring out what I took away. (You can 
read my blogs on the AFF panels I attended 
at austinchronicle.com/pip.) 

Throughout both conferences, I was taken 
back to the comment Barry Sonnenfeld 
made at this year’s Emmy Awards: “Fear the 
Internet, and love TV” I have no idea what 
Sonnenfeld meant, but on face value, it seems 
to echo what became blazingly clear at both 
conferences: Like it or not, the TV viewing 
experience - or rather, the consumption of 
content for the small screen - is changing. 

The current strange brew of TV and the 
Internet, creative content and commercial 
gain, has created a great deal of anxiety from 
the old guard on one end of the spectrum 
and a great sense of anticipation by creatives 
on the other. The fear seems to be fueled by 
the need for commercials with a lot of atten- 
tion paid to product placement and how DVR 
viewing is threatening the core reason that 
TV exists - which is apparently to make 
money. Now I’m not against mak- 
ing money, and I realize there has 
to be a way for creators to make 
content without going into debt, 
but in order to survive the com- 
ing change, the old guard has to 
rethink how it does business. 

Interestingly, I think the answer 
lies in the past. Yes, I gleefully fast- 
forward past commercials on my DVR 
but tolerate them when watching the same 
show on my computer. Why? First, I have no 
choice, but more importantly, because they 
are brief, often stylish presentations that are 
not as concerned with interrupting with a 
sales pitch as they are with announcing the 
sponsorship of the program - as in the early 
days of TV As a viewer, I don’t care about 
the product, but I do notice when a sponsor 
makes it possible for me to enjoy my favorite 
program in peace. 

As for the “DVR problem,” this “issue” 
makes me crazy. It’s the same whiny com- 
plaint broadcast TV levels against cable TV 
from time to time: They have more freedom; 
we have too many restrictions; wah wah wah. 
The limitations should inspire creativity, and 
by this I don’t mean clever product place- 
ment. The appearance of a product in the 
normal course of events in an episode doesn’t 
offend me. Pretending like it’s an important 
part of the episode does. I don’t need to see 




the Burger King or Ronald McDonald in a 
supporting role. Unless you’re Tina Fey and 
can devilishly parody product placement (as 
in 30 Rock), my tolerance for the hard sell 
is very, very low. This is the reason I believe 
interactive TV has not taken off the way it 
was first conceived. One of the early ideas 
behind interactive TV was that you could 
find out where a character got her hair cut 
or find a dealer for the cool car that she was 
driving. No, I don’t watch TV because I want 
to go shopping. I watch TV to watch TV 
Ditto with watching content online. 

Referencing this battle between commer- 
cials and product placement and mon- 
etizing vs. creatives and content 
creators, a participant at the Flow 
Conference asked, “Who do you 
think will win?” My response 
was that I hope the viewer 
wins. The viewers, after all, are 
the whole reason behind all 
this consternation, aren’t they? 
Everyone wants the eyes. So I was 
giddy once again when screenwriter 
Todd Berger (Rung Fu Panda and the 
creator behind online parody The Googling) 
stated at one of the few online-specific 
panels at AFF that prototypes are currently 
being designed to not only allow viewers to 
gather content but to exploit whatever media 
hardware is at hand - making the media 
viewing/listening experience totally mobile 
and user-friendly. When will this wonder- 
ful technology occur? Speculating is always 
a dangerous game, but it seems to me that 
when the technology catches up with the 
need and the obvious desire, and barring any 
concerted efforts by those who would prefer 
to keep doing business as usual, the change 
could occur in my lifetime. I don’t think TV 
as we know it will ever completely go away, 
but if there were ever a case, and a time, to 
start thinking outside of that familiar box, I 
think that it’s now.

He purchased the 
Backyard in January 1993 with Jeff Blank 
from Hudson’s on the Bend, slowly trans- 
forming the venue into a 5,000-capacity Hill Country oasis, 
followed two years later by its Downtown counterpart, the 
Austin Music Hall. The considerably smaller Glenn was 
added to the Backyard’s grounds in 2005, around the same 
time the corporate concrete sprawl known as the Shops at 
the Galleria opened, making parking for the venue a con- 
stant stress. O’Connor cites the development as the primary 
reason why Direct Events has decided to close its current 
configuration of the Backyard after this weekend. 

“The experience had lost a bit of its magic, and I didn’t 
want to take on any of the challenges of being in the middle 
of a shopping center,” says O’Connor, adding that the issue 
has improved this season. “I would have thought that as

the community grew up around us, we would have been 
included a bit more.” 

The final celebration begins on Saturday with a free show 
from Del Castillo, while the Red Headed Stranger returns for 
Sunday’s swan song, which also features Ruthie Foster, the 
Gourds, Grupo Fantasma, Kelly Willis, Carolyn Wonderland, 
Nakia & His Southern Cousins, the Lucky Tomblin Band, 
and Elizabeth Wills. 

Even then, however, there’s no guarantee the venue will 
close its doors for good. 

While the Backyard’s 8.3 acres currently list for $12.6 mil- 
lion through Texas Realty, O’Connor is strongly considering 
taking the property off the market and transforming it into a 
more intimate and locally oriented attraction, akin to its early 
years or that of the Nutty Brown Cafe and Amphitheatre. 
He also has two tracts of land under contract at the north- 
western corner of RR 620 and Highway 71 West, totaling 57 
acres, which are tentatively planned for a new venue, upon 
approval from the city of Bee Cave. 

“We’re not real sure what we’re going to do,” O’Connor 
admits. “I’m going to see how I feel after Willie and hopefully 
come to a decision.”

Teen Spirit 

U18 going on 21: Teen acts of tomorrow and tonight 


Four Bands to Know

Despite the local proliferation of music 
schools, teen bands are considered a nov- 
elty. True, native sons We Go to 11 got 
booked at this year’s Austin City Limits 
Music Festival and Perry Farrell partnered 
with the Austin chapter of the Paul Green 
School of Rock in Chicago at Lollapalooza 
2008, but is this really the bellwether of 
change? Let’s put it this way: It’s beginning 
to smell like teen spirit around here. 

Yes, watching teens and preteens play 
rock & roll is adorable, but they aren’t 
doing it to be cute. Remember that teen 
bands drove the sound of Texas rock & 
roll in the 1960s. Roky Erickson deliv- 
ered his mighty yawp at the age of 18 on 
1965’s “You’re Gonna Miss Me,” every- 
thing whirling inside the song developing 
in his teenage mind. Although the Beatles 
altered the pop music dynamic of bands by 
writing and performing their own songs, 
Lubbock’s Buddy Holly 
& the Crickets did that 
years before the Fab Four 
set foot here. Okay, so 
the hiccup with the thick 
glasses was 22 when he 
died in 1959, but he 
was a teenager when he 
wrote some of his big- 
gest hits. Doug Sahm 
was performing in San 
Antone well before he 
was in his teens. 

Community support 
once existed for these 
young bands in a way 
it hasn’t for decades. 

Nonclub venues such as city parks, com- 
munity halls, and neighborhood recre- 
ation centers, as well as school parties, 
church functions, coffeehouses, pizza 
joints, and “teen canteens,” were once 
geared toward entertaining nondrink- 
ing audiences in the 1950s and 1960s. 
Contrast that with new neighborhoods in 
Austin being developed today with no bus 
service. No way to get out, no way to get 
back home. How can they go some place 
when they can’t get there? 

And where is “there” anyway? All-ages 
clubs are accessible, but opening slots gen- 
erally fall to more established acts. Local 
venues such as the Parlor, Momo’s, Ruta 
Maya, Antone’s, and Threadgill’s World 
Headquarters accommodate the under- 18 
set but not on a regular basis. That means 
no consistent place for young musicians to 
hang out, be seen and heard, network, be 
exposed to one another’s music - nowhere 


to call their own. And that’s just one of 
many hitches they face as musicians as 
they dream of ACL stages. 

Another is a contemporary variation 
of what used to be known as the “stage 
mother.” Call her the “backstage mother,” 
though the offending parent may well 
be the father, too. They cluck about gigs, 
complain about paying cover, saddle their 
offspring with unrealistic expectations, 
interfere in band politics, and yes, even 
buy them pricey equipment. Take this to 
the bank: No matter how much they whine 
for a special-edition Stratocaster, the Squier 
is a fine guitar for a 12-year-old. 

Then there’s the sex and excess. Your 
kids may know more than you think, but 
they don’t know as much as they think. 
Remember wearing a “sex, drugs, and rock 
& roll” T and yelling “paaarrrty!!!” while 
trying to cadge a brewski and get lucky? 

That’s your kid. Have you 
looked at her MySpace 
page lately? It probably 
says she’s 23 years old 
and trying to get laid. 

Yet, the time is now 
to acknowledge the grow- 
ing strength of this talent 
pool. The local explosion 
of teen acts - or, as White 
Denim might say, “expo- 
sion” - and proliferation 
of U18 talent is a direct 
result of years of culti- 
vation through schools, 
camps, and private les- 
sons. The schools and 
camps and streets are full of them, and 
they’re looking for the next step. This is 
why investment in the next generation is 
crucial 

Something innate within the Lone Star 
psyche imbues Texas music with an inde- 
finable power. Texas blues, for example, is 
rarely short of young guitar slingers eager 
to don the SRV hat and wail. Sure, Charlie 
Sexton and Jake Andrews made their marks 
before age 18, but seeing talents such as 
Eve Monsees, Gary Clark, and Will Knaak 
develop is something Austin can take pride 
in. Pay attention, because guitarists such 
as Justin Jacobs, Fabi Reyna, Zeke Jarmon, 
and Henry Gillespie are coming up to bat. 
Time to cheer the new home team, because 
they’re the local all-stars of tomorrow, or 
even next week. 

Until then, have sympathy for the little 
devils. And don’t ask to be on the guest 
list. Just pay the cover. ■ 


Fireants 

When this year’s Austin Music Award winners 
for Best Teen Band Jenny Wolfe & the Pack went 
their separate ways, Packsters Zeke Jarmon, 
Steven Campbell, and Ian Stewart swarmed to 
bassist Rebecca Pledger and drummer Victor 
Ziolkowski to form the Fireants.

Face it: Your parents have been schlepping 
you to and from lessons and gigs for most of your 
teens. They’re bored, and they don’t come to the 
shows anymore, but you don’t have a car and 
couldn’t afford gas if you did. Your friends who 
like music have their own bands. Even your little 
sister who used to come to your gigs has a band. 

All-ages gigs seem a little babyish these days, 
and 13-year-olds are getting your old slots because 
they’re younger and cuter. The over-21 venues are 
hard to break into. When you get gigs in adult ven- 
ues, your friends can’t always come, because your 
set is late or their parents are terrified their kids 
will come home from Sixth Street tattooed. You 
can’t drink, and the money from the last gig barely 
paid for the cigarettes outlawed in clubs when you 
were in middle school. Welcome to the real world. 


Promoting Your Gig 

• Work those MySpace, Facebook, Imeem 
pages! Keep your gig calendar current and com- 
plete and your photos reasonably sized. 

• Make sure you are listed in the newspapers’ 
club listings or announcement sections. Area 
publications such as Oak Hill Gazette and 
Slaughter Creek Reporter offer extra opportuni- 
ties for listings. Buy an ad if you can afford it. 

• Encourage your friends to each bring a 
friend, but forget about “street teams.” Your 


Was it fun while it lasted? Yes, but that’s the 
natural order of things growing up, having the rug 
yanked out from under you just when your stride 
feels confident. How you deal with those changes 
will determine the course of your career. Booking 
is its own daunting effort that requires patience 
and organization, and you have to take a more 
active role in promoting your gigs, not just having 
Mom send an e-mail to the school listserv (see 
“Promoting Your Gig,” right). Romance and rela- 
tionships are a bigger part of your life, too, with 
their own kinds of havoc. Keep practicing. 

And take heart: When you turn 18, life will 
change once again because now you will offi- 
cially be an adult and you will suddenly have 
freedom you didn’t imagine before. Soon 
enough, those 13-year-olds will be 17 and won- 
dering what happened to their gigs.

LUCINDA WILLIAMS 

Little Honey ( Lost Highway) 

Like Austin itself, a city she called 
home in the 1970s, Lucinda Williams 
has long bent country poetry to her own 
needs, creating a folksy sound part 
rock, part blues, and all heart. With 
Little Honey, she pays back fans whose 
faith had waned as her songwriting grew 
pedantic on recent albums such as 
West. “I’ve found the love I’ve been look- 
ing for, standing up behind an electric 
guitar,” she crows on the opening track, 
“Real Love.” Whether that’s the player 
or the playing is never made clear, but 
it’s crystal Williams has her joy back. 
Older songs from her catalog (“If Wishes 
Were Horses,” “Well Well Well”) are well- 
harvested to join the new, all masterfully 
laid down by her seasoned road band, 
Buick 6. The barroom shuffle of “Circles 
and X’s” drinks the heart out of an after- 
noon, while “Honey Bee” demonstrates 
that women of a certain age can still 
sound as raw and randy as teenagers. 
Guests include Matthew Sweet and 
Suzanna Hoffs, while Elvis Costello duets 
on “Jailhouse Tears,” a she-said-he-said 
that plants a sloppy, knowing kiss on 
the C&W classics of Tammy and George, 
Johnny and June. Williams wraps with 
AC/DC’s “It’s a Long Way to the Top,” 
a totally unnecessary cover that none- 
theless - along with her sporadic Janis 
Joplin-like chuckles - reminds us that it’s 
better to rock out than fade away.

RAPHAEL SAADIQ 

The Way I See It 
(Columbia) 

How long cats can 
pretend it’s 1965 is 
anyone’s guess, but if 
the results sound this 
uncanny, who’s complain- 
ing? Former Tony! Toni! Tone! singer Raphael 
Saadiq re-creates the Motown sound like no 
one before him, “Keep Marchin”' echoing the 
civil rights era message music of Sam Cooke 
and the Staple Singers, while Motor City mon- 
ster “100 Yard Dash” demands a sprint to 
the dance floor. Saadiq’s tenor cruises down 
Smokey Robinson Boulevard on the Joss 
Stone-guested “Just One Kiss,” and Stevie 
Wonder blows harp on “Never Give You Up.” 
Despite the Jimmy Ruffin cover pose, The 
Way I See It offers a few subtle hints of the 
present. The brass-laden “Big Easy” sheds 
tears over broken levees, and Saadiq proposi- 
tions his boo with new-millennium bluntness 
on “Let’s Take a Walk.” Tony! Toni! Tone! has 
done it again! 


THE STREETS 

Everything Is Borrowed 
(Vice) 

Rather than focusing 
on the perils of stardom 
littering 2006’s The 
Hardest Way to Make 
an Easy Living, Mike 
Skinner’s fourth Streets release finds him 
“providing for my wife is the vibe I’m on in 
life.” Such good will isn’t all that separates 
Everything Is Borrowed from its sad-sap prede- 
cessor. Where Hardest banged garage grime, 
Borrowed pulls strings “On the Flip of a Coin” 
and hops up the disco-funk for abstinence 
anthem “Never Give In.” Yes, woe is still the 
Brit; Skinner considers the apocalypse (“The 
Way of the Dodo”) and plays the hopeless 
romantic (“I Love You More [Thank You Like 
Me]”), but Everything's title track - preach- 
ing, “I came into this world with nothing, and 
I’ll leave with nothing but love” - suggests 
Skinner has come to terms with this crazy 
little thing called love.

BEN FOLDS 

Way to Normal (Epic) 

Those displeased by 
the sensitive singer- 
songwriter pose Ben 
Folds slipped into with 
his first two solo discs 
are likely to find some 
joy in Way to Normal, a return to the snark- 
filled piano-bashing and redolent melodies of 
his yesteryear. Tunes such as the fluffy “Bitch 
Went Nuts,” strident “Errant Dog,” and Elton 
John rip “Hiroshima (B B B Benny Hit His 
Head)” are goofy like They Might Be Giants 
yet never quite edgy enough. Perky hooks 
distinguish “You Don’t Know Me,” featuring 
Regina Spektor, and in an emotional moment, 
“Cologne” is penetrating and dark. Folds has 
rightly earned the Joe Jackson, Billy Joel, pia- 
no-man comparisons, but Way to Normal also 
distances itself from that path. Fortunately, 
one senses Folds will never grow up all the 
way. (Ben Folds plays the 88s Saturday, 
Oct. 25, at Stubb’s.)

CALEXICO 

Carried to Dust 
(Quarterstick) 

For 10 years now, 

Calexico has branded its 
dusky, Southwestern bal- 
ladry with mariachi horns 
and rhythms, weaving an 
intensely intricate array of styles into a familiar 
whole. The Tucson, Ariz., troupe’s sixth proper LP 
ranks among its best, setting itself in line with 
2003’s exceptional Feast of Wire. Joey Burns’ 
vocals remain hushed and subtly mesmerizing 
throughout, whispering with the calm force of 
Jim White on “Bend to the Road” and carrying a 
touch of Dire Straits in “Writer’s Minor Holiday.” 
Collaborations provide the album’s backbone, 
especially Jairo Zavala’s rugged Spanish verse 
on opening ode “Victor Jara’s Hands” and Pieta 
Brown’s delicate country duet “Slowness.” Iron 
& Wine’s Sam Beam returns to back the lilting 
flamenco of “House of Valparaiso.” Carried to 
Dust feels like a precise parsing of Calexico’s 
best elements, a lingering, understated beauty. 
(Calexico dusts up Antone’s, Friday, Nov. 7.)

JOAN OSBORNE 

Little Wild One (Plum 
Records/Womanly Hips) 

Sometimes the hardest 
lesson for artists is deliver- 
ing the goods that brought 
them their audience in the 
first place. Joan Osborne didn’t wander too far 
from the dynamic Relish after it hit in 1995, 
but her subsequent recordings haven’t cap- 
tured her as wonderfully all-around until Little 
Wild One. Osborne’s stock-in-trade remains her 
voice, earthy, confident, and as at home with 
the Chieftains as Bob Dylan or Spearhead. 

That she’s written or co-written nine of the 
11 songs means Little Wild One is shaped 
from within. Bolstered by the team that made 
Relish, “Hallelujah in the City,” “Sweeter Than 
the Rest,” and the stunning “Bury Me on the 
Battery” imbue Osborne’s latest with a grace 
and respect she’s earned.

KINGS OF LEON 

Only by the Night (RCA) 

Three LPs and a pair 
of EPs since 2003, and 
now with their fourth 
album, Kings of Leon 
have upgraded from vin- 
tage Camaro to Hummer. 

Only by the Night sounds 
every bit Achtung Baby, 
but confirms suspicions 
about individuals who would drive such a vehicle. 
Opener “Closer” strobes a sonic upgrade to the 
Tennessee quartet initially hailed as one-third 
trinity of Southern rock’s renaissance. Drive-by 
Truckers and My Morning Jacket have similarly 
experienced compositional erosion, and like the 
latter, Kings of Leon here depend on a major 
label production budget rather than hooks. Caleb 
Followill’s nasal yelp remains totally disarming, 
but the stupidity of “Sex on Fire” douses all cred- 
ibility. With midpoint “Revelry” comes a satisfy- 
ing Southern humidity in Penthouse forum “17” 
and “I Want You,” but a messy arrangement tor- 
pedoes “Be Somebody.” 2007’s Because of the 
Times also boasted style over substance. Stop 
getting bad haircuts, Caleb. (Kings of Leon sold 
out Austin Music Hall, Saturday, Oct. 25.)

Jazz Icons’ third DVD series features another 
seven jazz giants preserved live for the ages. 
While American TV networks virtually ignored 
the incomparable musicians who fueled the 
golden age of jazz, European television was 
quick to embrace these musical titans. Captured 
between 1958 and 1975, these performances 
are invaluable documentations. Most visually 
compelling of the series is Roland Kirk in his 
pre-Rahsaan days, multiple reeds dangling 
from his neck. Playing three to five instruments 
simultaneously, he’s an astounding one-man 
horn section. Cannonball Adderley’s horn line is 
pretty damn impressive, too, with brother Nat 
and Yusef Lateef joining the altoist with young 
pianist Joe Zawinul. They smoke through both of 
their hard bop sets. Saxophone colossus Sonny 
Rollins (returning to Austin’s Bass Concert Hall 
May 3), blows up a storm in both a pianoless trio 


and a quartet, highlighting a fertile period in his 
illustrious career. Nina Simone takes no prison- 
ers in two riveting sets of largely original mate- 
rial that reflect the civil rights consciousness 
of the times. Oscar Peterson fronted one of the 
greatest piano trios of all time with bassist Ray 
Brown and drummer Ed Thigpen. Hardly break- 
ing a sweat, they swing with faultless precision. 
Hunched over his piano, Bill Evans is character- 
istically introspective and impressionistic on five 
different dates from 1964 to ’75, the last two 
of which are the only sets to appear in color. 
Revered saxman Lee Konitz on one track is a 
pleasant surprise. The odd man out is vibraphon- 
ist/bandleader/showman Lionel Hampton, whose 
entertaining and swinging big-band concert from 
1958 is decidedly old-school when viewed in the 
company of all the other modernists in this col- 
lection. - Jay Trachtenberg

The estimated 1 million Japanese (almost all males) who suffer from the major 
anti-social funk called hikikomori and confine themselves inside (typically, 
a bedroom in a parent’s home) for months at a time without live human 
interaction were mentioned in “News of the Weird” in 2000 and 2005. In 
July, the Japanese software company Avex produced a video to help those 
men, which simply features a series of young women staring into the lens, 
occasionally saying, “Good morning,” so that hikikomori sufferers can practice 
feeling the gazes of strangers. 


Correction: Two weeks ago, “News of the 
Weird” mentioned a story from the Ocala, 
Fla., Star-Banner that accused school board 
candidate Bernard LeCorn of not having col- 
lege degrees from the institutions he 
claimed. Subsequently, the Star-Banner cor- 
rected its story.

LEAD STORY 

Developing Democracies: Candidates for 
local office in Brazil can either register under 
their own names or make them up, and in 
the October election this year, three candi- 
dates chose “Barack Obama” (none won), 
and others registered under “Bill Clinton,” 
“Jorge Bushi,” and “Chico bin Laden,” but 
more than 200 offered themselves under the 
name of the country’s popular president, Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva. And in July, when the 
government of India tried to push its historic 
nuclear pact with the United States through 
the parliament, it found six more votes 
among elected members who were serving 
prison sentences and ordered them released 
so they could vote for the bill. (Nearly one- 
fourth of the 540-member parliament have 
criminal charges pending against them.) 

NEWS THAT SOUNDS LIKE A JOKE 

1) Britain’s Bristol City Council warned res- 
idents in government housing in September 
to always leave their sheds unlocked. 


Otherwise, thieves would have to break the 
doors down to get inside, and taxpayers 
would be stuck with the repair bills. 2) 

Atlanta Pentecostal preacher Thomas Meeks 
told the Journal-Constitution in October that 
he was “in talks” to create a Si/rv/Vor-type TV 
reality show in which the twice-divorced evan- 
gelist navigates a field of single women and 
selects a winner. Holy Hook Up: Who Will Be 
the Next Mrs. Weeks? will, he said, be a “very 
tasteful, five-star presentation.” 

POLICE BLOTTER 

Awesome: Police in Dortmund, Germany, 
arrested six Romanian men in June and 
charged them with stealing from trucks on 
the open highway. Allegedly, the thieves 
would drive their own truck carefully up 
behind a tractor-trailer at highway speed, 
and a man on the hood would reach out 
and open the back of the rig with a bolt cut- 
ter. He would climb in and loot the rig of 
computers and cell phones by passing them 
out to a partner sitting on the hood of the 
trailing truck. 

Almost Awesome: Motorist Michael Mills 
Jr., 38, who was making a getaway from 
police in Chesapeake, Va. (who wanted him 
on identity-theft charges), broke through a 
drawbridge warning arm and tried to jump 
( Dukes of Hazzard- style) onto the span that 
was being lowered (but which wouldn’t be 
completely down for another several min- 
utes). He missed, and the car plunged into 
the Elizabeth River, where it sank (but Mills 
was rescued and arrested). 


GREAT ART! 

Chilean-Danish artist Marco Evaristti is 
working with condemned Texas inmate Gene 
Hathorn, 47 (convicted killer of three in 
1985), on an anti-capital-punishment exhibit 
to be staged after Hathorn ’s execution. The 
murderer’s body would be frozen, then made 
into flakes that museum visitors could feed 
to goldfish. Evaristti is most noted for his 
2000 exhibit in which he placed live goldfish 
in several electric blenders and invited muse- 
umgoers to turn them on. 

An unfortunate burst of wind disrupted an 
outside art installation at the Paul Klee 
Center in Bern, Switzerland, in August, ripping 
an inflatable exhibit from its moorings and 
carrying it away. The exhibit, by American Paul 
McCarthy, was a sculpture titled Complex 
Shit, and the inflatable item was supposed to 
be a dog-dropping the size of a house. 
Explained the Klee Center’s website (chal- 
lengingly), the show features “interweaving, 
diverse, not to say conflictive emphases and 
a broad spectrum of items to form a dynamic 
exchange of parallel and self-eclipsing spatial 
and temporal zones.” (Or, wrote London’s 
Daily Telegraph in broken French, it is “what 
happens when la merde hits le ventilateur.") 

Sculptor Marc Quinn unveiled Siren in 
October at the British Museum, feting the 
model Kate Moss, who posed for him, 
though not quite in the position Quinn ulti- 
mately created. Siren is life-sized, 18-karat 
gold (that cost Quinn around $2 million), and 
treats the gaudiness of the so-called super- 
model. As such, Moss is posed seated, hold- 
ing her legs behind her head. (Some but not 
all news outlets chose to show Siren mod- 
estly, from the side rather than the front.) 

RECURRING THEMES 

Least Competent Criminals: 1) A 30-year- 
old man appears to be the most recent per- 
son (according to the account of police in 
Woodland, Calif., in August) to attempt to 
throw burning fireworks at a target while trav- 
eling in a car but having the toss fail to clear 
the window and thus explode inside the car. 

He was hospitalized. 2) In another familiar 
scene, two 18-year-old men spotted police 
approaching their trailer-park home in Salina, 
Kan., in August; panicked; and tossed illegal 
drugs out a window. However, police spotted 
the flying drugs even though they had original- 
ly intended only to serve warrants on two of 
the men’s neighbors. The men were arrested. 

DIGNIFIED DEATH 

From the self-composed obituary in the 
Capser, Wyo. Star Tribune of James William 
“Jim” Adams, who died Sept. 9: “Jim, who 
had tired of reading obituaries noting other’s 
courageous battles with this or that disease, 
wanted it known that he had lost his battle 
... primarily as a result of ... not following 
doctor’s orders. ... He was sadly deprived of 
his final wish, which was to be run over by a 
beer truck on the way to the liquor store to 
buy booze for a date.”

North Main BBQ in Euless, Texas, claims to 
have the best ribs in the world, and it has the 
awards to back up that claim. More to the 
point, it has the juicy pork ribs to support its 
lofty assertion. 

You won’t go wrong trying anything on the 
menu at North Main’s $12 all-you-can-eat buffet. 
This joint serves chicken, pork shoulder, and a 
variety of side dishes to make a full meal. The 
pork ribs and beef brisket are legendary on both 
sides of the Dallas-Fort Worth Metroplex. 

The secret to great pork ribs is to slow-cook 
them, says Hubert Green, proprietor of North 
Main BBQ. When a rack of ribs comes hot out 
of the smoker, the pit boss coats them with bar- 
becue sauce. “That seals in the juices and fla- 
vor,” Green says. 

“With brisket, you have to start with good- 
quality meat,” he says. Then he cooks it with 
the fat side up so the juices filter through the 
meat. After the excess fat is trimmed off, you’re 
left with a succulent slice of beef. 

Green learned barbecuing by practice. Back 
in the Eighties, he owned a trucking business 
that specialized in hauling dirt and stone. 

“Every Friday, a friend and I would meet at a fel- 
la’s back yard over in the Love Field area for 
barbecue,” Green says. “Best damn barbecue 
in town, but he didn’t have a permit, and the 
city shut him down.” 

Without a place to drink beer and eat barbe- 
cue, the two friends rented a portable smoker

and put it behind Green’s office. “We started in 
1981 with 25 pounds of ribs that we fixed on 
Friday afternoons for employees, customers, 
and a few friends,” Green says. Pretty soon they 
were up to 50 pounds of ribs per week, and by 
1982, they were charging folks $5 per head. 

After seven years of hauling dirt during the 
week and slinging barbecue on weekends, 

Green decided that one of the businesses had 
to go. “The price of fuel and tires were going 
up, but the price of hauling wasn’t,” Green says. 
On Dec. 1, 1988, he devoted himself to the 
fine art of slow-cooking meats. 

For a number of years, Green and his wife 
traveled the barbecue cook-off circuit. They 
placed in the money four times at the Best in 
the West Nugget Rib Cook-Off in Sparks, Nev. 

His crowning achievement came in 1988 and 
1989 when he won the World Invitational Rib 
Championship in Richmond, Va., giving him the 
right to claim the best ribs in the world.

After going 'round and 
'round in an attempt to 
communicate exactly 
what this production is, I 
decided to describe, as 
precisely and succinctly 
as possible, my experi- 
ence attending and allow 
that experience to speak 
for itself. 



At the Blue Theater, Josh Meyer, a Rubber Rep 
co-founder and one of the show’s directors, met 
me and my companion at the door, asking us 
to sign a kindly written release of liability form. 
We then took our seats in the Duchess’ parlor, 
confetti covering the floor and colorful stream- 
ers hanging from the ceiling. A man, wearing an 
intimidating captain’s mask, dressed in white 
underwear, and strangely resembling a potbellied 
pig, stood by a curtained doorway. After a happy 
song sung by the Duchess’ domestics, all decked 
in white underwear in a window above the parlor, 
the Duchess herself entered, to great fanfare. 
After a few brief remarks about pleasure and 
fear, the Duchess explained: “The rules of the 
game are simple: You will hear a series of offers. 
You are expected to choose one.” She told us 
that the offers - printed on what appeared to be 
large playing cards - were limited in number to 
500 and that 149 had already been taken, giving 
examples of the latter, such as “Who wants to 
examine an uncut one?”

I signed my name, was 
given an envelope, and went through the cur- 
tains, where I met Kris, who took me to a small 
corner of the theatre, lit only by a single dim 
lamp, and told me I could remove my shirt. I did 
so and was then told I could remove my pants, 
as well, if I so desired.

In one respect, 

City Theatre and 
Barack Obama 
share the same 
kind of luck. The 
stock market dive 
and aftermath of 
the home mort- 
gage scandal have 
made it the ideal 
time to run for 
president as an 
opposition can- 
didate. It’s also 
the perfect time 
to produce David 
Mamet’s Glengarry 
Glen Ross. 

The play is about four 
real estate salesmen who 
are fighting hand, tooth, 
and nail to be seller No. 

1 in their office. Alliances 
and allegiances swap out 
depending on who’s scored 
the latest big sale. When 
someone hits a dry spell, 
he’s desperate; when he 
lands a sale, he’s euphoric. 

None of the salesmen is 
especially happy with his life, 
living in hotels and off of 
Chinese buffets, but they are 
all hooked on the high. When 
the rare victory is scored, 
it’s like watching an alpha-male gorilla run 
around thumping his chest and bellowing. 
Suddenly, all of yesterday’s despair and fear 
is forgotten in the throes of that elusive 
closed sale. 

These men also lack that little thing called 
ethics, the stuff that can make a play bor- 
ing if everybody has it. Two of the sales- 
men have decided to break into the office 
to steal the leads and sell them to their 
bosses’ competitor. There is bribery, lying, 
deception, threats, and prodigious cursing. 

There’s also something of a love song 
among men in this play. David Mamet would 
likely descend on me in fury from the heights 
of L.A. if I were to suggest something homo- 
erotic in the lines, but when we see one of 
these salesmen speaking to a male cus- 
tomer, it’s like a lover wooing his partner to 
come back to him, to trust him, to let him 
screw his brains out and then take off with- 
out leaving his number. Wives and daugh- 
ters are mentioned merely as vague con- 
sciences, random variables who can throw 
off the equation at any time. Each of the 
men in this play has completely convinced 
himself that he would quickly rule the world 
and own fast cars and real estate and many 
bank accounts if only a few things (like, say, 


the law) would turn in his favor. The fact 
that they keep tangling their antlers in their 
attempts to screw one another over doesn’t 
change their minds in the least. 

All of which makes Glengarry a fascinat- 
ing play to watch, given all the expensive 
executive retreats that insist on taking 
place these days in spite of things such as 
corporate bankruptcy. There has got to be 
a psychological reason why the executives, 
mortgage brokers, and unwise borrowers 
of America have gotten everyone into this 
mess, and Glengarry offers us at least one 
explanation. Whether you buy it or not, after 
watching the men of this play self-inflate and 
self-destruct, you may feel that you have a 
better handle on what on earth is happening 
to your retirement account or college sav- 
ings and why. 

This production, directed by Charles P 
Stites and Andy Berkovsky, shows that 
City Theatre has hit a benchmark of sorts. 
In a town the size of Austin, it could be 
hard for a young company to find seven 
good male actors who all fit their parts. 
City’s Glengarry is an example of great 
casting across the board and solid direc- 
tion. This is a company that favors slow, 
steady growth over the pitfalls of head- 
strong ambition. - Elizabeth Cobbe

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From the days of Odysseus 
to Dorothy, home was the 
place that you would do any- 
thing to get back to. Lately, 
though, it seems more like the 
place you’d do anything to get 
away from. 

Maybe it’s the cookie-cutter oppressive- 
ness of midcentury suburbia or fallout from 
the explosion of the nuclear family, but home 
ain’t what it used to be. There’s an unease 
that’s crept into our sense of the place, a 
feeling that it represents repression and 
unmet expectations and false cheer. Home 
is broken or, if not that, then stuck in a past 
that’s long faded away; it’s a dead zone. 

The first images you pass in the group 
exhibit “Welcome Home” hint at as much: 
four paintings by Mike Parsons, who curated 
the show, each showing part of a home over 
which is superimposed the face of a woman 
whose appearance suggests the 1950s or 
1960s. They could easily be a kitschy tip of 
the fedora to the pioneers of suburbia, but 
the transparency of the faces suggests that 
these women are no longer with us. And if 
they’re gone, what happened to those hous- 
es they lived in? Has home vanished, too? 

There’s a definite sense of a lost past 
in Andy Rihn’s remarkable installation, 
Manville. On one side, the work is a tall wall 
of weathered wood suggesting an old shack 
with a bucket by the door overflowing with 
empty Schlitz cans. On the opposite side is 
a haven for a grandfather from another age. 
Lining the wall, floor to ceiling, are tools. An 
easy chair with vinyl the color of nicotine- 
stained fingers has an ashtray filled with 
cigarette butts on its arm and the residue 
of a TV-tray snack beside it. Under a desk 
is a stack of early-Sixties Playboys. The air 
is as thick with the scent of testosterone 
as with the odor of rusty metal and burned 
tobacco, and if you had a grandpa who had 
or wished he had a hideaway like this, as I 
did, it’s heavy with nostalgia, too. You might 
not want everything this “home” stands for 
to hold sway the way it once did - the heavy 
smoking, heavy drinking, macho-shithead

’tude - but it’s hard not to miss the strength 
that lived there, the love of working with 
one’s hands, the plain talk, the rough edges. 

A like ambivalence suffuses Parsons’ 
large paintings next to Manville. Each work 
is packed with visual elements: a setting in 
a traditional-looking neighborhood - children 
playing as a man mows his lawn, a family 
meal outdoors, people young and old out 
for a stroll - but crowding in on them are 
animals, design patterns, text, and textures 
that feel dense with symbolism. The human 
figures have a stock quality, like they’re 
lifted from ads or old sitcoms that tried to 
sell us the perfect home and town: Andy’s 
Mayberry, Beaver’s Mayfield. At first, you 
might suspect Parsons of mocking those 
manufactured ideals of home, and maybe 
he is, but many of the elements - the kids, 
the creatures, the human connections being 
made, the positive titles - can also be read 
as sincere, as if this dated, even laughable 
concept of “home” still has some hold on 
us. We yearn for the good things it gave us. 

What’s left of home? Is it, as the labeled 
pillows on Chrissy Paszalek’s Bed Installation 
suggest, where our fears take up as much 
space as our hopes? Her other pieces here, 
a fabric hand reaching under a door and a 
photograph of a man seeming to peek in at 
a window, certainly address a modern sense 
of anxiety, a concern that no place is safe. 

Not everything speaks as overtly of 
home - Parsons’ large prints of childhood 
characters that look like rejected Muppets; 
Dennis Hodges’ fun oils on panels starring 
anthropomorphic critters looking effed-up 
and his birdhouse built around a glass jug 
with a dazed cartoon head painted on it; 
Candace Briceho’s lovely cloth panel hand- 
dyed a sensuous green with leaf shapes cut 
from it - but the works that do are the heart 
of the show. They leave you wondering if we 
haven’t outgrown those hokey values from 
neighborhoods gone by. As you leave, you 
have to pass by Parsons’ ghostly women 
again, and it feels like if they’re not haunting 
us, surely their homes are. - Robert Faires

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The Order of Myths 

D: Margaret Brown. (NR, 97 min.) 


History is a remarkable thing ... with a devious sense of irony. 
Consider this: In 1859, a wealthy shipyard owner named Timothy 
Meaher bets a friend he can secretly bring some 150 slaves 
from Africa into Mobile Bay in Alabama in violation of federal law. 


Meaher’s plan is found out and, by his 
orders, the ship’s captain sets the schooner 
on fire before the authorities can claim its 
cargo as evidence. Thankfully, the Africans 
are able to make it off the boat and eventu- 
ally settle in the woods outside the city, in a 
run-down hamlet known as Plateau. Nearly 
150 years later, in 2007, a direct descen- 
ded of Meaher’s is chosen by the all-white 
Mobile Carnival Association to represent 
the city as the queen of the Mardi Gras. 

The queen of the white Mardi Gras, more 
precisely. And who is selected by the all- 
black Mobile Area Mardi Gras Association 
to be their queen? None other than a direct 
descendent of one of those slaves Meaher 
had brought from Africa in chains all those 
years ago. How’s that for history com- 
ing back to haunt us?: two unsuspecting 
debutantes from mutually distrustful worlds 
thrust into symbolic roles in a Southern city 
still plagued by a dark past and de facto 
segregation in the present. In Brown’s excel- 
lent new documentary (which, in the inter- 
ests of full disclosure, is associate-produced 
by Austin Chronicle editor Louis Black) about 
Mobile’s Mardi Gras celebrations, these 
sorts of brushes with the past are com- 
mon occurrences, blurring the line between 
respectable tradition and loathsome institu- 
tional prejudice. Hidden behind all the pag- 


eantry and hullabaloo - the opulent gowns, 
the elaborate papier-mache floats, the gar- 
ish masks, the pounding drums, the corona- 
tion ceremonies set to British court music 

- linger the awkwardness and suspicion of 
a populace at odds with itself, and Brown 
is at her cinema-verite best when capturing 
the subtle, nearly imperceptible looks on the 
faces of people forced into social interac- 
tions with others they have no idea how to 
deal with, much less understand. They’re 
the kind of looks that are more felt than 
seen - that are more damaging for being so 
subtle - and Brown, who grew up in Mobile, 
has a gift for recognizing and capturing long 
pauses pregnant with historical significance. 
“They have their Mardi Gras; we have ours,” 
the explanation goes on both sides, but 
everyone seems to realize it’s just a ratio- 
nalization aimed at covering over Mobile’s 
docile perpetuation of segregation. Trapped 
under the weight of hundreds of years of 
racial animosity and mistrust, with few clues 
as to how to work themselves free, the cele- 
brants of the oldest Mardi Gras in the coun- 
try take refuge in their traditions, looking to 
the rituals of the past to help them get by 
in the present, which - ironically enough 

- is still burdened with the ugly residue of 

the past. - Josh Rosenblatt

I.O.U.S.A . D: Patrick Creadon. (PG, 85 min.) 

This documentary manages to do some- 
thing damn near impossible: make the sub- 
ject of the U.S. national debt understand- 
able and, moreover, render it interesting 
and urgent. Creadon’s film is nonpartisan 
yet emphatic in its message: Our country 
is headed toward fiscal ruin and self- 
obliteration unless steps are immediately 
taken to halt our incessant borrowing and 
spending. Our national deficit has recently 
surpassed $10 trillion, a figure so large 
that even the U.S. National Debt Clock 
couldn’t foresee this eventuality and had 
to find a creative solution for displaying the 
sum once it became necessary to add an 
extra digit to the total earlier this month. 
Creadon and his co-writers and producers, 
Christine O’Malley and Addison Wiggin, do 
an excellent job of parsing the situation 
and explaining the history and evolution 
of our debt, going back to the founding of 
our country. Interviews are well-edited and 
intercut informatively, although the film’s 
creative use of graphics is its real commu- 
nication triumph. Charts, graphs, and other 
materials are lively and help imbue the 
challenging material with an easy clarity. 

The filmmakers also derive strength from 
their firm belief that “we, the people” are 
fully capable of grasping these economic 
concepts and that without an informed and 
riled citizenry, there will be no pressure on 
the president and our legislative bodies 
to take action. In fact, the film concludes 
its litany of certain doom with lists of 
suggestions for further action. Creadon 
(whose previous documentary Wordplay 
offered an engaging portrait of The New 
York Times crossword-puzzle editor Will 
Shortz and other puzzle enthusiasts) struc- 
tures his film around the Fiscal Wake-Up 
Tour conducted by former U.S. Comptroller 
Gen. David M. Walker, whom former Fed 


Chairman Paul Volcker described as 
the deficit’s Paul Revere. Other speak- 
ers include Robert Bixby of the Concord 
Coalition, Warren Buffett, Rep. Ron Paul, 
and former Treasury Secretary Paul O’Neill, 
who here tells the real reasons he was 
fired by Bush and Cheney. Here and there, 
I.O.U.S.A. slips into rhetoric, but it’s hard 
not to be swayed by the film’s belief that 
the U.S. will eventually wind up like all 
other civilizations that lived beyond their 
means: extinct. - Marjorie Baumgarten

MAX PAYNE D: John Moore; with Mark 

Wahlberg, Mila Kunis, Beau Bridges, Chris “Ludacris” 
Bridges, Chris O’Donnell, Donal Logue, Olga Kurylenko. 
(PG-13, 100 min.) 

Based on the popular first-person shooter 
from Rockstar Games, Max Payne has been 
adapted for the screen by UT-Austin alum 
Beau Thorne. He does a fine job of fleshing 
out what is essentially a convoluted shoot- 
’em-up better suited to the joystick-and-POV 
combo: The dialogue crackles and ricochets 
just like the never-ending lead fusillade. 
Trouble is, no matter how much craft Thorne 
poured into this particular script, and no 
matter how polished the noirish, literate 
dialogue may be, the end result comes out 
of the mouth of Mark Wahlberg. That’s not 
good, because the actor bites down hard on 
the words before they barely have time to 
exit his mouth. He’s so bleakly stoic in his 
characterization that he ends up trapping 
inside whatever emotional punch the original 
dialogue may have carried. But maybe that’s 
the point. Payne is a NYPD cold-case cop 
who was assigned to the police-department 
equivalent of the dead-letter office after his 
wife and child were killed by cityscape scum 
and he went edgewise. A loose cannon with 
no real target, Payne embodies equal parts 
Will Eisner’s The Spirit and free-floating, 
postwar nihilism. Which war? Does it mat- 
ter? Not really. With Payne, it’s personal. 
Understandably obsessed with tracking 
down his family’s killers, he stalks through a 
generically gothic Gotham, searching for the 
valkyrie tattoo that marks his quarry. He’s 
joined in his solitary quest by a leggy Eastern 
European assassin ( That ' 70s Show's Kunis), 
whose sister may have been snuffed by the 
same wild, drug-addled villains. And then 
there’s Beau Bridges, who is cast unex- 
pectedly - and, it must be said, badly - as 
Payne’s former ally in the war on crime, now 
gone dark and possibly untrustworthy. (The 
character’s current gig handling security for 
a presumably nefarious pharmaceutical com- 
pany is something of a tip-off for audiences 
who haven’t played the video game.) It’s all 
a bit too much like The Crow meets a whole 
lotta slo-mo ordnance, particularly when 
shadowy valkyries swoop in to snatch up the 
fallen. Wahlberg seems to have adopted an 
anvil as his actor’s template this time out, 
which renders his Payne just one more angry 
shadow haunting the CGI-benighted alleyways 
of a film that feels far too familiar for the 
likes of Wahlberg to juice up, hallucinatory 
valkyries or no. - Marc Savlov

It’s a good thing this movie has been 
sitting on the shelf for a year or more 
because, apart from the difference in 
release dates, there’s little to distinguish 
this new cop drama from last year’s 
cop drama We Own the Night - or last 
decade’s Cop Land or dozens of other 
police procedurals that pit brothers 
against one another in a struggle between 
clean and dirty law-enforcement tactics, 
all played out under the watchful eye of 
a father figure who’s also the top dog in 
the department’s chain of command. In 
Pride and Glory, we have two brothers, 
plus a brother-in-law and a dad who’s the 
chief of the detective bureau in which the 
three work. Norton and Emmerich are the 
brothers, Raymond and Francis; Farrell 
the brother-in-law, Jimmy, and Voight the 
chief of detectives, Francis Senior. Four 
cops are killed during the film’s open- 
ing sequence, a situation that sets the 
whole department on edge and adds a 
passionate urgency to everyone’s desire 
to find the perpetrator. Dad commands 
Raymond to lead the task force, and of 
course the investigation starts to point 
in the direction of his family members. 
What’s a good brother to do? With a 
screenplay (co-written by the director’s 
brother Gregory and hyperbolic Narc direc- 
tor Joe Carnahan) as predictable as this 
one, Pride and Glory's only chance for 
individuality lies in the manner of its tell- 
ing. Visually, the film is crisp and detailed 
(it’s shot by cinematographer Declan 
Quinn), yet the performances, though 
solid, are less than extraordinary. A film 
starring such mercurial actors as Norton, 
Farrell, and Voight raises expectations of 
fireworks onscreen, which makes their 
absence all the more noticeable. Also, 
director O’Connor has set his own bar for 
working with actors, earning Janet McTeer 
an Oscar nomination for her performance 
in Tumbleweeds and many kudos for Kurt 
Russell in his turn as the Olympic hockey 
coach in Miracle. Pride and Glory, howev- 
er, lacks the right stuff to pierce the thin 
blue line. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Appaloosa is a suitable slow burn punctu- 
ated by sudden acts of violence. It’s 1882, and 
lawmen-for-hire Virgil Cole (Harris) and Everett 
Hitch (Mortensen) arrive in the titular town- 
ship, a barely conceived place of wood and dirt 
and whiskey. They come at the town council’s 
request: A scheming, would-be cattle baron by 
the name of Bragg (Irons, resplendent in his vil- 
lain’s finery and subtexting the inherent dangers 
of a nascent capitalist system on the range) has 
murdered the sheriff and his deputies and must 
be brought to justice. No easy task, that, and it’s 
complicated by the arrival in town of a comely, 
piano-playing widow, Allie French (Zellweger, wear- 
ing a permanent aw-shucks smile), who plays 
Virgil’s heart like a seasoned pro. Harris, direct- 
ing from an adaptation of Robert Parker’s novel, 
cuts a leathery, desiccated figure as the love- 
blinded Virgil, who lets his heart get in the way 
of his work.

Burn After Reading is a convoluted yet light-as- 
air farce about the dangers of misguided ambi- 
tion and the contagiousness of paranoia. When 
a newly fired CIA analyst (Malkovich) decides to 
write a memoir about his time with the agency, he 
ends up instead on the wrong end of a blackmail 
scheme orchestrated by a bumbling duo, Linda 
Litzke (McDormand) and Chad Feldheimer (Pitt), 
two likable middle-aged losers who think they’ve 
stumbled upon classified government documents. 
They’re a classic ditzy comedy pair, and their 
pathological dopiness allows the Coens to mock 
the conventions of spy movies. But they’re also the 
movie’s Achilles’ heel: heroes whose bulging-eyed 
broadness descends quickly into burlesque. Say 
what you will about the cinematic joys of extortion, 
infidelity, espionage, paranoia, and random acts of 
graphic violence; if they’re performed by cartoons 
and not people, it’s going to be hard to get the peo- 
ple sitting in the theatre to care.

women. Stung by the betrayal and her own inability to 
produce a male heir, the Duchess feeds off the love 
of society instead, becoming a legendary wit and a 
much admired, much imitated arbiter of taste. The 
Duchess hits very few wrong notes, but it doesn’t hit 
very many right ones, either. Part of the problem is 
The Duchess’ refusal to see its heroine as anything 
but saintly, even when she’s sinning up a storm. 
Dibb’s well-dressed picture hits all the requisite plot 
points - a bastard child, a beehive on fire, gambling 
debts galore - but it’s a curiously inert, workmanlike 
production: a whole lot of pomp and incircumstance.

But shaking hands with the reaper 
doesn’t make him any nicer; he gets even worse, 
actually, and is cruelly contemptuous of all the stuck- 
in-limbo souls who beg him to tidy up for them their 
loose ends.

Based extremely loosely 
on the now-generic title character, this PG-rated (for

Miracle at St. Anna is a bloated, muddled, indistinct, 
and ill-paced movie (adapted by James McBride from 
his novel) that makes its 160 minutes seem like a 
tour of duty for the viewer. It’s a war movie and a 
murder mystery, a history lesson and a sentimental 
melodrama all jumbled together episodically and 
glancingly. The bulk of the movie is one long flash- 
back about four Buffalo Soldiers from the Army’s 
92nd Infantry Division who get trapped in Tuscany 
behind enemy lines in 1944. The soldiers never 
develop beyond their signature traits into memorable 
human beings. A completely superfluous murder 
mystery bookends the flashback. Lee adds some 
touches of magic realism to his repertoire, while 
Terence Blanchard’s music score overwhelms the 
visuals and leaves little to the imagination.

He and 
director Charles play it somewhat safe by never going 
toe-to-toe with sophisticated thinkers or experienced 
theologians. Neither do they delve too deeply into 
the more indecipherable sense of spirituality that 
seems to infuse the majority of people even if they 
don’t consider themselves members of an organized 
religion or faith. Yet if, as Maher states, 16% of the 
U.S. population identifies as secular humanists who 
don’t believe in God, then that’s a large cross sec- 
tion of the country whose voices are muffled by the 
status quo. It is to them, more than the believers, 
Maher speaks, in essence saying, “Let my people 
go.”

TYLER PERRY'S THE FAMILY

who brought us JFK and Nixon. Instead, Stone the 
partisan rabble-rouser gradually overpowers Stone 
the artist, turning his movie into yet another condem- 
nation of the ideological strong-arming that led us 
into Iraq and the administrative bumbling that got us 
mired there. In our age of 24-hour news coverage, 
this rehashing of current events doesn’t just come 
off familiar but completely unnecessary.

While the film eventually takes 
both the ’droids off-world, the story remains focused 
on their blossoming romance. This is Pixar’s finest 
and most emotionally powerful film yet, by turns sad, 
hilarious, exciting, and, ultimately, hopeful. Those 
past science-fictioneers Kubrick, Clarke, and Asimov 
would’ve loved it, I think, and I’d wager my first edi- 
tion of The Martian Chronicles that Ray Bradbury, too, 
will recognize a kindred soul in WALL-E’ s life-affirming 
quest for love.

Last winter in Seattle, I endured walking in freez- 
ing rain and getting mistaken for a prostitute just 
to see Pierced Arrows on a Friday night. I knew it 


was the new band from Fred and 
Toody Cole, founders of Northwest 
punk heroes Dead Moon, which 
passed on in 2006. What I didn’t 
realize was how many people loved 
the band; the show was literally 
packed to the rafters, and the 
crowd screamed back lyrics to the 
new material. Nevertheless, they 
wanted to hear Dead Moon songs, 
and the Coles knew it. 

“Fred was thinking about it for a 
while,” Toody says by phone from 
D.C., about disbanding Dead Moon. 
“He felt trapped in a box. Everyone 
wanted to hear the same set over 
and over, which is fine. Those 
songs are excellent and fabulous, 
and everyone loves them. But we 
had to get the old jazz back.” 

The Coles and new drummer 
Kelly Halliburton got it back in 
spades with Pierced Arrows and 
continue to embody the same 
rock & roll ethos Dead Moon did 


- tour as much as possible; do 
everything yourself. 2006 docu- 
mentary Unknown Passage: The 
Dead Moon Story, which Toody 
calls a “great home movie,” sets 
the Coles’ four-decade romance 
and independent spirit against a 
backdrop of various bands, child- 
rearing, miles and miles of road, 
and a nickel-slot habit. 

They’ve released a string of 
Pierced Arrows vinyl on their own 
label, Tombstone Records, based 
in Clackamas, Ore., where they 
live, and Toody sounds downright 
excited when she adds up the 100 
shows they’ve played already. Now 
in their 60s, the Coles stand as a 
punk rock institution, and they’ll be 
on the road ... as long as they can 
still stand, presumably. 

“Yeah, pretty much,” Toody 
laughs. “At least the next 10, 

15 years. New places, new faces, 
ya know?”

DON’T FORGET ABOUT 
THE SUPREME COURT 

Political pundits and talking heads seem to agree on 
at least one thing - this historic presidential election may 
be the most important in a generation. The election will 
define the American agenda from Main Street to Mecca 
and will set the country on a new course for addressing 
21st century issues. Sen. Obama and Sen. McCain have 
focused the debate on the economic crisis, the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, and a host of other domestic 
and foreign policy agenda items. But these issues, while 
extremely important and deserving of heated debate, have 
overwhelmed another significant issue for voters in this 
election - reshaping the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Most constitutional scholars agree that a change 
in the court over the next four years is probable, with 
court watchers predicting that the next president could 
nominate anywhere from one to three new justices to 
the court. The anticipated departure of several of the 
justices can be attributed to several factors, including 
the advanced age of some of the justices (the average age 
on the court is 68, and six of the nine justices are older 
than 65). For example, many court watchers predict that 
neither Justice John Paul Stevens, 88, nor Justice Ruth 
Ginsberg, 75, both typically considered members of the 
court’s liberal wing, will remain on the Supreme Court 
through the 2012 election. 

The departure of even one justice on the Supreme 
Court could be enough to upset the delicate voting bal- 
ance that has emerged in the court in recent years. The 
court will move further to the right if Sen. McCain wins 
the election. Alternatively, a vote for Sen. Obama would, 
depending on exactly which justice leaves the bench, 
make the court more liberal or at least maintain the 
status quo. 

The economy and the war on terror have swamped 
the campaign landscape to such a degree that some vot- 
ers are giving little, if any, serious consideration to how 
the next president will reshape the Supreme Court.

The stakes for the Supreme Court are as great now as they 
have ever been, which makes it even more disappointing 
that not many people are talking about it.

You have to really work at it, and 
that’s just not the Austin way So, you can pretty much revel in 
all the dorky shit your heart desires. This weekend you can do 
just that when Scare for a Cure opens its World of Horrorcraft 
(no, that’s not a misprint) haunted house at the Elks Lodge on 
Dawson Road. For $20 you can scream your lungs out and dirt 
your trousers in support of local cancer-related charities. After 
all, a pretend haunted house is scary but not nearly as frighten- 
ing as cancer, which is about as unpretentious as you can get.
